Thx brief 8tiiteroent.iniid6 in July last, lelatire (o the^nditioD and 
earnings of the ro«d, was not made with a view of giving a detail of all 
«bi^ it might be important for Stockholders to know, in order to be 
enabled to judge of the value of their property^ but rather to set before 
them a statement of ita current eamingSi and the oooditioii of con- 
neeting rottds then in process of construction. 

Since then, something more than six months has passed, and we are 
able to give the resolts comprehending the fint year's business of the 
Company. The earnings of the road, which are given in detail in the 
Statement annexed to this Report, for the first six montha of the year 
were $109,621 80; for the last six months $190,420 82: being a total 
of #800,042 62; a result which it is thought ought to be astufaotory 
when the condition of the road during the whole year, with regard to 
its oonneotions, is understood. 

The load is fifty>eight miles long from the junetion of the Chicagcr 
and Galena Rail Roid to Meodota, where it interBects the Illinois 
Central Road, and wheie the Central Hilitaiy Tract Road oomosencea^ 
It waa^ during the whole of the last year, or veiy nearly so^ without 
those connections. The bridge of the Illinois Central Road over the 
Illinois River was not done until near October, and the road waa not 
complete to Cairo until January of the present year. The Central 
Military Tract Road waa not done until December, add the connection 
waa not made with the Miuiasippi until irithin the present month of 
March. The track of the Illinois Central Road nordiward was not 
completed until February. The Chicago, Turlington aqd Quincy 
Road, therefore, derived no considerable Hmount of business from these 



oonnecttontk II waSf and remaiDod during the whole yeaff {Melically A 
local road, and doing only a loeal businen with the coantrj through 
which it ran. And yet its rerenaea were sufficient to enable H to pay 
ite interest on its funded debt, and, but for iU floating debt, and the 
amount expended in construction, would have paid a cash dividend of 8 
per cent on its capital atock at $100 a diare^ or on its whole nominal 
capital stock. 

Running through a new oountiy ift the first year of its existence^ and 
while the resources of the country have scarcely began to devetop tlfeta* 
selves, this is surely a very satisfactory result in itwlf ; and yet had the 
motive powte of the Company add its equipment, and the depot aoMti- 
modation at Chicago been adequate to the demands made upon them^ 
it is sftfe to state that the gross earnfngs of the road would have been 
from fifty to 175,000 greater than they were during the year. 

The Illinois Central Roftd is now complete south to Cairo and norttl 
to Galena, traversing the whole lei^h of the State of Illinois. The 
Central Militaiy Tract Road 3a complete, and the trains have just com- 
menced running to Burlington, in Iowa. Very much botb of the freight 
and travel of the Illmois Central Boad will pass over the Chicago, 
Bnrihgton and Quincy Road; and all of the freight and travel of the 
Central Military Tract Road l>eing, as it is, an extennon of the road of 
tbia Company, and connecting its traffic with the Ifissiauppi, and thus 
commanding the business of the points at and below Burlington, as Fort 
Madison, Keokuk, Quincy, Hannibal, dec Ac dsc, the extensive and well 
settled country of Southern Iowa and Northern Missouri. The ooantry 
through which the Central Military Trsct Road runs to the Mississtppi 
River is believed to be tmsnrpaased in fertility by any section of the 
West With these lines of road complete, and both adding very largdy 
to your traffic, while one oontributea all its business passing to and from 
Chicago^ and opens at the sarhe time a route for a large through travel 
with the West, it k confidently believed that we do not over estimate 
the business of the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy Road when we ptft 
it for the coming year at mere than double the amount it was the last. 
The whole line from Chicago to Burlington h very direct, and will be 
under one superhitendetice, and with trains, both freight and papsenger, 
running through without change. It occupies a central position between 
the IlKnoia and Mississippi Rivers, and is probably, from that circum-* 
srance, more safe from any danger of rival Knes than sny other great 
route in the countrv. 



Uie IHiaois Cmitra], for it ooauderable dUtanoe north, and fdr two 
kttixired intleB «ontb, and lor this year aa far as Cairo, mast connect with 
Chicago over onr road. The Central Military Tract and ita oonnecting 
road to Burlington ii 122 miles long, and nmst take the business <tf the 
MisBiflBtppi for a very considerafole distance above and below that point, 
and ail its traffio most for ever be connected with Chicago over iU Tha 
bustnejs of the countiy through which these roads run may be estimated 
by that of the load of this Company, opened only last year, in a new 
eoontry, very sparsely settled^ and dependant on local trade, and yet the 
first year, while ill equipped for business^ and with construction trains 
upon the road all the time, yielding a gross revenue for fifty-eight miles 
of road of $K00,042. 

It should be added, as a matter which will also hereafter very greatly 
enhance the value of the Chicago Burlington and Quincy Koad, that 
the Northern Croes Boad is in a state of forwardness which will 
ffWtare its completion the present year, and probably in July. This road 
ooonecta wkh the Central Military Tract Boad at Qalesburg, and extends 
100 miles to Quincy, connebtitig Chicago by this line of roads with the 
Mimasippi below the Bapids^ and will be a Veiy important and valuable 
connecting road, and must greatly add to the business of the whole lioe. 
This is not stated, however, as a&ecting the estimate made of the busi- 
ness of our road for the present year, but only as affecting its value in 
the future^ f 

The road of this Company is constructed in the most perfect manner, 
is well balhisted with gravely is laid with a veiy heavy compound or con* 
trnuoua rail, with ample side tracks, and with substantial freight and 
passeng^ h'' oses, brick water stations, and in all ita appurtenances is 
believed to be as perfect as any road in the West 

Its equipment and rolling stock has ever been, however, and still is, 
hiadeqnate to the business, and must be largely increased. During the 
winter theFe have been placed upon the road two large freight locomo* 
fives and twenty-five freight can.

A eoDtmet has fadeii miule for aeventj addUional boK oftm fer fftigbt* 
to be placed upon the road between thia aad June, and ako for iaigkt 
first cLiBa paaienger cun, wlkh it ia boped maj be made to auffiee for 
the buaineaa of the pieaent year. 

Hie modve power of the Company consiste of four fiiat dasi paasen* 
gerand eleven freight looomotives; and negotiationa are pending for 
fourteen oihers, enough) probably^ for the buaineaB of the seaaan. TheM 
purehasea wiil involve the payment of a laige amount of money during 
the year; but it is conceived that the expenditure ia not only ju8tifiablie» 
but abeolutely demanded by the neoeonties of the road from the cer- 
tainly large increaae of buaineaB, both paaacnger and freight, which the 
extended connections completed since hut year must throw upon it. In- 
deed those additions to iti motive powar are indispensable. 

The Capital Stock of the Company is 1^,1 81 ''Shares, which will be 
increased by a dividend, payable in stock for the hist six months, of five 
per cent on the shares at their nominal coat The funded debt of the 
Company existing before the first of January was t665,000, of which 
$26,000 were issued for the construction of the original Aurora Branch 
road, now a part of the main line, and are payable on the first of Hay 
next The balance was for the construction and equipment of tlie main 
line from the Jundvm to Meadota, the point of intersecticm with the 
Illinois Central Road, and were issued under the first moitgage of the 
property and franchises of the Company. There still exiated* howevei^ 
a floating debt to a considerable extent^ and the original issue *of bonds 
for the origbol construction of the road to Auroia were foUiag duoi 
$20,000 being already paid; and the equipment of the road for ita in« 
creoring business was not, and still is not, adequate to the demaoda upon 
it The floating debt had been largely created during the last aix 
roontha of the hist year in ballasting the road and compWtii^ its station 
buildings. The importance of the connection with the Mississippi Bivef 
through the Peoria and Dquawka Rail Road had also induced this Com- 
pany to incur obligations with that company, as stated hereafter, to a 
large amount 

Under these circumstanoes, therefore, on the 22d of September last^ 
the Board of Directors resolved to place upon the property of the Com-' 
pany a second mortgage, and to authorize an issue thereunder of bonds 
to an amount not exceeding 1600,000, of whidi $300,000 have been 
issued, and the debt now resting upon the Company funded is $965,000/ 



It will pvcibiiUy be 
oeeemiy ie imie the ramaining amount of bonds made under this 
nottgagtti 

By an existing eontiact with tiie Gfaicsgo and Galena Sail Road 
Comfianyy the trains of thia Company run over thirty miles of the road 
ef that Company^and ooeupy the same depots and depot groupds in the 
City of ClMeago; that Company being obligsted to do the dq>ot 
ssrriee and fiimish wood and water to our trains while upon their road. 
A eopy of ihe contra^ is appended hereto. The compensation is made 
therefcv by a dtrisuHi of the earnings upon a basis deemed fair and 
eqnitable. This givea to thk Company the great advantage of starting 
its buaineas at ChioagOi and by the arrangements alluded to hereafter 
with the Peoria and Oquawka Company, of terminating it on the 
IfissiasrippL This arnmgement has been hitherto^ however, fbnnd to be 
snligeGt to some inoonvanienoee, growing out of a want of d^K>t aecom- 
modatiotia for ao large a coacenlration of budne«». It is confidently ex- 
pected, liowever, that this will be obviated the eomias year, both by tlHi 
acquisition of krger giounds, and increased facilities for the transaction 
of boshieH within the limits of the former om^. 

The obUgRtipns entered isfta with the Peoria and Oquawka Rail Road 
Company have been already mentioned. That Company undertook the 
eoastraction of a raO road from Peoria to Burlington. At the time when 
the load of this Company and that of the Central Military Tract Com- 
pany was prqeetedyiit was the intention to connect with the former road 
at Gaksbnrg, and it was then supposed that it would be completed 
befeie the Oentnd Military Trad Road could reach that point, llie 
Peoria and Oquawka Companyi however, unfortunately became embar- 
lasMd, and having laid about twenty miles of iron between Galeaburg 
and Burlingt(», were unable for the present to prosecute their work 
further. It became apparenti therefore» that this and the Central 
Military Tract Road, extending a hundred and seventy miles into the 
countiyj would still laok a connection with the Miasismppi, and be with- 
out power to take the command of the krge throuffh business which 
must glow oot of a connection with that great highway, unless aid 
eould be procured in eome way to complete the portion of the Peoiia 
and Oqoawka Road between Qalesbuiig and Burlington, It was in an- 
tictpation of auch a contingency that an act of the Legislature was passed 
at the seision of tlie Legislature of Illinois a year Bince, authorising this 



tbe Centel Military Tmot and tha Peoria and Oqvawka Company to 
softer into an arrangement by wbidi the two fint might aid the last, 
upon Buch termp as might mutually be agreed*— by advance of moneys*^ 
guaranteeing loans— by purchase or base of a part of its road or others 
wise. 

Under the authority of that legisbtion* when it became certain thai 
the Peoria and Oquawka Company would not complete that part of its 
road, this Company, in connection with the Central Military Tract Com* 
pany, entered into negotiations with it, which resulted in an arrangement 
on their part, to aid it in raising the necessary amount of money to ae« 
complidi that object, which it was estimated would be about $250,000, 
but may amount to $300,000; the assisting companies to retain the 
ownership of the iron furnished and placed upon the road — ^to reoave 
and hold in pledge the second mortgage bonds of that Company to 
double the amount of money furnished — to haye a lease of the road 
from Galesburg to Burlington for three years, and until the debt, with 
the agreed interest, being at the rate of twelre per cent, should be ftdly 
repaid, paying a rent therefor of five per cent, on its estimated cost, and 
two-thirds of the nett earnings of the road beyond that sum, after paying 
operating expenses*— applying the one^half that mat to payment of in- 
terest and principsl of the money advaiiced, and the other half to the 
payment of the interest coupons of the Peoria and Oquawka Company. 
There are other stipulations in the contract not necessary to be detailed. 
This arrangement has been deemed to be of very great value to these 
Companies, from the advantages secured to it by the contract: among 
others, that of running their trains for ever to and irom Burlington, as to 
and from Chica^ Not to have made it would probably have subjected 
the assisting Companies to an annual loss of nearly the amount they 
have been compelled to aid in raising to complete the connections. That 
portion of the Peoria and Oquawka Koad is in the possession of the 
assisting Comimnies under this arrangement, and the trains now run 
f/om Chicago to Burlington. The interest of the assistmg Companies 
y9M SO manifestly involved in this arrangement, the connection with the 
Missisnppi was so important, and must contribute so much to the value 
of thar property, that the Board of Directors of each Company would 
probsbly have been subject properiy to severe censure had they not 
stiiven to accomplish that end— though they are fully aware of the inex- 
pediency of mingling themselves up generally with the construction of 
other works than their own. 





CoiuliUonal agreements hate also been etitered into betweim this,' the 
Cen^fd Military Tract, and tlie Northern Crom Railroad Cotnpiltiyi 
iMving for their object tlie early coinpletioD of the road from Quincy to 
Galesburg, and secnriDg important advantages to the two fir»t named 
ooropanie& As, however, at this time there is no certainty that these 
agreementa will become ef^tual — ^being dependent upon other negotia- 
ftions-^ithas been deemed expedient not to publish them with this report. 

Annexed to this Report will be found statements showing the gross 
earnings for each month of the last year, and also of the operating ex- 
penses for the same period. It is expected that for the coming year the 
amount of the operating expenses will be brought within a less propor- 
tionate figure as compared with the earnings than in the last year. 

The total cost of the Road tbu8far,iaclnding discount on bonds^ equipment 
amount in the Peoria and Oquawka Railroad^ west of Galesburg, and 
also including the now outstanding contracts for cars and motive power, 
is $2)235,727 ; of which there has been expended since January Ist, 
1854, the sum of $555,228. 

It is material to add here) that the cost of the equipment of the Com- 
pany is greatly enhanced by the fact that it is compelled to provide one 
half of the rolling stock required by reason of the lease of forty-two 
miles of the Peoria & Oquawka Raihroad, under the contract above men- 
tioned ; and the additional amount made necessary by reason of the ar- 
rangement with the Chicago and Galena Company, under which this 
Company works its own trains into Chicago. This Company, by these 
arrangements, is in fact compelled to furnish rolling stock to do its busi- 
ness over one hundred and ten miles of road, instead of fifty-eight 
roilesi which la the length of its ownLroad ; and over the Chicago end 
of the line^ the additional cost thus made, by reason of the large business 
and numerous trains, is very lai^. 

The debt of the Company incurred for these and all other causes may 
be stated aa follows^

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It may l.e nddcd, that, with the exception of the item of money duo* 
the Military Tract Company, the debt is mainly the result of th^xion- 
fttruction of the Peoria and Oquawka Road from Gralesburg to Burling- 
ton, and the purchase of locomotives and passenger and freight cars. 

It may bo also added, that the of)emng of the road to Burlington, and 
the consequent increase of both freight and passenger business, must in- 
volve additional purchases both of motive power and freight cars, proba- 
bly to the extent of upwards of $130,000. 

For a part of tliis debt, the Company have property in the Peoria and 
Oquawka Railroad Company, secured in the manner above stated, to the 
amount of upwards of $140,000. 

It is pro|>er to add, also, that the very extraordinary snow storms of 
January and February dejirived the Company of the reventie which 
would have been realized from a monthV buf-iness, during which period 
(he business of the Company was entirely suspended, and its expendi- 
ture greatly increased — an actual loss to it of probably upwards of 
$30,000. 

It will be observed that a large estimate is made for increase of motive 
power and rolling stock — perhaps larger than might be thought to be 
Absolutely demanded by the estimate given for increase of business. It 
ilB deemod, however, that the accession of so large a freight traffic a« 
must follow from the extension of the line througli the Military Tract 
to Burlington, and through bo fertile and productive a section of the 
country, and the large increase of passenger trade consequent upon 
opening a through and most convenient route to so large a country upon 
the Mississippi, will at least require all that the estimate calls for; and it 
is believed that the estimated increase of business is at least considerably 
within limits. 

If this be so, it may be satisfactory to ascertain its results upon the 
value of the stock of the Company. The funded debt of the Company, 
with an additional sale of bonds to the amount of $300,000, will be^ 
afler May next, $1,240,000; the interest of which, at seven per cent, is 
$86,800. 

The present lloaling debt ct'llie Com]»aiiY will at that tiriK*, by addi- 
tional sales of bonds, be reduced to about $C0,000; but with the addi- 
tional motive power and freight cars needed, and already conti-actcd for, 
will leave a debt to fall due during this and the early p.irt of next year, 
of bbout §190,000. 
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Tlie estimateil gross earning* of the road for the year are $600,000; 
and, tliougli it is believed that in future, wHh a road as nearly perfect as 
it can bo made with compound rail, and witli, therefore, but compara- 
tiyeJy little wear upon machinery, the expense of running will bo con 
nderably less, let them be estimateii at fifty per cent of tlie gross earn- 
ings. This will leave $300,000 to be appropriated to interest and 
dindend/S or payment of debU; from which <leduct $86,200, and we 
have $213,200. The stock, after dividend issue, will be, say 18,000 
•luu^ upon which a dividend of ten per cent, is $130,000; whicb,Uken 
from $216,200, leaves $86,200 applicable to the payment of debt or 
aliout half its amount 

Or a dividend of 8 per cent per annum on the stock will leave 
#112,200 applicable to debt; or a stock dividend will leave enough to 
liquidate the whole debt of the Company, including the large 
liabilities to be created for the additional motive }X)wer and rolling 
atock deemed, necessary for the business antieipated. 

Although, when it is considered that the business of the Company 
last year suffered much from inadequate equipment, and perhaps even 
more from want of depot accommodations at Chicago, and that other- 
wise its business would htive been at least $50,000, and probably 
' $75,000 greater than was actually the case, the present estimate for 
the year of a gross revenue will not be deemed too large, and is 
probably considerably within limits; still, oven with a considerably 
diminished estimate of the increase of business, the certain reve- 
nues upon any estimate basecl upon the extended lines in connec- 
iion, the country through which they run, and a route for 
through travel over which the business and travel of the towns, cities 
find country for so long a distance upon the Mississippi must pass, and 
also upon the faet that the business of last year was very nearly of a 
purely local character,would probably be sufficient to renderthe stock in this 
road within the coming year among the most valuable in the country. 

With regard to the item of debt due to the Central Military Tract 
Company, it may be remarked, that it arose from the fact that the early 
contracts for the iron for both these roads, to a considerable extent, failed, 
insomuch that it was impossible to lay the rail for more than the road 
of this Company during the year 1853, though it had been the inten- 
tion to have completed botli during that year. And even to finisli the 
road of this Company, it became necessary to borrov/ the rail of the 
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Cc'Dtral MiliUiry Tract Company to tlie extent of 1,600 tona. Tlie road 
of tliat comimny lieing an extension of the road of thus uo P<^ ^^ >^ 
(K>uld be laid until outs was completed ; and it wag deemed expedient for 
both Companiea that the rail arriving should be used, in order to avoid 
delay for botL It had been the intention tliat thia iron should be re- 
pla0e<l by other iron purchased by thi% Company. It being found im- 
poasible to procure the compound rail in time, in the end the Central 
Military Tract Company contracted for its full amount^asseuting that the 
amount due from this Company should remain until its iron contracts 
became due. Those payments are now maturing, and consequently this 
Company will soon be callod upon for the money thus due. 

In conclusion, it may be remarked that now, at the close of the labors 
and difficulties connected with the prosecution of this work, and when 
we can begin to form a just estimate of its value, both from knowing fully 
the cost of the road and its equipment, and aliO from the business of one 
year, and the vnrious elements which enable us to form safe estimates 
pf its increase, although the whole cost is much beyond t^hat was con- 
templated ; yet it is believed that at no time has the enterprise worn an 
aspect so favorable, or when its great value could be so certainly and 
tipou such satisfactory grounds ascertained. Its local business, though 
the result of only one ye^r*s development, is proved to be very valuable, 
and will in itself be probably increased by one-third the present year. It 
constitutes the trunk over whiph the business of the Illinois Central 
lioad for a considerable distance north, and two to four hundred miles 
south, will pass and re-pass, ai^d oyer which must go all the business of 
the Central Military Tract, extended to the great highway of the West, 
and when completed, also the Northern Cross to Quincy, one hundred 
miles south of Galesburg — a road ^1 graded, and partly laid, to be com- 
plete the present year, and probably gt ap early petiod. 

All of which is respectfully submitted for their consideration, by order 
of the Board of Directors.

THIS AGUEKMENT, made ami concluded this thirteenth dny of Dccombor, 
A.D. 1851, l)y and between the Auhotia BnANcir RaH Koad Comi»any, of the 
first part, and the Galexa axi> Chicago Union Kailroad Company, of the second 
part, both being corporations established by the La\vs of tlie State of lUiuoie, 

WITNESSETH, 

That to promote the greater convenience of the jmblic, and to facilitate the 
despatch of the Join4 JBusiness of tJie two Companie:;, meaning by " Joint 
BusiNEsa" any business participated in by them, which shall pass over the 
whole or any portion of the road of the second party, bettceen Chicago and ih§ 
JuTiction of tJu two roadi, and over any portion or the whole of the road of tlie 
first party, whether relating to the transportation of paMcngers or freight^ as 
well as for the purpose of defining their separate relations to each other in the 
transaction of said joint bunincM^ the said parties lierehy mutualli/ agree with 
each other as follows: 

First. — ^The taking of goods or passengers upon o^e of these roads to paea 
upon the other, shall not, by reason of this instrument, (except when it is 
specifically provided,) affect the remedy of either against the other, nor give the 
public any rights of action against both, or either separately, which they would 
not otherwise have. 

SficoNii. — Each ])arty, upon its respective road, shall furnish, for the joint 
business which may originate or be loft upon it, as suitable and proper, Dei»ot 
Accommodations, as it may have and use for its own separate business, and 
each will exercise the same care and vigilance, &s well in selling tickets to 
passengers and giving them proper information, as in receiving and delivering 
all freight offered for transjiortation, including the loading and imloading for* 
the joint business^ as for its separate business. 

Each party will ^Iso collect and be answerable to the other for the dues and 
receipts on joint account accruing on its separate road, and as soon as prac- 
ticable, and not longer than six working days after the close of each montk, 
render and settle an account of the same and pay over to the other party its 
proportion thereof 

Third. — ^The party of the first part will furnish, repair and operate all ne- 
cessary and suitable Motive Power to transport the trains for the joint busi- 
ness iipon the road of the second imrty, between the junction of the two roads 
and the City of Chicago as well as upon their own road, and will transport 
the trains used therefor promptly and without unnecessary delay, and will 
furnish the meu to manage such Motive Power and the oil for the same. Such 
trains to be run under the direction of the agent of the second party as fully 
as are the trains of the separate business of the second party, and tlie men upon 
or in the management of such Motive Power shall be as fully under the direc- 
reotion of the agent of the Pfoond i>arty, as if tliey were in the service 
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<rf ihat party, and subject to be suspended upon like grounds. In arranging 
the time at and in which the trains of the joint business shall pass over the 
road of the second party, the second party shall be as liberal and fair with 
them as with their own trains, showing no partiality or favor to their own 
traius over those operated by the first party for the joint business. Tlie time 
of starting the trains of the joint businei^s upon the road of the second party 
may be named from time to time by the first ]>arty, who shall give two weeks 
notice to the second party of any change they «le8ire ; and the second party 
shall only modify or change such time of starting sufficiently, not unnecessarily 
to interfere with the previously established time of their own trains. 

The second party will furnish the fuel and water to the locomotives of the 
first party when upon their road and at thoir stations, and generally upon 
their road render the same assistance and service to the trains of the joint busi- 
nesB (excepting that the first party shall oil them) as they do to the trains of 
their separate business, so that it shall not be necessary for the first party to 
have any men upon the road of the second party in addition to the usual num- 
ber tliey send with their trains. The second party shall suspend or discharge 
any of their men for the same faults with reference to the trains for the joint 
buBiness, as would result in a suspension or discharge had it referred to their 
own trains. 

FouBTU. — ^The party of the first part shall furnish all necessary and suitable 
Passenger, Freight and other cars for the joint business and shall sufficiently 
equip them with conductors, brakemen, baggagemen, and other necessary 
agents and servants to take charge thereof; also furnish oil and stove fuel ne- 
cessary for the same, it being agreed by the party of the first part that such 
conductors and other seiTants of theii's, while upon the road of the party of 
the second part, shall be as fully under the direction of the agent of that road, 
as if they were in the service of that road, and subject to be suspended on like 
grounds. Said party of the first part shall also take all risk and liability and 
indemnify from all cost and expenses, the other party for injury, damage or 
loss which may happen to such cars or to their servants employed in managing 
them, or to the passengers or freight carried on joint account, while they are 
upon or passing over the road of the second party, as fully as if such cars and 
servants, passengers and freight, were upon or passing over their own road, 
such risk and liability to extend to any such servants, passengci-s or freight 
which may hapj^en to be in, or upon the cars of the party of the second part 
or of any other connected Rail Road Company, whose business passes over the 
whole or any portion of the road of the first party to or from the road of the 
second party, as well as to passengers, servants or freight in and upon their 
own cars as aforesaid. It is, however, understood, in regard to the said first 
party's liability for the safe care and custody of joint freight, while upon the 
road of the second party, that such liability shall not commence upon freight 
to go from the road of the second parly until it is delivered upon the cars, and 
to the train of the firht party, and shall torrainate, upon freiglit coming from 
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the roAd of the party of the fint part when it is delivet^d to tlio servants df 
the seednd i^arty* at the station of its destination, who shall receive it upon itA 
arrivaL 

FirnL — ^Tho party of the first part shall have tke right to fix upon and to 
alter and adjust the tariff for the passengers and freight of the joint business; 
but said party shall not fix the said tariff from any point npon the road of tlie 
second party to any point upon the road of the first party within ten miles ttf 
the junction of the two roads, any lower than the same is fixed by the secbnd 
party, from the same points respectively to points the same distance beyond 
the junction upon the road of the second party, to the prejudice or injury bf 
the second party, as to its share of the earnings or rcY^nue from the passengers 
Or freight in question. 

SixTiL^— The mode of division of the revenue from the joint business sliall be 
as follows, subject only to the contingent modification provided for in thb 
seventh article hereof: — ^Tho whole money earned vipon the two roads in the 
transportation of any property or passengers in the joint business, shall be pre' 
sumed to have been earned upon each road in proportion to the distance it 
lias passed over each road, allowing to every mile it ma}^ be carried a uniibrm 
rate of compensation, or dividing the whole money earned by the number df 
miles the passenger or freight has been carried to get the earnings of each mile, 
and this multiplied by the miles carried upon each road will give the revenue 
darned upon eacli road. 7^ w/tole of the revenue accrued or earned ttpon the 
road of the fifst pariif ahall belong to it. Of the whole monies earned ur accrued 
upon the road of the second party, seventy dollars out of eVery one hundred 
shall belong to it ; and the balance, being thirti/ dollars out of every 'one hun- 
dred shall belong to the party of the first part ; and after this rate shall all 
hibn^' thUs earned upon the joint freight and passenger l)usiuet9S upon the 
road of the second party be divided. Tlie money earned in joint business by 
the transportation of Expresses^ shall be divided in tlie same manner as above 
specified for the division of the revenues from the passenger and freight busi- 
ness. The money earned for the transportation of the United States Mails upon 
the road ot each party, shall belong to eacli respective!}', provided o^ly, tliat if 
the Post OMce Department pay an extra cbmpcnsation to the party of the se- 
cond part, by reason of the mails which pass to and from Chicago, and over 
the road ot the party of the first part, then in tliat cose, the said extra com- 
pensation only shall be divided in the samb manner as the revenues from the 
passenger and freight business. 

Seventh. — ^The party of the first part shall have the right to elect to and 
provide the depot accommodations for the joint business in the the City of 
Chicagt) lit dny time within one year from the date of this instrument, and at 
any tinte thereafter, by giving to the pdrty bf the second part two years' notice 
of theib intentidu to do so, provided that sucti depot shall be so located as that 
it shall promote the joint business of the parties to this contract, and shall not 
in any wise work any injury to the said party of theseoond part.

Wh0B«rer tk« fint partj attJl proride tbeir own depots in Chicago, «iafor«- 
Mid, they ahell cease to use the depots of the second party at that place, and 
shall do all the loading and unloading, keeping of accounts and collecting dues, 
and, in short, perform aU the serTices and assume all the responsibilities at 
Chicago with reference to the joint business, which were before performed and 
aaaomed by the second party. In case the said first party shall proYide their 
own depot accommodations in the City of Chicago, then from and after the 
time when they cease to use the Chioage depofs of the party of the second part, 
they shall furnish all the fuel for the motive power of the joint business, and 
the water at the City of Chicago ; but the second party shall famish the ne- 
ca s sa ry water for such motiye power at their usual watering places between 
Chicago and the junction of the two roads. 

Whenerer these provisions go into effect, by reason of the first party hav- 
ing provided their own depot accommodations and fnel, as aforesaid, then the 
mode of division of the revenues of the joint business, as set forth in the sixth 
article of this instrument, shall be so modified, that in every case where the 
■eeond party was to receive seventy dollara out of every one hundred, they 
shaD receive but Jijty dollars out of every one hundred ; and where tfce 
first party was to receive thirty dollars out of every one hundred dollars, they 
shall receive ^^ dollars out of every one hundred: the first party still receiv- 
ing all the money earned in the joint business upon its own road as before 
provided. In other respects the said provisions as to dividing the revenues 
shall not be changed. 

EraeiH. — Should any passenger or freight get into or upon the cars or trains 
of the joint business, in their passage over the road of the second party, such 
paflsengers or frieght not passing over any portion of the road of the firs^ 
party, the money collected for the transportation of such freight or passengers 
aliall, all of it^ be immediately paid over to the party of the second part: it 
not being intended by this instrument to interfere in any manner with the 
separate busineBs of the second party. 

NiNTB. — ^If, in the execution and performance of this contract, questions of 
difference shall arise between the parties hereto in relation to the management 
•f said road between the Junction and Chicago, or in relation to agents and 
employees, and adjustment of the tariff under this contract, or as to the mean. 
ing of this contract, or any part thereof, or if in practice it ehall be found that 
some other provisions should have been inserted herein, or some contained 
herein should be modified or changed, in order to secure the objects designed 
by this contract; or if in practice it shall be found by either party, that any 
provision or stipulation herein, operates injuriously or unjustly to the interests 
of said party, it is mutually agreed by the parties hereto, tliat in every such 
ease, in order to carry out the general scope and intent of this contract, if the 
parties in interest cannot agree, the matter whieli may be the subieet of eon- 
trovprsy at any time or times, shall be* referred to three umpires, two '^f whom 
shall be pre^^iilents or superintendents of railroads, and practioallv acquainted 
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with tlM operation thereof, and the third ahill be a legal p«r»on : one to bo 
ehoeen by eaoh party to Au oontraet, and the third by the pereons ao choaon : 
whoae decision of the matter to them referred, shall be final and ooneloaiTo : 
prmnded, that when any one of the eontingeneies happens, oontemplatod by 
this ninth article, either party shall notify the other, in writing, thereol^ status 
the umpire that has been selected on their part ; and if within twenty days the 
other party shall not select the umpire on their part; and give notice in writiii^ 
to the other party, it shall be optional with the party that has chosen such 
nmpire to select the other, which two shall hare the right to appoint the third ; 
and their decision shall be final and conclusive between the parti ea 

TDriH. — ^This contract shall take effect and be in force for Uie term of thirty 
years firom and after the first day of January, A. D. 1852.

The Directors present herewith the statements of the 
Treasurer and Secretary, Amos T. Hall, showing the 
receipts and expenditures of the Company for the fiscal year 
i^nding April 30th, 1859. Also the statements of the Su- 
perintendent, C. G. Hammond, the Freight Agent, Wm. 
Martin, the Ticket Agent, Sam'l Powell, the Baggage Agent,

The expenditures for Iinprovemeiit aecouut the past year, 
altliougla such as are usually charged to Construction ac- 
count, have been made a charge upon Income account, 
I'cliuving that thereby tho interest of Stockholders will be 
'etter subserved than by increasing the capital account for 
*'Kh purposes. Tho following statement will show some of 
'te reasons for, and the cost of tho several expenditures 
narged to that account : 

In tlie Spring of 1857 it was supposed tiiat an additional 
amber of Locomotive Engines would be required in order 
•'► the accommodation of the business of the road the ensu- 
=^l? Autumn, and, to provide for such business, an agreement 
^ made with the Detroit Locomotive Works for the manu- 
'icture and delivery of four coal burning Locomotives, at a 
^pedlied date. That Company failed to complete and 
^ver them at the time agreed upon. When subsequently 
^pleted and offered to this Company^ their use not then 
^ required, we refused to receive them. Upon a full 
nvestigatioD, however, of the subject, during the past year, 
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there appeared equities in the case that demanded a com- 
promise, and it was accordingly decided to receive them at 
a reduced price agreed upon, and they were purchased for 
$38,000. 

A large amount of expense has annually been incurred in 
maintaining that part of the track between Mendota and 
Galesburg, a distance of eighty miles, for the reason that no 
material suitable for ballasting had been found in quantities 
sufficiently large near the line of the road to be available, 
and very little of that kind of work had been done. A 
gravel bed was discovered last fall near the line, about mid- 
way of this section of the road, which has been purchased, 
and fipom which a considerable portion of the track has been 
ballasted and the remainder is now being done. The amount 
expended for this purpose has been §19,559.94. 

The Engine House at Aurora has been extended, (as re- 
commended in former report,) so as to accommodate eight 
more engines, at a cost of $5,672.97. 

Two Passenger Cars have been altered and fitted up for 
Sleeping Cars. Some improvements have been made in 
the Passenger House at Galesburg, which, with Rome other 
small improvements, amount to $5,092.35. 

This Company, with other owners in interest of tlie Union 
Track, in Chicago, together with the Michigan Southern & 
Northern Indiana Eailroad Company, have purchased the 
lands necessary to make a permanent business connection 
with that road where the Union Track crosses it. The 
amount that it will be necessary for this company to contri- 
bute (after disposing of some of the lands necessarily bought, 
but not required for the tracks,) will be about three thousand 
dollars ; eighteen hundred of wliich has been paid and 
charged to Union Track account. 

The Revenue of the Company has been much less the 
past year than the Directors had expected or could have an- 
ticipated. The causes that have produced these results are 
too well xmderstood to require particular notice. It wfll be 
sufficient to say that the section of country traversed by 
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your line of road, and that tributary to it, has suffered quite 
as BBjerdj the past two years from the fidlure of the staple 
articles of production as any other portion of this or the ad- 
joining States. The earnings of this, compared witli last 
year, show a falling off of thirty percent. Twenty-four per 
cent of this is on freight, and six per cent, on passenger 
earnings. The fidling off of freight earnings was compara- 
lively greater than those of passengers, being thirty-six per 
eent. on the former, and twenty-three per cent, on the latter. 
In the item of wheat and flour the fidling off has been for- 
ty-five per cent, or equal to one nuUion, six hundred and 
£ftjHBix thousand bushels — ^in that of com it has been twen- 
ty-eight per cent., or five hundred and seventy-seven thou- 
"^d bushels. The amount of lumber transported was about 
one-half as mudi as that of the previous year« being a re- 
duction of thirty-five millions of feet. 

The preceding statements will show satis&ctory reasons 
for the diminished earnings of the past year. Any one ac- 
quainted with the fertility of the country tributary to om* 
line of road, and the vast business that must pass over it in 
years of ordinary production and progress, will know that 
the present depression in the business and earnings of the 
road can only be transitory, and that a moderate return of 
prosperity to the country tributary to it must show again its 
Itfge productiveness to the Stockholders. 

Efforts have been made the past year to reduce the expenses 
'^ operating the road comparatively with the falling off of 
r^ipts, but it has been found impracticable to entirely ac- 
^plish this result. The heavy rains of the early sum- 
nier increased materially the cost of keeping the road in or- 
^ for several months, and added much to the cost of equip- 
ment repairs. That part of the road thus affected has since 
'^n gravelled and will not be subject to like expenditures ' 
^the future. The operating expenses the past year have 
<en fifty-one and seventy-nine one-hundredths per cent., 
^kiie those of the previous year were forty-six and thirteeu 
«e-hundredths per cent. An increased percentage of ex- 
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pen66B must necessarily accompany any large falling off in 
earnings on all well-managed roads. The road and equip- 
ment has been kept in good repair and condition, and, with 
the improvements made the past year, is now more valuable 
and in better condition to accommodate a large traffic than 
at any former period. 

The accounts kept the past year of the performance of 
wood and coal burning Locomotive Engines, and the fuel 
consumed, show a saving in expense for fuel in favor of the 
coal burning Engines, of about forty- seven per cent. Bv 
examining the accompanying statistics (in statement M.) it 
will be seen that the average cost per mile nin of Freight 
Engines, using wood for fuel, was nineteen and seven ono- 
hundredths cents per mile ; while the cost of running En- 
gines with coal for the same service, was ten and sixteen one 
hundredths cents, showing a total saving in expense for ftiel 
on 303,496 miles run by Freight Engines, with coal, of 827,- 
039.08. From this there is some deduction, probably, to bo 
made for the increased cost of repairs on coal Engines, the 
amount of which has not been folly determined. 

Besides the four coal-burning Engines purchased the pa^t 
year, six have been changed in rebuilding from wood to 
coal, making, with those previously in use, twenty-five ex- 
clusively coal-buming Engines now in service. 

Two "Way Freight and Conductor Cars have been added : 
two Coal Cars have been changed to Platform Freight, and 
one Baggage Car has been exchanged for two Platform Cars. 
The equipment of Locomotive Engines and Cars is as fol.

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In order to the proper transaction of our Ferry business, 
at Burlington, it became necessary to provide a Ferry Boat 
uf oar own, or have one that could be put in the service on 
>hort notice ; accordingly a suitable boat was purchased for 
this business. Subsequently, satisfiactory arrangements 
were made with the Ferry Company for doing the ferrying 
"f the line at that place for another year. 

Efforts were made to charter a suitable boat, at a fair rate, 
to transact the business of our line between Quincy and 
Hannibal, in connection with the Hannibal and St. Joseph 
Railroad, on the opening of that road for business, but 
without success. It then became necessary for our Compa- 
ny to purchase a boat and place in that service in order to 
^»cnre the benefits of aproper connection Avith that road. 
The Burlington Ferry Boat was used in that trade until a 
more suitable boat was obtained, and its use has been con- 
tinued, as occasion required, in the freighting business of 
the line. These boats cost about ten tliousand dollars 
each, or, in the aggregate, $20,479.82. Satisfactory ar- 
rangements have been made with other parties composing 
pfirtions of the line, that will insure fair returns upon the 
investment. 

The negotiations in progress at the time of making the 
last annual report, for the purchase of that part of the Peo- 
ria and Oquawka Railroad west of Galesburg, have not 
resulted in the purchase of that road, for the reason that the 
parties in interest could not make a good and sufficient title 
to the property. This Company have continued to operate 
that paxt of the road under the lease and agreement pre- 
Tously made with that Company. Its operation has been 
ittended with a very large expense, owing to the frailty of 
t? structure, want of fencing and the incomplete condition 
-f the road, especially that part which crosses the marsh or 
m bottom lands East of Burlington, the track being so 
•>w as to be subject to inundation and washing away on 
*very considerable rise of water in the Mississippi Biver. 
These expenditures, with the interruption of business and 
^«6 of revenue attending it, will continue until th road is 
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placed in proper order and condition and beyond the reach 
of the floods of that river. In the present embarrassed 
state of that Company, and the incomplete condition of that 
road for the purpose of business and revenue, the Directors 
can see now no other way of obtaining the repayment of 
their advances to that Company but to sell the securitief^ 
pledged and thereby enforce their payments. Action in 
this behalf has been delayed in the hope that some satisfac- 
tory arrangement would be made for their payment or 
satisfaction without resort to these measures. 

The notice given by the Galena and Chicago Union Rail- 
road Company for the termination of the amended contract, 
for the use of their road from Chicago to the Junction, 
having been withdrawn, that contract will remain in force 
for two years longer, or until the first of May, 1861. This 
having been done it was not deemed necessary or expedient 
to take any steps the past year initiatory to the building of 
an independent line into Chicago, or changing our present 
relations with that Company. The Committee appointed 
by the Stockholders, at the last annual meeting, to investi- 
gate and present these interests for their consideration, 
coinciding in this opinion, have deferred attention to this 
subject. It will be necessary, however, at some time during 
the present year, to decide upon the policy to be pursued in 
order that there may be sufficient time to carry out the views 
of Stockholders before the expiration of the present contract 
with that Company. 

The Directors have become convinced that, under the 
embarrassments that continue to surround the Quincy and 
Chicago Bailroad Company, they will not be able to meet 
their original engagements with this Company for the re- 
payi&ent of advances made on their account. The last 
advances were made with the hope and expectation that 
some satisfactory arrangement would be made with the 
Trustees, under the sanction of the Bondholders of that 
road, for compromising and settling the issues that have 
grown out of the failure of that Company to reimburse the 
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sums advanced. The terms of adjustment that were oflfered 
by the Stockholders, at their meeting in New York, have 
been approved by the Trustees and placed before the Bond- 
holders of that Company for their sanction. If they are 
folly advised as to the present condition and future prospects 
of that Road they will, undoubtedly, accept of the proposed 
compromise.

Excess of assets over liabilities, - $104,278 23 

The preceding statements show that the Company was, on 
the first day of May, 1860, practically clear from what id 
usually considered a floating debt. 

The charges made to improvement account in the pa^t 
year, have been for twenty-three coal cars added to the roll- 
ing stock, $10,300; steam excavator and dumper cars, 
$7,900 ; ballasting road bed with gravel, $10,817 43 ; addi- 
tional payments on account of union tracks and lands, $5,111; 
new levee and protection for East Burlington depot grounds, 
$4,036 39; making in all $38,164 82. 

Some improvements have been made in other depart- 
ments of the Road, which have been charged in the usual 
operating expenses. The work of graveling the western 
portion of the Road was continued until the advancing ex- 
cavations in the gravel bed showed the material to be too 
line for suitable ballast. Another gravel bed has been 
found on that part of the line, but more remote from the 
track, from which this work may be completed. The exca- 
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vator and cars were received in part paj'inent of a draft 
purchased during tlie financial crisis of 1867, which was 
dishonored. 

The Soad equipment and appendages have been main- 
tained the past year, and are now in as good or better con- 
dition than at any former period. A larger than usual out- 
lay has been incurred upon engines, in improving some and 
fitting others for efficient coal burnei-s. The repairs and 
improvements of track and bridges have also been large. 
About fifteen miles of track has been re-laid with iron re- 
rolled, part new, at a cost of about $40,000, and now ties 
equal to about eleven miles have boon purchased and laid 
down. 

Wooden structures were generally used, in the original 
construction of that part of the Eoad west of Fox Eiver, for 
passing over water courses, in consequence of the absence 
of good building stone on that part of the line. In most 
cases, permanent stone culverts should be substituted for the 
l>resent works ; and considerable embankments will be re- 
quired, in forming the road-bed over them. This work was 
commenced the past year, and is now in progress. It should 
be continued, as fast as new works shall be required, to take 
the places of the old. The valleys spanned by the two large 
Bureau bridges require filling up, so as to reduce those 
bridges to about one-quarter of their present length. Owing 
to the rapid decay of these structures, and the large quanti- 
ty of embankment required to be made (some 400,000 cubic 
yards), it has been deemed ])roper to commence this work, 
iu order to its completion, ))efore the present structures re 
quire a renewal. This work is being done with a steam 
excavator and a train of cars, at the rate of about 800 cubic 
yards per day, and at a cost of about eight cents per cubic 
yard. 

The advantages that result from the using of coal for our 
locomotive engines, continue to meet our expectations, not- 
withstanding the repaii's upon such engines are found to be 
considerable larger than upon those using wood. The com- 
paratively light freight business of our road, for most of tlie 
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pa6t two y^ars, lias enahlcnl ur to do a lai'ire i)ortion <»f it 
with coal-lmrniiiir engines, and thc-rebv lessen onr expenses 
for fnel. There w»»re (»27,13(» miles rnn the ]>ast year l)y 
freight and miseellaneons trains, of whieh 453,370 miles 
were rnn by eoal-hnrning engines, (U* ahout 72 per cent. 
Theeost of fnel i)er mile rnn of freight trains was 11> 5-1 0<> 
cents for wood engines, and 1) i)-lOO eents for eoal engines. 
The average eost for all trains was i) 71-100 cents per mile. 
The whole amonnt of wood consumed by i)assenger an<l 
freight engines was only ll,23r> cords, and the coal consunii^d 
was 15,405 tons.

The additions the past year have been 3 Ilonse Freight 
Cars, 23 Coal Cars, and 1) lland Cars. 

There shonld be added to the above abont one hnndrtnl 
cars, of a little different constrnction from the ])resent liouse 
car, s(» as to form a more perfect car for the transportation of 
stock. It is designed to bnild a few of them in onr own 
shops, dnring the present year 

The bnsiness of the Road the past year has been larger 
than that of the previous year, although much less tlian 
was contemplated at its connnencement. The earnings from 
passenger traffic are a small fraction over those of last year. 
The earnings from freight have increased twenty ]>er cent. ; 
and the whole income of the Road has increased 12^ per 
cent. The yield of wheat n|)on the line was considerably^ 
below an average crop, and the corn upon the first hundred 
miles from Chicago was so nmch injured by the early fall 
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frosti5, as to be nearly wholly unfit tor market ; further west 
this crop was quite abundant. 

The accompanying statistics show that the wheat and 
Hour transported eastward the past year, have been equal to 
2,004,873 bushels, a gain of 159,019 bushels, or only 8 6-10 
]K*r cent, over last year. The corn transported amounts to 
•2,083,104: bushels, a gain of 797,835 bushels, or sixty-two 
per cent, over last year. The amoimt of lumber transported 
westward was 37,823,775 feet, being a gain of only about 
eleven per cent. The business done under the name of 
sundries, which embraces and is composed mainly of mer- 
chandise, has increased from 19,304 tons to 25,752 tons, or 
thirty -three per cent. The number of cattle transported has 
increased from 34,086 to 45,733, or i>ver thirty-four per cent. ; 
and the number of live hogs has been 54,499, against 120,- 
103, being less than half of what they were the previous 
\ cjir. The total tonnage has increased from 295,052 tons to 
335,621 tons, being about fourteen per cent. ; and the mile- 
iige toimage has increased from 30,570,265 tons to 39,913,830 
tuns, being an increase of about thirty two per cent. 

The receipts from the transportation of ])assengers the 
past year have averaged 2 87-100 cents per mile, against 
2 95-100 cents per mile the previous year, a reduction of 
ul)out three per cent. The receipts from freight were 2 22-100 
cents })er ton per mile, against 2 46-100 cents i)er ton per 
mile the previous year, being about eleven per cent. less. 

The whole receipts from passengers, freight, mails and 
miscellaneous, avei*aged the past year per passenger, and per 
ton per mile, 2 44-100 cents, against 2 65-100 cents received 
tbe year previous, being a reduction o^S 6-10 per cent. 

/ The reduction in the rates of transportation has mainly 
}<i'Own out of the competition we have had to contend with 
from other sources of transit, and the fact that a large por- 
tion of the business consisted of cheap commodities, requir- 
ing to be transported long distances, and requiring cheaji 
rates to move them. The low rates which we have been 
compelle^l to charge and receive for the business done, will 
mainly account for the increased per centage of operating 
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expenses the past over tlie previous year, tlie former being 
51 79-100 per cent, of tlio oaniingfi, while thoBe c»f the past 
year were 55 58-100 per cent. A return of business pro:*- 
perity, it is hoj)ed will restore, if other just considerations 
should fail, better and more remunerating prices. 

The amount of grain now in the country tributary to our 
line of road, with the present i)roKpects for an abundant har- 
vest, indicate a larger and more prosperous business for our 
Road the ensuing year, than wo have had for several years 
past. 

The boats obtained for the transaction of the ferry busi- 
ness of the line at Quincy and Burlington, have done the 
Company good service the past year. In addition to con- 
siderable improvements made upon them, they have paid 
expenses and interest, and have reduced their cost from 
$20,479 32, as rei>orted May 1st, 1859, to $10,679 82, May 
1,1860. 

The modiiie<l contract between this Company and the 
Galena and Chicago Union Railroad Company, of the date 
of June 28, 1856, for the use of that pait of their Road be- 
tween Chicago and the Junction, has been extended for the 
term of five years from the.first day of May, 1861 : the only 
change made in its provisions, being that either Company 
may terminate the said agreement, on giving the other Com- 
pany two years' notice. 

The negotiations pending between this Company and the 
trustees and bondholders of the Quincy & Chicago Railroad 
Company, at the date of our last rej)0i-t, have not yet result- 
ed in a settlement of the controversy pending ; it is antici- 
pated, however, that some adjustment will soon be made 
that will be satisfacton- to all parties. 

On and atler the fii-st day ot January last, this Company 
has availed itself of the provisions contained in the contract 
and lease of that part of the Peoria & Oquawka Railroad 
between Galesburg and Burlington, which provides that 
they may pay, or account for, the net eaniings upon said 
Roatl, instead of a specific rent. This course was rendered 
necessary, on acc<mnt of the use that Company, or its lessees, 
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were iiiakiii*^, and contiiuio to make, of that Road, in reduc- 
ing the rates of tmiLsportatioii .by their trains below a fair 
fOinj>ensation, and in violation of said contract and lease, 
refusing and neglectin*^ to render to this Company any ac- 
f<innt of the money earned, or business transacted by them. 
Tlie rei)ort of the Treasurer shows that the cost of repairs 
of that Road, including the operating expenses and rent for 
the eight months endhig on the Slst of December last, ex- 
ceeded the earnings from the business of our trains on said 
Road, by the simi of §26,072 03. The earnings of the 
trains of the Peoria & Oquawka Company, or their lessees, 
on this portion of the Road during that time, less the proper 
operating expenses, arc due this Company, and to the ex- 
tent of such net earnings, when accounted for, will reduce 
the above balance. Since the first of January last, the earn- 
ings upon this Road by our trains have been sufficient to pay 
for the repairs of the Road and operating expenses, leaving 
a small balance to apply on interest account, for advances to 
that Company. The trustees, by the direction of the bond- 
liolders of that Company, have instituted proceedings for the 
foreclosure of the mortgages upon that Road. This will in- 
volve the necessity of an adjustment and settlement of our 
advances for that Company, or at least such portion of them 
as arc secured by the bonds of that Company, held as collat- 
eral security for the i-e-payment of such advances.

To John Van ^ortwiek, Esq,^ President^ 

Sir : — I herewith hand you a partial report of the operat- 
ing department of this line, during the fiscal year terminating 
the 30th April last. The time fixed for making this report 
is one requiring all our office force to keep up the current 
business, consequently it is quite impracticable to furnish all 
the information necessary to a well-digested report. If the 
time could be changed to the first of January, this work 
coidd be done by the usual force in a manner more satisfac- 
tory to ourselves, and I have no doubt to the stockholders. 

The organization of the offices of this Company, which 
existed when I first took part in it, required fall monthly re- 
ports and statements of its business to be entered on the 
books of the Treasurer, and hence all periodical and annual 
statements have heretofore issued from his department. 
Thus this office is relieved from any duty in this regard, ex- 
cept to supply some details and items included in his state- 
ments and aggregates. 

ROAD REPAIRS.

Ira Fox and E. W. Weed have had charge of road repairs, 
the former on the eastern and the latter on the western divie;- 
ions of this line, since the line was opened. Their expe- 
rience has been valuable to the interests committed to them. 
The track is now in a better condition than at the commence- 
ment of the year ; indeed, it is in a better condition for 
business than ever it has been. This is true, for the reason 
tlikt the graveling, thou^i not entire through the line, has 
reached tlie cuts and other soft places, giving a firmness and 
safety to the track not before attained. A proper regard to 
economy will require 30,000 new ties, and say twelve miles 
of new or re-rolled rail, for the ensuing year. 

BRIDGE AND CAB BEPAIR8. 

C. F. Allen, Superintendent, of Wood Work and Car 
Dei>artment, presents the annexed statements, covering the 
disbursements of his department. His statement and tables 
will be found interesting, and show an efficient officer. It is 
a i)aramount object with us to keep the rolling stock of the 
Company in good repair and condition for ser\'ice, and think 
we may safely challenge comparison, in this regard, with 
any western Road. The sliops of this department are model 
shops, and will need only slight expenditures from tin^ to 
time for additional tools, to secure an economical adm^is- 
tration. 

The table numbered 3, showing the performance of the 
engines, and the details of their cost, showing also the aggre- 
gate and average cost, will be found correct, and I trust 
satisfactory. 

To this I add monthly account of mileage and expense of 
engines, numbered 4. From these it will be seen that the 
aggregate mileage is 68,000 miles more than in 1859, while 
the aggregate cost of fuel was only $78.96 more than in that 
year. Fourteen hundred and fifty-five cords of wood were 
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Ijunied by eviklisposetl persons during the year, wliicli lias 
swelled this cost. It is highly i)robable that wood the next 
year will not cost on the tender ovCr $4.00 per cord, while 
the past year it has cost, including what has been destroyed, 
UM, Other items of running expenses of engines are in 
l)roportion, except general repairs. Valuable improvements 
of coal burners, adopting copper instead of iron, found 
necessary to withstand an Illinois coal fire, have increased 
engine repaire. 

I annex statements, numbered 2, of the principal repairs 
«>f locomotives. You will perceive that the burning of coal 
lias been considered a fixed fact, and no longer an experi- 
ment. It is clear that we have attained to a good degree of 
economy in the use of fuel, and demonstrated that by the 
adoption, and more general use of copper for fire boxes, wo 
sluiU greatly diminish the annual expenditures for repairs 
Now, while copper is being substituted for iron, the repairs 
in the locomotive department are necessarily large ; but after 
two years more, so many of the engines will have been 
provided with copper fire boxes, variable exhausts, and other 
appliances for the proper consumption of coal, as to reduce 
the repairs of coal-burning engines approximately, at least, 
to similar repairs upon wood-burning engines. The Penn- 
sylvania Central Eailway oflicers, who have had considerable 
experience in using coal, estimate that the expense due tt) 
coal burning over wood is, 

For Flues, per year $14.00 

For Copper Fire Boxes, per year 73.00 

Grite-bars for coal, extra, per year 14.00 

Total per year, $101.00 

The average run being about 20,000 miles per year, would 
loake increased repairs of coal over wood-burners half a cent 
per mile. There should be deducted from this the cost of 
transporting wood over coal, as it takes less pounds of coal 
than wood to generate the same steam ; less sheds for fuel ; 
lees risk of fire ; stops less frequent for freight trains ; besides 
the difference in first cost of fuel. I have no doubt we shall 
folly realize this estimate. 
3 
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The ])resent condition of the motive power is indicated by 
table Number 6, furnished by Mr. Jauriet, Master of Ma- 
chinery. To those who know him, it is not necessary to say 
that any engine declared by him to be in " good order," 
will be found reliably and fully so. The shops and machinery 
of this department need Imt little additions to make theiii as 
perfect as can be found in the United States. An addition 
to the Galesburg Round House of six stalls for engines, and 
a small coppersmith shop at Aurora, are reconamended as 
now necessary.

ai'y, 1859, we commenced paying Illinois Central JRailroad 
Company a speeifie rent, and doing our own station service, 
previous to which time a per centage^ of tlie earnings on 
thirty miles of our Koad had been paid instead. This past 
year this per eentage has been added to earnings, and sta- 
tion expenses charged to station service. Deducting excess 
charged to station service the pa^t year, over what was 
charged for January, February, March and April, 1859, in 
last report, to wit : $16,099 11, we have for station service 
of 1860 $48,280 99, and total tons moved 335,620J2iS, against 
$47,637 95 for 1859, and tons moved 295,051;^;, or a differ- 
ence of tons of 40,569^, against a difference of cost of sta- 
tion service of $643 04. 

The fact is quite apparent, that the business of the country 
lias been depressed the past year, and much unwise competi- 
tion has sprung up between different lines ; both facts con- 
spiring to prevent a fair return for our work. Additional 
facts might be mentioned. The early frosts of last autumn 
were local, but for the first one hundred miles deprived us 
of usual crops, and consequently most of our freight has 
been transported over long distances. Besides this, the 
inability of the country to take its full sui)ply of lumber 
prevented the equalization of eastern and western tonnage, 
which in former years was so remarkable a feature in our 
business. 

The apparent difference in the whole year's business does 
not show to what extent this fact has increased cost per dol- 
lar earned; for, while total tonnage eastward has been 
greatly in excess of tonnage westward, business has been 
so deranged that empty cars at times have had to be drawn 
eastward. 

Remunerating prices will, we hope, be obtained when we 
shall be favored with usual crops, and generally extended 
over the State ; for, when such crops shall demand shipment, 
the ability of competing lines will be fully taxed. Past 
experience fully justifies us in saying, that this Road can be 
operated, in ordinary years of business prosperity, under 
usual traffic rates, for less than fifty per cent, of its earnings. 
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I submit tlio usual passenger tables without comment. 
They differ very little from former years, except where they 
are made to appear so by reckoning passengers by excm^ion 
trains both ways, instead of one, as they have erroneously 
been reckoned before. This shows a fraction less per mile 
per passenger than would otherwise appear. 

Our chief and main dependence for success is and must 
be in the local business of our Road, and a great thorough- 
fai'e for passengers must not be looked for until the grad- 
ually filling up of the country greatly increases our popula- 
tion. The agricultural resources of the country along the 
line are large and have not been exaggerated. They will 
doubtless, through any term of years, afford us a remunera- 
tive business. Permit me to say that the otficers in connec- 
tion with this department of service, and so far as I know 
in all departments, are worthy of commendation for the 
discharge of their appropriate duties in a highly creditable 
manner.

In making this, my first yearly report, I labor under all 
the disadvantages usually attendant upon such an under- 
taking. The accounts heretofore have not been kept speciiic 
enough to give you all the details I might wish. I hope an<l 
expect at the close of the next fiscal year, to give you more 
in detail the expenses of this department. 

The material used for the fiscal year, commencing May 1st, 
1859, and ending April 30th, 1860, amounts to $157,828.20. 
After deducting for old material sold, $11,090,50, there 
remains a balance of $146,737.70, which is classified as

It will be observed that the cost of the Road, as shown 
by tlio amount charged to construction and equipment 
account, lias not been increased for the past three years. 

The exi)enditure8 for improvements, which are usually 
charged to these accounts, have been charged in a separate 
account, although paid out of the income of the road, in 
order to show the true cost of the operating department of 
the road. 

The charr^es made to this account the past year, have 
been for improvements of bridges, culverts and cattle guards 
$25,229 2G ; new buildings and fixtures, $17,921 05 ; on 
South Branch Depot grounds, including new slip and basin, 
$14,675 32 ; new freight cars, $24,021 90 ; joint transfer 
freight houi^G on Union track, $978 47; and new steam pile 
driver, $2,586 33 ;— making a total of $85,412 33, 
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By reference to the accompanying reports, it will be seen 
that amon^ other improvements made, 1,286 feet in length 
of bridging has been dispensed with, 746 feet of which 
was pile and trestle work, and 540 feet of the west large 
Barean Bridge, and a permanent stone and earth roadway 
substituted. These improvements are being continued, and 
it is probable, owing to the rapid decay of present struc- 
tures, that a still larger expenditure will be required the 
present season. 

The charge for improvement of buildings consisted of an 
extension of the engine house at Galesburgh, sufficient to 
accommodate five additional engines ; a building for offices 
and express at that place'; a passenger and freight house at 
Oneida; a passenger house at Princeton ; water house at 
Earl; an addition to car-shop and dry-house at Aurora, and 
coal houses and fixtures for handling coal at Galesburgh 
and Kewanee. These buildings, or most of them, have 
long been needed, and their construction was deemed 
iodiBpensable. 

Thirty freight cars, embracing all the late improvements 
for transporting stock as well as grain and merchandise, 
ii^re been added to the rolling stock. 
' A grain house, with extensive elevators for receiving and 
ieKvering grain, has been recently constructed, and is now 
in snccessfiil operation, on the Company's grounds on the 
Suuth Branch of the Chicago river. This building is eighty 
V two hundred and eighty feet, being the largest grain 
warehouse in the city, and capable of storing 800,000 bush- 
els of grain. It has been built by Messrs. Hunger, Armour 
i Dole, under a lease and agreement extending for ten 
jears, after which the Company have the right to take the 
[Toperty at its value or renew the lease. The agreement 
provides that the Company shall always have such control 
'^^ the building as will ensure the prompt and satisfactory 
"^saction of the business of the road and its patrons. 

A slip or basin has been constructed by the Company, 
titending into the depot grounds, 350 feet by 68 feet in 
^dth, for the accommodation of the grain house and other 
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basiness of the road. A large portion of the depot grounds 
has been raised about two feet and leveled np, from the 
excavations of the slip. About 3,000 feet of additional 
tracks have been laid, and nearly all of the old track has 
been taken up, relaid and arranged so as to accommodate 
the new and increased business of the road at this point. 

The receipts from the business of the road the past year, 
show an increase over the previous year of $293,553 88, or 
a little over twenty-four per cent. This increase is entirely 
upon the Freight business, the Passenger receipts varying 
very little from the previous year. 

The failure of crops in Kansas and Northern Missouri, 
by the drought of last year, has seriously affected, for the 
time, the through business of the road, while the unsettled 
state of the country, accompanied by the distracted state of 
our local currency, has kept back our local business. The 
large tonnage for transit on the line of our road, awaiting 
more favorable time for sale, must eventually bring large 
increased earnings. 

The operative expenses have been 49 1^ per cent, of 
earnings, which shows an improvement of 5j5J> per cent. 
over the previous year. ) It is not believed that these ex- 
penses can be materially lessened, until our road shall have 
attained considerable more age and permanency of con- 
struction. 

The accompanying reports of the General Superintend- 
ent, together with the report and statements made by Max 
Hjortsberg, Engineer, C. F. Jauriet, Master Mechanic, C. 
F. Allen, General Superintendent of Wood Work and Car 
Repairs, William Martin, General Freight Agent, and 
Samuel Powell, General Ticket Agent, are referred to, as 
showing more fully the condition, operation and business 
of the several departments of the road. From these re- 
ports and statements, it will be seen that the Koad, its 
equipments and appendages, have been well and thoroughly 
maintained, and that the business of the Company has been 
transacted with an efficiency and economy quite creditable 
to the officers in charge of those departments. 
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This Company has continued to occupy and operate that 
part of the Peoria and Oquawka Bailroad between Oales- 
burg and Burlington, under the contract and lease with that 
I Company : this Company accounting for the earnings over 

and above paying the operating expenses of the same. 
I Moss, Harding & Co., the contractors and lessees also of 

a part of that road, continued to occupy this part of the 
road for their trains and business up to October last, which 
resulted in an active competition for the business, and 
largely reduced the earnings on and from that road. 

At that time, an agreement was entered into with Moss, 
Harding & Co., for the purpose of putting an end to this 
competition, which had become ruinous to the interests of 
all parties. That arrangement was made after full consul- 
tation with a majority of our stockholders, in accordance, 
as is believed, with the interests of this Company, as well 
as that of Moss, Harding & Co. The result has been that 
these two interests are no longer hostile to each other, and 
upon the road from Peoria west, fair and remunerative rates 
can be charged for whatever business there may be to be 
transacted over that road. The property and the leasehold 
interest of those gentlemen in the road, have been placed 
in the hands of a trustee for the security and safety of both 
parties to the contract. 

Their interest in the road arises from a construction con- 
tract to build thirty-six miles of road from Galesburg, east 
towards Peoria, and equip the road from Peoria west, for 
business, under which contract they hold the road from 
Peoria to Burlington, subject to the lease to this Company, 
until their debt is fully paid. The amount due them on 
Aeir contract, as stated by them, is about $1,700,000, while 
it is claimed by the Peoria & Oquawka Railroad Company 
that there is not more than $1,000,000 justly due them. 

Their account, however, as well as that of this Company, 
are now the subjects of investigation in the Circidt Court 
of the United States in Chicago, in a suit there pending to 
foreclose the second mortgage, between the trustees thereof 
on the one side, and the Peoria & Oquawka Bailroad Com- 
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panj, Mobs, Harding & Co., and this Company, as incum- 
brances upon the property mortgaged, on the other. These 
investigations are now drawing to a close, and it will soon 
be ascertained judicially, what is the amount due each 
party, as well as the amount of the whole of these incum- 
brances of all kinds, upon the road from Peoria to Burling- 
ton. The rights of all parties having been duly ascertained, 
it will become an easy matter for those interested to deter- 
mine the policy which they will adopt. It is to be hoped 
that the Peoria & Oquawka Company may be able and 
willing to redeem the mortgaged property, though the 
amount of money due upon Mid secured by it, perhaps 
hardly justifies the hope ; that amount being, probably, 
much more than the value of the road in any aspect in 
which it may be considered. It is unquestionably for the 
interest of all parties that their respective rights should be 
early settled, and it is now believed that they will be passed 
upon by the Court at no distant day. 

In pursuance of the agreement made with Moss, Harding 
& Co., this Company has advanced to them a considerable 
amount of money, for the repayment or safety of which, 
their claim upon the road, in the hands of a trustee as 
above stated, stands as security ; and while it is believed 
that this Company is perfectly safe, it has by the arrange- 
ment, ended a hostile competi4ion, perhaps equally des- 
tructive to all interests, and as to the expediency of which, 
those having the management of the companies' affairs, 
had no doubt. 

An agreement was entered into on the 4th day of June, 
1860, between this Company, by their duly authorized 
agent, Hon. Charles H. Warren, and a large majority of 
the first and second mortgage bondholders of the Northern 
Cross (now Quincy & Chicago) Railroad Company, by 
which the diflSculties growing out of the original contract 
and agreement with that Company, have been settled. 

The agreement referred to, provides that this Company 
shall purchase the bonds of the first mortgage bondholders, 
parties thereto, by an exchange of a like amount of the 
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mortgage bonds of this Company, subject to the prior in- 
cumbrance, having thirty years to run, with interest payable 
semi-annually, at the rate of four and one-half per centum 
per annum, for the first fifteen years, and four per centum 
per annum for the last fifteen years. Also, that they shall 
purchase the bonds of the second mortgage bondholders, 
parties to said agreement, by an exchange of the scrip of 
the Company, payable in equal semi-annual payments, ex- 
tending over sixteen years, without interest. All the past 
due unpaid coupons of both classes of bonds are included, 
in the purchase of the bonds, and our own bonds and scrip 
issued in exchange, are only for an amount equal to the 
principal of the bonds purchased. 

There were $1,200,000 of first mortgage bonds issued by 
that Company ; $813,000 of these have been exchanged 
for a like amount of above named mortgage bonds issued 
by this Company. 

There were $811,000 of the second mortgage bonds of 
that Company outstanding, besides the $189,000 owned by 
this Company at the time the agreement was entered into, 
$692,000 of which have been exchanged for a like amount 
of scrip. 

In making arrangements for the speedy foreclosure 
<'f one or both of the mortgages, it has been found expe- 
dient for this Company t<fpay and assume the advances 
made by the Trustees, in payment of interest on the bonds 
<>f that Company, and for services and expenses of the 
Trastees, amounting to about $108,479.97, which will bo a 
first lien upon the income of the road. Also to assume Bnd 
pay the amount advanced by them for Depot grounds and 
buildings for that Company, amounting to about $61,524.50, 
rents for which are a first charge on the income of the road. 

By the agreement made with the Trustees, the Bondhold- 
ers who have not become parties to this agreement for the 
exchange of their bonds, under the agreement of June 4th, 
before mentioned, have the right to do so at any time pre- 
rious to the 1st of July, 1861.

<>ee Statement No. 3) has been for new work or improve- 
ments in locomotives, such as new copper fire-boxes where 
there was formerly iron, or other new work, making the 
engine more valuable than when new : the diflference be- 
tween the cost of improvements and the estimated cost of 
repairs that would have restored the engine upon its original 
plan being charged ; and is therefore deducted in estimating 
the actual ordinary repairs of locomotives. These repairs 
per mile run have been 7ioo cents against 95o last year. 
If the cost of these improvements in engines is charged, 
the repairs are about Q^ per mile run, being a fraction 
less than last year. But so sure am I that the additions 
and alterations made in engines are substantial improve- 
nients, and will tell in the reduction or limitation of future 
repairs, that I have chosen to place this actual necessary 
♦expenses ^ for this service for last year at 7So? and trust 
that next year will see this item still farther reduced. We 
iave made a gain in the economy of fuel. Goal being our 
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most reliable fuel, because it may be found in inexhaustible 
quantities, as is supposed, has commanded, and must com- 
mand, much of our attention. This fuel, in Northern Illi- 
nois, I am sorry to say, is found in an impure state : oWen 
containing earthy or mineral substances that occasion much 
waste, and deteriorate the fire boxes, grates, etc., to a degree 
that quite forbids as low an average of Engine repairs, or 
the reduction of the number of pounds of coal consumed 
per mile, to the low standard attained by burners of best 
Cumberland coal, or* even the better qualities of wholly 
bituminous coal. To test our confident belief that we have 
in use Engines of our own constniction, as well adapted to 
the economical burning of coal as can be found in the United 
States, we have ordered samples of other and better coals, 
such as are used by other roads, and the result will be care- 
fully noted, and faithfully reported. 

I have added statement No. 4, that you may see the 
« number of Engines, and some of the principal items of 
repairs. Hope these details may prove of interest to all 
concerned.

The rate per mile was /^ of a cent, or a little over one 
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mill less in 1861 than in 1860. The reason for this may be 
found in the fact, that during the excitement of the last 
Presidential election, this Eoad, in common with other 
roads of the country, moved large masses of men at low 
figures.

To the President of the Chicago^ Burlington and Quincy 

liailroad Company: 

Sir — Herewith I hand you Annual Report of labor 
expended and material used in Wood Work and Car Repair 
Department, for the fiscal year from the 1st day of May, 
1860, to the 30th day of April, 1861, both days included. 

By reference to last annual report, you will notice that 
tlie operating expenses for this year are somewhat in excess 
over the previous year, and which principally occurs in the 
repairs of passenger and baggage cars and freight cars. 
Nineteen platform cars have beeu re-built, also six box-freight 
cars, after the model of new stock cars, rendering them, in 
reality, new cars. Thirty-eight entire new roofs, and two 
hundred and six new decks have been put on ; and sixty-eight 
cars have been furnished with new ventilating arrangements 
to render them suitable for the transportation of stock as well 
as grain and other comipfiodities. 

The bridges have also been carefully inspected, and many 
of them thoroughly repaired, and nine have been rebuilt. 

There has been built thii-ty new stock cars at an average 
cost of $800.73, and I am confident they will prove fully 
Worth the money, although the cost appears large. 

The following new buildings have also been erected the 
l'a>t year : An addition to the engine house at Galesburg, 
sufficient for five engines ; passenger and freight house at 
Oneida; passenger house at Princeton; copper shop and 
addition to dry-kiln at Aurora ; water house at Earl ; coal 
liouse, crane and fixtures for handling the same, at Kewa- 
nee ; buildings for offices and express at Galesburg, and a 
coal house in same place. 

I would also say that the full department is in good con- 
dition and repair, and has rather appreciated than depre- 
ciated in value.

The receipts from the business of the Eoad, contrary to 
our expectations, show an increase the past over the pre- 
vious year, of about 3 per cent, or $42,360.79. 

The increase upon freight was about 7 per cent., while 
the decrease upon passsenger earnings was about 13 per 

Znt. 
The expenses for operating the Road show a satisfactory 
iprovement over the previous year, having been 47i« per 
cent, of earnings against 49^%, a gain of 21*^^ P^i* cent. 

The accompanying reports and statements of the officerj^ 
in charge of the several departments of the Road, are re- 
ferred to, as showing more fully the condition, operation, 
and business of the Road. From these, it will be seen tliat 
the Road and equipment has been well and thoroughly

luaintaioed, and the busineBS transacted at a cost that gives 
assurance of good and eiScient management, on the part of 
the officers and men in the service of the Company^ in 
these departments. 

This Company has, heretofore, rented depot and grounds 
in Chicago for the accommodation of its freight and passen- 
ger business, except for lumber and some other heavy 
freight, and the past year for grain, which has been trans- 
acted on its own premises. The large increase of Baih'oad 
business in this city, has rendered it impracticable longer 
to obtain these accommodations for freight from other Com- 
panies. 

Under these circumstances the Company had no other 
alternative but to purchase such additional grounds as were 
required to transact its freight business, which has been re- 
cently done. They adjoin those previously owned by this 
Company on the South branch of the Chicago River, and 
extend westerly along North street, about 2000 feet, com- 
prising the south half of blocks 48, 49 and 50. A substan- 
tial freight house is now being erected on these grounds, 
700 feet in length, by 80 feet wide, constructed of stone and 
brick, with galvanized iron roof. 

The tracks required are being laid, and when completed 
will equal about three miles. 

A transfer house will also be requisite, for the transfer of 
freight to and from other lines of Koad and from vessels. 

The cost of these grounds, buildings, tracks and improve- 
ments, will be about $150,000; of this $56,140.10 has 
already been expended, and is embraced in present report. 

It appearing impracticable at this time to make satisfac- 
tory permanent arrangements for the accommodation of our 
passenger business in Chicago, an agreement has been made 
with the Illinois Central and Michigan Central Bailroad 
Companies, for the accomodation of this business at their 
Union Depot for two years, from and after the 1st day of 
June, 1862. 

The Peoria & Oquawka Railroad, from Burlington to 
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Galesburg, 42 miles, has been operated the past year bv 
this Company, under tlie contract and lease originally made 
with that Company, and that part between Galesburg aud 
Peoria, fifty-four miles, under the contract and lease of 
Moss, Harding & Co. This Koad passes through a fine 
section of well improved country, and furnishes a large bus- 
iness that passes over the line from Galesburg to and from 
Chicago, contributing largely to the revenues of this Com- 
pany. 

The Quincy & Chicago Railroad, extending from Quincy 
to Galesburg, 100 miles, has been operated by the oflBcers 
of this Company, in conjunction with the agent of the trus- 
tees, for the benefit of the Bondholders of that Road, now 
largely and substantially this Company. 

Although no important step has been taken by the Direc- 
tors, without the fullest consultation with and the advice of 
the Stockholders, it may not be out of place to nan-ate the 
history of the transactions of the Directors with the Peoria 
& Oquawka Railroad Company. 

It was known to all the original Stockholders of the Chi- 
cago & Aurora, and the Central Military Tract Railroad 
Companies, that the Peoria & Oquawka Company was then 
engaged in the construction of a Railroad from Peoria to 
Burlington, Iowa, and that it had made some considerable 
progress in the work. Those then in the control and man- 
agement of that work, represented that it would be completed 
from Galesburg to Burlington, as soon at least as the lines 
of the Chicago & Aurora, and the Central Military Tract 
Roads could be extended to Galesburg, thus giving to those 
Roads a connection with the Mississippi at Burlington. 
The assurances thus made had much to do originally in se- 
curing the early construction of the line of Roads owneil 
now by this Company, if they were not a very strong 
motive in determining the original Stockholders to engage 
in its construction. 

As, however, the work of constructing the Central Mili- 
tary Tract Road drew towards its completion, and wa< 
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approacUng Galesburg, in the year 1858, it became evi- 
dent that the Peoria & Oquawka Bead would not be com- 
pleted from Burlington to Galesburg, in time, without aid 
from the Companies now composing the Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Quincj Company, and earnest applications were 
made by those engaged in the P. & O. enterprise for that 
aid. It was represented by them that $50,000 would cer- 
tainly enable them to complete that portion of their lioad 
west of Galesburg, thus furnishing the continuous line to 
the river, so much desired, and which ought to have been 
profitable to both parties. 

The importance of a connection with the Mississippi far 
a long line of Boad extending from Chicago to Galesburg, 
and that connection needing only so small a sum as was 
supposed, to secure it, induced the ofScers of the Chicago 
& Aurora and Central Military Tract Companies to take 
fifty of the Second Mortgage Bonds of the Peoria & 
Oquawka Company, and advance that sum of money for 
them. This was in July, 1853. 

Our line of Boad was completed to Galesburg, according 
to our original designs, but notwithstanding the aid offered^ 
and the promises made, the Peoria & Oquawka came to 
a stand about twenty miles west of Galesburg. The Bock 
Island Boad had reached the Mississippi about a hundred 
miles farther up, and a lack of twenty miles on the route 
from Chicago to Burlington by rail, was sufScient to deter- 
mine all the river business by way of Bock Island. Press- 
ing applications had been made to the Directors of the C. 
& A., and C. M. T. Cos. for further aid, but having been 
80 disappointed in the first aid afforded, they declined. The 
amount of aid required was large, and the Directors would 
not again take the responsibility. Applications were made 
then to leading Stockholders, and the connections being 
important, after much delay, some of the Stockholders of 
those Companies met the committee of the Peoria & 
Oquawka Company at Ottawa, in June, 1854, and after 
much discussion, a conditional agreement was made, to be 
3 
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submitted to the Stockholders of the G. & A., and C. U. 
T. Railroad Companies, and if sanctioned by them, to be 
carried into eflfect by their Boards, by which the requisite 
aid was to be furnished. By this agreement the two Com 
panics were to furnish such aid as should be necessary K* 
complete that portion of the Peoria & Oquawka Railroad 
estimated to be such an amount as would furnish twenty- 
two hundred tons of iron ; and in addition to that, in money, 
forty thousand dollars, but might amount in the result, i-^ 
more. As it turned out, it took about 2,600 tons of ir«»n, 
and the money required in addition, over-run the forty 
thousand dollars by a large amount. This contract ^as to 
have no force or eflfect on our part, until it was submitted 
and approved by the Stockholders, and was not acted upon 
or approved by our Board, until it had been sanctioned and 
ratified by the large mass of our Stockholders. 

By the terms of the contract, the unsold Second Mort- 
gage Bonds of the Peoria & Oquawka Company vere 
pledged as collateral security for the advances to be made: 
that portion of the Koad of that Company, west of Gale< 
burg, was to be leased to the Chicago & Aurora, and Cen- 
tral Military Tract Companies for three years at an airreod 
rent, which those Companies had the right to apply, tlie 
one half to sink the debt due to themselves, and the other 
half to pay the interest on the outstanding Bonds, and they 
were to remain in possession of the Road until their dol»t 
should be paid, which should become due in three years, 
but might be paid as much sooner as the Peoria & Oquaw- 
ka Company might elect to pay it. At the termination of 
the lease, or when the debt should be paid, the Central Mil- 
itary Tract Company should have the right still to do it* 
business over the Road between Galesburg and Burlin*;- 
ton, paying the Peoria & Oquawka Railroad Company 
su6h prices for fare and freight, as it should charge for the 
same classes of fare and freight upon other parts of its line 
of Road. It was to secure this connection, and it wa^ the 
oflTer of these rights which induced the Stockholders 4 
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iliis Company first, and the Directors afterwards, tx> make 
these large advances of money. 

All were at the time aware of the fact, that there was 
IV first and second mortgage upon the Road so leased, the 
one for $500,000 and the second for $700,000, but imder . 
the second there were three hundred and thirty thousand of 
Bonds yet unsold, and which were placed in the hands of 
this Company in pledge, and are still so held. 

The Peoria & Oquawka Railroad Company afterwards 
succeeded in making an agreement with a company of gen- 
tlemen at Peoria and elsewhere in Illinois, since designated 
luider the name of Moss, Harding & Co., to construct that 
portion of its Road east of Galesburg to Elmwood, a dis- 
tance of about forty miles, and to equip the whole Road 
from Peoria to Burlington ; tliese gentlemen furnish- 
i-^hing all the money and materials, which they succeeded 
in doing to an amount of upwards of a million and a half 
(»f dollars, if wo include the amount expended by them for 
rolling stock under the contract. 

In the mean time, since the first arrangement of the OM* 
eago & Aurora, and Military Tract Companies had been 
made with it, thp Peoria & Oquawka Company had 
changed its character and control. It had undertaken the 
construction of a Road — an extension so called — isiGroM 
the State of Illinois, from Peoria eastward to the Indiana 
line. The new stock subscribed in that Company became 
the controliug stock, and the eastern extension interest the 
coutroling interest. As soon as that extension was comi- 
pleted and an eastern connection secured, it seems, to 
have been deemed very important by ita managers, to 
<»htiiin possession of the western portion from Peoria to 
Burlington, though the same arrangement had been made 
l»y it to lease the Road to Moss, Harding & Co., with 
the right to control, operate and manage it, as had been 
made with the Chicago & Aurora, and Military Tract Com^ 
panics, xmtil their, debt should be fully paid. The real 
difficulties which have grown up between them and MoiO-i 
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Harding & Co., and the Chicago, Burlinorton & Qu 
Companj, have been because tliat Company deemed It 
important to get posseasion of the Bead, built inimlj 
with the money of Mobs, Harding: & Co, and of the Chioip) 
Burlington & Qnincy Company, and put into their jxifise^ 
sion as Becurity, and to remain nntil the debt was paid to 
eachf without the payment of a doUar of those debts, and 
the other parties on their ^>art deemed it equally impoitasi 
that their debt eliould iirst be paid, before they gave up ^ 
ctirities which, whatever they ma}* be now worth, had cost 
them in expenditures upon the faith of them, near two i 
lionBof money. 

They began as men usually do who wish to avoid alia 
ity and perpetrate a wrong, by charging the other pa 
with unfairness and frand, and denying that anything i 
due and that if fair accounts were taken^ the debt would | 
found to be extinguished. 

A bill was tiled by the Peoria & Oquawka Eaikoad 
pany in 1868, in the Peoria Circuit Court embodying 
diarges of this nature, and praying that Court to take I 
Road out of the hands of Moss, Harding & Co, and 
Chicago, Burlington & Qtiincy Company, and put itinl0i 
hands of a receiver, making no offer to pay the arao 
due, but aiming to get the Road by an order of the Court 
out of the hands of the mortg^ees, for such they wer« iu 
effect, in a suit by the Peoria & Oquawka Railroad Compar 
ny and which its counsel could move along or let sk 
lie pleased. 

WbUe that suit was pending^ though there could be ^ 
posssibility of Its success upon any just, legal or eqmtaUc 
gronnds, one of their number and their connseli in- 
came of the holders of a few bonds issued under thi 
mortgage upon the Peoria & Oquawka Railroad, rej 
ing twenty- four bonds, had applied to the trustees of | 
Becond mortgage under the power by the terms of the i 
gage In them vested, to take the Road into their poesesioil 
beeanse the interest was not paid upon the bonds, and 
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had actaally resolved to do so, and had appointed the coun- 
sel of the Peoria & Oquawka Railroad Company, as their 
agent for that purpose. It was with some difficulty that 
those gentlemen, upon an explanation of the circumstances, 
were induced to revoke their power. 

Having been fully satisfied, however, that this was a 
movement of the corporation, to avoid, instead of compell- 
ing the payment of a debt, they did so, and before the agent 
reached Illinois, his power was ended. 

He however applied to the Court at Peoria, in the name 
of the Trustees of the first mortgage for such a receiver, 
and this Company was compelled to pay and advance the 
amount of the coupons due, near $45,000, to prevent the 
success of his application. 

Up to this period of time, neither this Company nor any 
of its Stockholders, within the knowledge of its Directors, 
owned a bond of the P. & O. R. R. Co., except the fifty 
taken by the Company itself in 1863, and which it had 
tried but had been unable to sell. It had, however, become 
apparent that each six months the Company would be com- 
pelled to pay this interest, on both the first and second 
outstanding Peoria & Oquawka Bonds, or else directly or 
indirectly obtain the control of them or most of them, or 
else allow the Road which had been pledged to it for the 
amount advanced to construct it, to be sold upon the mort- 
gages, one or both, in which case, in addition to the three 
or four hundred thousand dollars due to it, this Company 
mast lose also the advantages which it had purchased upon 
the Road from Galesburg to Burlington. Being so deeply 
in, it became a question whether it had better go on, and 
advance what money was necessary to go through, or lose 
the rights acquired and the monies advanced to acquire 
them. 

Moas, Hardin ef i^ Go's position \vas peculiar. They 
had expended their whole fortune in this Road. Their ob- 
ject was to get their money. There was no doubt of the 
ainonnt of money they had expended. They had built

LTiidor these cireiimstaiices, the Stockho1i!oi-s of ttiii?Onn- 
]*aity werp called tc^^i^HiDr at the 8t, Nichrilas hotel m New 
Vork to procure m hirire an attendance* as iH*s^^iljle, ami t\w 
piisitiiin of things fttUy exphiini'd to them, and upon lliffitii 
mi coneddemtlon they could give the matter, they concimd 
with the Board, tliat it Vfm expedient to arrano^ witli M^iss, 
Hai*fliii^ tfc Co. upon some ha«is, and aer^nire their fx^U j 
and kaee hold interefit, which was done soma time af^. 

The effmt of tin** aiTani^ement was at once to end a rnin*

The motives which have guided this Company can U 
clearly seen, and at each step^ it lias moved and taken ill 
only at the last moment of compulsion by the actions »>f dil 
Peoria & Oquawka Company, and only when it had 
come evident that the alternative to the step taken, 
greatj certain, and immediate loss, both of money, inter 
and rights acquired. 

We have, with the approval of those of our constitaec 
whom W€ could get to a Stockliolders meeting, after seuiJ 
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ing a circular to all, preferred to endeavor to protect our 
rights and interests, rather than to allow them to be taken 
from us. 

Both they and we may possibly have erred, but up to 
this time our judgment is, that we have only done what it 
would have been neglect of duty not to have done. 

In this connection we will say, that no Director in this 
Company has purchased any bond of the Peoria & Oquawka 
Company to sell at an advance, and that no Director has 
deemed himself at liberty to do so. 

It may be injustice to one of them, however, not to state 
that his credit and his obligations have been used to a large 
amount for these bonds, and that, at a time when this Com- 
pany could not . well do it, he has purchased many of the 
second mortgage bonds at such rates, " that if," as an enemy 
has said, *'' he could turn them in at par, he might make a 
competency for life." 

It was, however, with the express agreement that the 
Company might take them from him at any time, at their 
simple cost, which has been done. 

The Quincy & Toledo Railroad Company have continued 
to run their trains over the Quincy & Chicago Road, from 
Quincy to Camp Point, a distance of twenty-two miles, 
under an alleged agreement with the Quincy & Chicago 
Company, which the Trustees in possession do not acknowl- 
edge the validity of, but have repudiated. 

The compensation paid by them for the use of this Road, 
including depot accommodations and station service at Quin- 
cy, the past year was only about $10,000 ; a sum wholly 
inadequate for the use of the property and the services 
performed. 

The Trustees in order to place the property and its man. 
agement more effectually in the hands of its ovmers, have 
instituted proceedings for the foreclosure of the mortgages 
upon it. It is proper to say, this Company beingthe principal 
owners of the bonds, that in case they should become the 
purchasers at the sale, they would have no desire or 
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expectation to exclude tho tmlns of the Quincy & Tole 
Company from pas&io^ to and from Qnincy, but on the con 
trary, would be prepared to make a just and fair arrang 
rneiit witli that Company, for the use of that part of I 

Conditional arrangtamentd have been made by tlie Din 
ti*r8, ftubjecrt to approval by the St4>ckbo]der8 at their annti 
meetings by wliich this CoinpaDy, if the arrangomcnt tm 
with approval J will become the owner uf thuty milaa ^ 
Railroad, extending fmm Yates City, a point on the Pe

The prop 
tors of that piece of Koad had progressed fiu" in its const 
tion, bad nearly graded and bridged it, bail procured tic*sf 
the whole line and considerably more, had purcbaneJ 
paid for and had in Illinoig, chairs, gpikeg and iron^ m 
twenty- ©ix miles of the Road, but were unable to do uio 

They were pressed by a suit by contractors for abii 
$10,000, and owed to another contractor about $20,000, 
it would take about $60,000 in addition to complete 
thirty miles of Road, including the expenses of finishing 
the grading and purebasing the additional quantity of cb 
iron and spikes necessary, and the laying of the track* 

Under these cirenmstances they proposed to give toi 
Company the road-bed and appurtenances, all their ir 
cbairB and sjnkee, and all the material and property beloa 
ing to the Road, in absolute ownership, if it would nnderti 
to finish and take the control of the Road. 

It rune into tho centre of the most prosporoug and pil 
ductive fanning county in the Btate, across the be^t > 
beds in the State, and would when completed, contribu 
much to the through business of our line of Road to 
cago, as %vell as to the Peoria <fc Otinawka lioad towa 
Peoria, In which this Company has a large interejit^ 

It was impossible for this Company to advance the 
site or any eoneiderable sum of money, even to secur 
practical extension of its lioad thirty miles into a very 
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ductive country, the business of which would be nearly all 
through business over its whole line, and would contribute 
to increase much its aggregate business. It was not deemed 
wise or prudent to allow the opportunity to pass by, how- 
ever, if the money could be raised without any additional 
burden to the Stockholders of this Company. 

A conditional agreement was therefore made, by which 
the thirty miles of Road and materials above stated were 
to be transferred to this Company in absolute ownership, 
the parties then in control, creating bonds of the corpora- 
tion in control of a portion of it, to the amount of $125,000, 
for the redemption of which the thirty miles of Road 
should stand pledged, and also, specifically, fifty per cent, of 
its gross earnings in the hands of this Company, and also, 
fifty per cent, of the gross earnings of the business which 
may pass to and from that Road over the Roads owned by 
this Company^ until said bonds shall be withdrawn. 

It was estimated that fifty per cent, of the gross business 
fnniished by that Road, both upon that Road and ours, 
would be enough to pay the expenses of transacting the 
husiness, and that the surplus or profits on the business 
will in four or five years pay these bonds, and that then 
this Company will become the owners of this extension, 
without any incumbrance practically, and without having 
been required to advance any money. 

It will have been paid for, if the estimate be a fair one, 
out of the profits of a business which otherwise would not 
have existed for this Company. 

This arrangement for the redemption of the bonds under 
the auspices of this Company, enabled the parties to get 
for them money enough to complete the Road, which is 
now running — having been completed about the first of 
June ; the arrangement however is not final or binding 
npon this Company, unless the contract of the Directors is 
approved at the annual meeting, by the Stockholders. 

The Directors in such a case as this, securing an import- 
ant Road at about $4,000 per mile and thus paid for, could 
4 
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have no doubt as to the propriety of their action, and they 
recommend a resohition to be passed approving the agree- 
ment. The bonds of $125,000 bear interest at the rate of 
eight per cent. It should be stated also that there had 
been created a trust mortgage, upon the line of which a 
portion of this thirty miles constitutes a part, but that none of 
the bonds were sold except five, which were given to the 
trustees, and that the remainder of the bonds, which were 
one million, are transferred, if the arrangement meets 
approval, to this Company. The Eoad, therefore, in the 
possession of this Company, will be unincumbered, except 
for the $125,000 and such an additional encumbrance upon 
twelve miles of it, as the value of $5,000 upon that security 
bears to one million. 

The necessity which has heretofore existed for using the 
revenue of the Company in protecting its interests, by the 
purchase of an interest in connecting Roads, no longer exists 
and the Directors know of no reason why the net revenue 
of the Road should not hereafter be exclusively devoted to 
the payment of regular semi-annual dividends.

To the President of the Chicago^ Burlington dH Qumcy 
Railroad Company, 

Sir : — The several statements and analytical tables here- 
with submitted, countersigned by me, and numbered from 
1 to 13 inclusive, present a correct view of the business 
of the Road, the cost of repairs of track, bridges, buildings, 
passenger and freight cars, locomotives, locomotive and 
train service, which it is hoped will enable the owners, 
when they compare them with the Report of the Treasurer, 
to judge of the value of their property and of its manage- 
ment. 

I hope their conclusions may prove satisfactory. 

I beg to call particular attention to statements showing 
the comparative performance of Freight Engines, when 
using ordinary Illinois coal and Brookfield coal. The lat- 
ter is as good a bituminous coal as comes to this market, 
but still not considered equal to best of Pittsburgh or Ohio 
River coal. This trial has satisfied us that with the same 
grades and curvatures, same coal and water, and other cir- 
cumstances equal, our coal engines cannot be excelled by 
any coal-burners in use. The impurfi coals of Illinois can- 
not be economically burned in any less perfect combustion 
chamber than we use. 

Copper is the only material that will endure in our fire 
boxes. Recent examinations prove that after three years' 
service it is uninjured, while iron will not last an average of 
eighteen months. 

We must continue to use Illinois coal and a larger quan- 
tity per mile run, than would be requisite if the cost of 
transportation of foreign coal did not forbid its use.

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Report of Superintendent of Wood Work and Owt 

Department, 
To C, G, Hammond^ Esq., General Superinleiulent : 
Sir:— 
Herewith I hand you Annual Report of Labor performed 
and Material used in Wood Work and Car Repair De- 
partment, for the Fiscal Year commencing with the Ist 
day of May, 1861, and ending the 30th day of April, 1862. 
both days included. 

It affords me great pleasure, to call youi* attention to the 
fact, that, while all branches of this Department have 
been fully sustained, the expenses have been greatly reduced 
from those of the previous year. This has been accom- 
plished by the few increased facilities for work which have 
been afforded, and the prompt and efficient administration of 
those in chai'ge of the different branches of this Department. 

The repairs of passenger and baggage cars have been 
thorough and efficient. Four coaches have been fitted with 
raised or steamboat decks, giving them better ventilation. 
and rendering them more pleasant and comfortable forpa?- 
sengers ; No. 13 has been fitted up as a Sleeping Car iu 
an economical manner, but fully equal in all its appoint 
ments, to other Roads ; No. 6 has been refitted in the same 
manner, and No. 1 is nearly completed ; 14 coaches have 
been repainted and one Mail and Express Car. 

The repairs of Freight Cars have been fully in keeping 
with their requirements, leaving them in an improved con- 
dition from the close of the previous fiscal year. When 
necessary box-freight, racks, and dump cars have been re- 
built in a substantial manner ; 184 box-freight, 45 racks, 
8 stock, 4 way and 9 coal cars have been repainted ; 276 
decks, 10 hand-cars and 10 Engines painted, and 41 Engines 
varnished. 

The Bridges have been closely inspected and repaire/i? 
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and when necessary replaced by improved aud substantial 
structures, and a new bridge built across Fox Eiver, 

There has been but little done in the erection of new 
buildings, except to finish those in progress of construct ion. 

There has been built three cars for the accominodation of 
drovers, at a cost each of $983 38, which avUI be found 
well adapted for the use for which they are required. 

Of the new stock cars there has been 21 completed du- 
ring the year ; some improvements have been made upon 
them from those built the previous year, rendering them 
more complete and perfect for general use. The f(?i^' in* 
creased facilities for work, has enabled me to reduce the 
cost of construction to $775.53, from those of last year, and 
by an ontlay of a small expense, a still fartlior reduction 
might be made. 

During the last year, we have adopted and fully tried, 
H. 6. Bulkley's patent improved manner of kiln drying 
lumber, and find it to be a great saving in time and ex* 
pense, over the kind in common use, leaving the lumber in 
good condition for immediate use, and effecting a saving of 
at least 50 per cent, over the common mode of kiln 
drying.

The Directors present the following annual report for 
the fiscal year ending on the 30th day of April, 1864. 

The Road now owned by this Company, including the 
Quincy & Chicago Road recently purchased, consists of the 
line from Chicago through Galesburg to Burlington (of 
which the new line, now being finished from Chicago to 
Aurora, forms a part) 204 miles, from Galesburg to Quin- 
cy 100 miles, from Galesburg to Peoria 53 miles, from 
Yates City to Lewiston 30 miles, and that part of the old 
road from the Galena Junction to Aurora 13 miles, making 
a total of 400 miles of road.

The gross earnings of the Boad, the past year, show an 

increase of about twenty per cent., nothwiUistanding the 

failure of the corn crop, one of our largest staples and 

sources of business. 

This increase has been produced from the growth of the 
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general traffic of the road and line, and not from Govern- 
ment patronage, and is exclusive of earnings on- the Qnincy 
& Chicago JEload, and on business to, from and on the 
Lewiston Branch. The operating expenses have been fifty- 
two per cent, of earnings, being an increase of about six per 
cent, over the former year. This increase is accounted for 
in the large expenditures in repairs of the road, recently 
purchased from Peoria to Burlington, and in the fact that 
it has been found impracticable to advance the rates of 
transportation with the rapid advance in labor and sup- 
pi 100. 

The new line of Eoad from Chicago & Aurora (the 
point where it connected with the old line) will be in good 
order for business by the 20th instant, when our trains will 
be withdrawn from the Galena Bead, in accordance with 
the two year's notice given that Company, and commence 
running over it, after which the earnings, heretofore paid 
the Galena Company for use of its track, will enure to this 
Company. - -^ 

It was intended that this new line should be fully com- 
pleted, except the ten miles of double track, before com- 
mencing business upon it. 

The work, however, has been unexpectedly delayed by 
the great demand and scarcity of labor, and on account of 
the sinking of about forty rods of the road bed, where the 
line crosses a tract of low marshy land, about fifteen miles 
from Chicago, causing an addition of some fifty thousand 
cubic yards of earth-work at that point. 

The double track will be laid in time for use in our fall 
business. 

The estimated cost of this work, as previously reported, 
based upon the contracts made, and prices then prevailing, 
was eight hundred and fifty thousand dollars. The subse- 
quent large increase in the cost of labor and material made 
it necessary to advance largely the prices of work under 
contract at that time. 

These advances with the increased cost of other labor 
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and materials, including the additional earth-work, before 
mentioned, will increase the previous estimated cost about 
cip;hteen per cent, or $150,000. There has been expended 
on this work, to the 1st of May, $755,098.66, leaving to be 
expended, to complete the work, including the double 
track, $245,000. 

A new Engine Hoase has been erected at Chicago, of 
stone and brick, with iron roof, and turntable, and heating, 
lighting and water arrangements complete, of a size suffi- 
cient for holding twelve engines. 

An additional Freight House has also been erected a 
little west of the one built last year, 513 feet long and 60 
feet wide, and is substantially built of stone and brick, aiid 
covered with slate rooting. 

A Telegraph Line has been built on the new line of Koadi 
and from Galesburg to Peoria, and on the Lewistun 
13ranch, and an additional wire attached to the old line for 
the exclusive use of this Company. 

The rolling stock has been increased by the addition ot 
12 locomotive engines, 7 baggage, express and mail care, 
296 freight cars, 4 conductors' and drovers' cars, and 6 
large passenger cars are in course of completion. The 
Equipment of the line now consists of 98 locomotive en- 
gines, 36 passenger cars, 24 baggage, express and mail cat's, 
1,334 box, freight and cattle cars, 401 platform and coal 
cars, and 40 conductors' and drovers' cars. 

The Depot Grounds in Chicago have been enlarged the 
l^ast year by tlie purchase of the south part of blocks 26, 
27, 28, 29 and 30, which adjoins and connects the lands 
previously purchased. 

This Company now own all the land lying between the 
Galena South Branch Track and Sixteenth (formerly called 
North) Street, extending from the Chicago River westward 
to Beuben Street. 

Tliey have recently purchased, just within the city linuts, 
adjoining the new line of their road, about forty acres of 
land for the purpose oif erecting stock yards thereon. 

The large expense and delay attending the delivery of 
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stock, as heretofore done, to the various stock yards in the 
city, and especially that designed for the Chicago market, 
has rendered the providing of these yards indispensable to 
the proper and economical transaction of this branch of 
our business. Only a small portion of this expense has 
yet been incurred. The whole cost of lands and improve- 
ments is estimated at $80,000. 

This Company has also made a contract with the South 
Branch Dock Company, to construct and operate a track 
connecting that Company's slips and canals with the 
track and depot of this Company, and have received 
in compensation for constructing the track, eight hundred 
feet of land, fronting on Joy's Canal, with lots extending 
back about three hundred feet, to which they have added 
two hundred feet more by purchase, making a thousand 
feet of wharling, fronting on said canals, with about 7i 
acres of land. 

The completion of this track will concentrate on their 
grounds, and those of the Dock Company, a large portion 
of the lumber business transacted in Chicago in connection 
with our line of road, and will avoid the large expense and 
delay attending the delivery and receiving of cars to and 
from the various lumber yards in this city, as heretofore 
practiced. 

The cost of track and completion of canal and dock, in- 
cluding cost of land purchased, will be about $60,000. It 
will be seen that a little over one-half of this expenditure 
has been made. 

The largo and extensive grounds now owned in Chicago, 
c<.»vering an area of about seventy-five acres, and having a 
river and slip front of 3,200 feet, it is believed will meet 
the requirements of the freighting business of the road for 
many years, and in view of present wants and the constant 
and increasing value and cost of property in Chicago, the 
expenditure, though large, will be found to have been 
highly advantageous to the Company. 

The agreement, heretofore made, for the use of the Union 
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Passenger Depot, at Chicago, has been extended for three 
years from the Ist of July next. 

It was expected, at the time the Road from Peoria to 
Burlington was purchased, that an expenditure of some 
two hundred and fifty tliousand dollars would soon be re- 
quired in raising the grade and tracks over the Mississippi 
Bottoms, in fencing the road and providing depot grounds 
at Peoria, station buildings at Peoria, Burlington, and on 
the line, and in rebuilding temporary bridges and work 
necessary to a proper and economical use of the property. 

The report of the Engineer shows that considerable 
progress has been made the past year in making these im 
provements, $117,987.67 having been expended for that 
purpose. 

This Company being the owner of a large majority of 
the bonds issued for the construction of the Boad from 
Galesburg to Quincy, (as will appear from this and former 
reports,) in order to realize their money, commenced pro- 
ceedings some time since for the foreclosure of the mort- 
gages and sale of the property. 

These proceedings have so far progressed that the Road 
has been sold and bid oflF by the Company. The agree- 
ment recently naade for the remaining bonds in the hands 
of otlier parties, it is probable will render further proceed 
ing, for perfecting the title to the property, unnecessary. 

The contract and agreement made by this Company for 
the completion of the thirty miles of Road from Yates City 
to Lewiston, was so far carried out that the Road was pnt 
in operation in June, 1862. Since that time the net earn- 
ings from the business of that Road, together with the per 
centage allowed on the business it furnished the road of tliis 
Company, has provided the means for the redemption of 
the bonds issued for its construction. 

These bonds, and the interest thereon, having been taken 
up, in accordance with that agreement, the Road and prop- 
erty now belongs to this Company. 
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In reviewing the statements made in this report it will 
be observed that the Expenditures for Construction 
and Equipment upon the whole Line, during the fiscal 
year, amount to $1,558,502 46

To provide for the expenditures named, the Directors, on 
the 29th of April, 1864, Voted, to issue and sell to the 
stockholders, in proportion to the stock held by each of 
them at the close of business on the 6th day of May, 1864, 
one new share, without the May dividend, for each six old 
sharee held, at one hundred dollars per share, payable on 
or before the 25th of May, 1864. For further particulars, 
reference is made to the circular sent to stockholders, dated 
April 29th, 1864. 

The extension of the Burlington & Missouri River Rail- 
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road is of much importance to this Company. Other lines 
of Road are being extended through that State, which irill 
divert mudi of the business now received from that Eoed, 
unless that line shall be extended at an early day. Appli- 
cation has been made for aid in prosecuting this enter- 
prise. 

The Directors hate no doubt that the interests of this 
Company will be largely promoted by rendering sncli 
proper assistance as will enable that Company to go forward 
with the work. 

They are unwilling, however, to assume the responsibility 
of such action, without first having the direction or assent 
of the stockholders. 

It is believed that the requisite aid may be provided with 
but slight inconvenience to this Company, by applying for 
a time the estimated net earnings from the business deriveil 
from that Koad, in the purchase or redemption of a part of 
the securities that may be issued or set apart, to provide 
means for such extension. 

The results produced from a like arrangement made by 
this Company for the completion of the Lewiston ]3ninch 
Railroad, will show in part the benefits* that would accrue 
from a similar arraugment with that Company. 

This Company, however, are more largely interested in 
the extension and completion of the Burlington & Missouri 
River Road, as it will, when completed, command the trade 
of a large part of the State of Iowa, as well as a large ter 
ritory lying west of the Missouri River. 

The accompanying reports and statistical tables, made 
by the officers in charge of the several Departments, will 
give the usual information in regard to the condition, busi 
ness, and management of the Road and property.

Owing to the construction of the Chicago Branch Rail 
Road from Chicago to Aurora, as well as to the scarcity and 
In'gh price both of materials and labor, the work of replac- 
ing old iron and ties with new, and of ballasting the Road 
has not progressed as rapidly as was anticipated, but with 
increased facilities for having iron re-rolled at Chicago, 
(another mill having gone into operation during the year,) 
and with good supply of Ties, 50,000 of wliich are already 
purchased and on hand ready for shipment to Chicago, it 
is hoped that this loss of time will be fully made up during 
tho present season. 

About 15 miles of Track have been re-laid with " Fish- 
joint Splices," the general use of which has been deter- 
mined upon as forming a much smoother Track, less liable 
to get out of repair and costing less than the ordinary 
rubber chair.

CONSTBUOTION ACOOUNT. 

A new Engine House has been erected at Chicago 175 
feet long by 80 wide, capable of holding 13 Engines, ami 
with room for a Blacksmith's Shop, Repair Shop, and Oi! 
Room. Two Water Reservoirs of Iron were put up, hoU- 
ing about 18,000 gallons of water, supplied from the Chi- 
cago City Water Works. The building is lire proof; built 
of brick, with iron roof; it is heated by steam and lighted 
with gas. 
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A new Freight House was also erected at Chicago, to 
the west of the one built the previous year. This building 
is 51S feet long by 60 feet wide; is substantially con- 
structed of brick and covered with slate roofing. 

A new Car Repair Shop was built adjoining the Engine 
House, 116 feet long by 32 feet wide, also of brick. All 
of these buildings are supplied with fire hydrants and sufti- 
cient length of hose for U8e*in case of fire. 

A Coal Bin was also put up at Chicago, with storage 
capacity for about 700 tons of coal. 

The new Machine Shops at Galesburg were completed 
early in the year. There were also built a new Tool House 
fur materials and tools used on Track Repairs, and a small 
Fuel House for the supply offices. 

A new Passenger and Freight House has been built at 
Young America, and the Passenger Houses at Arlington, 
Maiden and Monmouth completed. 

New Water Houses are being built at Wataga, Monmouth 
and Biggsville, each with capacity of holding 15,000 gallons 
water. The House at Wataga is a frame building and 
nearlj' completed ; those at Monmouth and Biggsville are 
built of stone and the walls finished. 

Between Biggsville and Oquawka Junction four new 
Bridges have been erected to replace those built at the con- 
struction of the road. These Bridges are of iron, each 
with a clear span of one himdred and twenty-five feet, con- 
structed on a plan similar to that adopted for the bridges over 
Bureau Creeks, but with this diflFerence, that here the track 
is suspended from the chords, instead of resting on them, 
as at the Bureau Bridges. The old abutments were taken 
clown and entirely rebuilt of good and substantial masonry. 

The Track :it the west end of the Road from within one 
and a half miles from Oquawka Junction west toward Bur- 
lington for a distance of about 6 miles has been raised 
about five feet, and the embankment made considerably 
wider by filling up with sand from the adjoining sand blufi*. 
To prevent washing away of the sand, during the time the 
bottom lands are overflowed the sides of the bank were 
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covered with earth and sodded for about one and a quarter 
miles, during the past summer. The balance of the bank 
has been covered on the sides with clay from the nearest 
cut. ' ' 

Two new pile Bridges have been built, one of which is 
1,5C0 feet and the other 1,000 in length. Another Bridge 
1,000 feet long is now being built, to give sufficient water 
way at flood times. 

About 10,120 rods of new Fence has been built in difier- 
ent places ou the line between Peoria and Burlington. 

Additional lands have been purchased at Peoria for De- 
pot purposes, on which it is proposed during the comin*^ 
year to erect a Passenger House, Engine House, &c. 

Lands have also been bought in Chicago, on the Sontli 
Branch of ChiQago River giving additional dock front of 
about 1,000 feet. 

At the western limits of the City of Chicago, between 
the Galena and Chicago Union R. R. and this Company's 
lino of road a tract of land has been purchased for the 
purpose of building thereon large and convenient Cattle 
Yards.

WOOD-WOBK AND CAB DEPARTMENT. ) 

To C. G. Hammond, Esq., General Swperintendent: 

Dear Sie — I herewith forward you the 
annual report of Labor expended and Material used during 
the fiscal year terminating April 30th, 1864, in the Wood- 
Work and Car Department. 

Within the year there have been overhauled and re- 
painted eleven coaches, eight of which have had their roofs 
raised. The repairs of six of them have been very tho- 
rough, the entire outside being made as good as new. 
(Three of these are Quincy & Chicago coaches.) One 
(No. 13) has been re-varnished. One old second class car 
has been changed into a baggage car for the accommodar 
tion train, and has been made equal to new. Five bag- 
gage, cars (one of them Quincy & Chicago) have been 
overhauled, strengthened and re-painted. 

The expenditures npon the passenger stock for the com- 
ing year will be as large as in the last. Several of the 
coaches need to be overhauled and to have their roofs 
raised, and some of our best coaches should be re-varnished. 
This we have not been able, heretofore, to do, from the 
lack of others to take their places in the trains, but with 
the new baggage and passenger cars now in progress, cars 
can be more easily spared to undergo desired renovation. 

Besides the renewals mentioned, there have been built, 
during the past year, two small and one long baggage cars, 
and one mail and express car; and there are now in a state 
of forwardness, one new baggage car, and tliree accommo- 
dation cars for passengers and baggage, intended for use 
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between Qnincy and Galesbnrg and on the Anrora & 
Junction Branch. There arc also two new passenger cais 
in the paint shop, and two others in a forward state — ^all of 
them fifty-two feet cars. 

The cost of repairs of freight cars has been large ; but 
I think 1 can safely say they are in better condition 
than they have been for some years. Thirty of the rack 
cars have had new bodies, and numbers of the box cars 
have been entirely re-bnilt. 

Five way cars have been re-bnilt, two drovers* cars tlicn 
ronghly repaired and re-painted, and six drovers' cars re-varn- 
ished ; and as a whole the way and drovers' cars have been 
improved since my last report. 

There have also been added to our stock thirty-two new 
hand cars and twelve rubble cars. 

I think the expenditures for freight car repairs, for the 
coming year, may reasonably be expected to be less than 
for the year past, unless there should be an increase ot 
traffic. 

Freight houses, with rooms for the accommodation of 
passengers, have been erected at Monmouth and Youuir 
America. 

Eight of the grain houses have had new elevators put up. 
. New sills and platforms have been put in at most of the 
stations, and stone foundations put under some buildings 
which did not before have such. 

All the buildings are now in good condition, and the ex- 
penditure to keep them in proper repair should be light tV^r 
the coming year.

y^The gross earuiiigs of the road, it will be seeu, are less 
than those of the preceding year, by $92,415.30, not oc* 
casioned however by any diminished amount of business in 
the aggregate, because that has been much larger than in any 
former year, but from the fact that the prices of transpor- 
tation have been considerably reduced. The aggregate 
increase of tonnage transported over the road during the 
year has been very great. In corn the increase has been 
109,252,105 pounds. In hogs the increase in numbers has 
been 49,579. In cattle the increase has been 19,271. There 
was no falling off, but rather a general increase, in the 
quantities of other articles of transportation. The business 
of the year tiierefore, though not proportionably profitable 
to the Company, is equally striking as a proof of the gen- 
eral progress of the West as it has been in any former 
year^It was unequaled even during the greatest activity 
of the busiest year of the war, when the immense expen- 
ditures of the government stimulated every species of bus- 
iness into the utmost life. Had it been possible, therefore, 
or rather, had it been expedient, to have exacted for trans- 
portation prices as high as they were during the last year 
of the war, and the year after, the gross revenues of the 
Company would have exceeded those of the preceding 
year by a large amount. This however was hardly possible 
and certainly not expedient. It has been thought wise by 
the officers having charge of the road, as it has been easy 
to do, so to regulate the rates, that while they may be sufB- 
ciently remunerative to stockholders, there should be no 
fair or just grounds of complaint on the part of the public- 
In the passenger business there has been a falling off 
from that of the former year of $213,673.84. This is 
partly owing to the fact that there was considerable military 
travel at the close of the war, and perhaps entirely so. 
Though there was much other travel growing out of the 
then state of things which has ceased, as the country has 
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generally subsided into peace. In freight there has been a 
nominal falling off in revenue of $80,047.83. This how 
ever is not real, as much freight is now carried by Express 
Companies which has before been carried by the road as the 
business of the Railroad Company. This freight so car- 
ried is represented under the head of miscellaneous busi- 
ness^hich has increased during the year $201,306.37. 

/Ttmay be remarked in this connection that it ought not 
to be long before there shall be a general change of policy 
by Railway Companies toward the Express Companies. 
These latter are absorbing the business of transporting 
freight, which is the legitimate business of Ihe Railroad, 
instead of doing the proper business of the Express, which 
is to carry packages and small valuable parcels. Large 
masses of freight are now put into cars connected with 
passenger trains to the detriment of the freight business of 
the road itself, and to the great annoyance of the passenger 
trains. Express Companies are by this means, and to the 
actual injury of the Railroad Companies, absorbing much 
of the revenues which should go into the treasury of the 
latter. The same remarks are applicable to all fast freight 
lines in control of private companies and running over the 
Railway lines. It is however only of the Express Compa- 
nies proper that we speak upon our road, as there are no fast 
freight lines there not in the control of the Company itself. 
The Express and Despatch Companies, however, so called, 
send much freight over this and other roads in a fast freight 
line established by the railroad companies themselves, a 
method less obnoxious than in the case where private compa- 
nies establish lines themselves, own their cars and run them 
over the railways. All these methods of carrying freight 
are, however, objectionable. The freight business should 
l)e done by the Railway Companies themselves. They can 
establish fast lines, charging a higher freight by these lines, 
and they and they alone should receive the profits of trans- 
portation on their roads. The mischief is becoming one of 
enormous magnitude, and involves, to a considerable extent, 
the value of Railway property itself, as well as the charac- 
2 
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ter of its inanagenient. It is to be hoped that soon the 
Railway Companies may be able to devise some means, nut 
only to prevent a further absorbtion of their proper basiness 
by Express and other companies, which are really parasites 
of railway property, but maj' do away altogether with the 
pr^ent mode of transporting freight by these companies.^,^ 

^The operating expenses of the road have not materially 
varied in the past two years. In the last year they were 
fifty and eighty hundredths per cent, of the earnings if 
taxes be excluded, and fifty-three and ninety-four hun- 
dredths if taxes be taken as a part of those expenses. 
This proportion of the expenses to the gross earnings is 
quite satisfactory, when it is considered that while earnings 
are about the same as in the former year, the amount of 
freight tonnage from which these earnings have been de- 
rived is so greatly in excess of that of last year — an exce^ 
in tons amounting to upwards of 160,000,/^ 

There has been constructed during the year a large brick 
passenger house at Aurora, and several of less importance 
lit different stations on the line. Additions have been 
made to some freight and grain houses. Several new 
bridges of iron have been built to replace wooden ones 
which had become unfit for further use. Very nearly all 
the bridges upon the road, or rather upon the main lines from 
Chicago to Quincy and Burlington, are now of iron, and in 
the future it is not anticipated that there will be required 
any considerable expenditure in any one year, either in the 
repairs or reconstruction of the bridges of the road. It 
has been deemed the best economy, as tjiese structures were 
required to be rebuilt, to do it with material not subject to 
decay, and in as permanent a form as possible. The cost 
has been therefore, greater in the past year than it will ever 
probably be again in the same space of time. 

The expenditure for passenger and freight houses has 
also been much larger than it will be in any future year. 
On the road from Galesburg to Quincy, and also between 
Peoria and Burlington, until these roads became the prop- 
erty of this Company there never had been passenger houses 
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at many stations, and very unfit and inadequate freight 
houses, and at many places none at all belonging to the 
Company. These have been built now at several stations, 
and at others enlarged to meet the demands of increased 
and increasing business. Additional lands at the Quincy 
station and at Chicago, made necessary by the increased 
traffic of the road, and to a smaller extent at some less 
important stations, have been purchased ; in the aggregate 
however at considerable cost. They were, however, of 
indispensable necessity and add more than their cost to the 
permanent value of the property of the company, in the 
additional convenience they aflbrd to the public, and the 
increased facilities for the transaction of the ever increasing 
business of the road. For a fuller acquaintance with these 
improvements and consequent expenditures, and also of 
others along the line of the road, the attention of stock- 
holders is called to the report of the Chief Engineer of the 
Company hereto attached. 

There have been relaid with new and re rolled iron thirty- 
six miles of track. There have been constructed of new side 
tracks or double track nine and sixty hundredths miles. 
When the road from Galesburg to Quincy became the 
property of this Company about two years ago it was 
entirely without ballast. During the two past years the 
work of ballasting and completing that part of the line has 
been prosecuted with all the force which could profitably 
be employed upon it. Gravel is not found upon that part 
of the road nor nearer than twenty miles from it upon the 
line towards Peoria. It must be taken to a distance of 
seventy miles to reach the centre of the road between 
Galesburg and Quincy, and is an expensive and slow pro- 
cess. On no part of that road can gravel be placed with- 
out a transportation of from twenty to seventy miles. The 
fifty miles nearest Quincy can be best ballasted with broken 
stone from that end. During the year there has been put 
upon the road of broken stone and gravel twenty-nine 
miles. The work will be continued till it is completed, 
and with such force as can well be used upon it. The bal- 
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lasting of all or very nearly all the rest of the road is com- 
pleted. The whole track of the road is in quite as good 
order as ever before, and the most of it is equal to that 
of any road in the country. 

The equipment has been enlarged during the year by the 
addition of 8 first class Locomotives, 1 new Passenger 
Coach, 2 Baggage and Express Cars, 20 large Stock Cars, 
4rO Blue Line Freight Cars, 51 Platform Cars, 7 Drovers' 
and Conductors' Cars. There are now upon the road 119 
Locomotives, 59 Passenger, 27 Baggage, Mail and Express, 
1,699 House Freight, 493 Platform, and 43 Drovers' Cars, 
and other cars employed in the work of repairs. The 
whole is kept in excellent condition and constitutes an 
equipment equal if not surpassing that of any road in the 
West, in proportion to its length or miles of road. Yet 
during the past year, for a long time together, ics whole 
power and rolling stock was tasked to the utmost to meet 
the calls made upon them. There will be required how- 
e^r but little addition during the present year. 
/ The capital stock of the Company which stood at the 
date of the last Annual Report at $10,103,010, has been 
increased to $10,399,010, by the conversion of bonds 
which were convertible into stock at the option of the 
holder. Its funded debt and other outstanding liabilities, 
created for construction and the purchase of the road from 
Galesburg to Quincy, including $270,000 (due on that pur- 
chase and not yet called for as at the date of the last report) 
amounts altogether to $5,728,250. The whole aggregate of 
capital stock and debt is now $15,921,260. The gross rev- 
enues of the property charged with this capital and debt 
has been during the year $6,146,861.75. The nett earnings 
above the expenses, taxes, and interest on the debt, and 
therefore belonging to the stockholders, have been $2,386,- 
704.45. The balance left to credit of income account after 
paying dividends has been considerably more than the 
dividends, and the amount now standing to the credit of 
income account is $1,905,496.00, besides the amount paid 
into the sinking fund which is $828,725.99/ The amount of 
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cash on hand now in the treasury is $1,563,890.91. For a 
more full statement of the financial condition of the Com- 
pany and its various forms of debt, its capital stock and 
assets, reference is made to the statement of the Treasurer 
herewith published. 

While the Directors have always deemed the Western 
connections of the road of very great importance, and have 
ever recommended that aid be given to extend them within 
reasonable bounds — and while the roads through Missouri 
and extending into Iowa are not only very important as con- 
tributors to the business of our road, and becoming with each 
year much more so, yet they know full well also, that the 
^reat and paramount value of the road is in its local busi- 
ness, proceeding wholly from the country along its various 
lines of road./ A statement of the figures in this connec- 
tion will be somewhat striking. The gross earnings of the 
road were the past year $6,083,138.05. The amount earned 
from the business coming from or going to the Hannibal 
and St. Joseph road was $508,759.46. The amount earned 
from the business passing to and from the Turlington 
and Missouri road was $858,064.46. ' Total from both roads 
so far as it can be traced by tickets and way bills is $8H5,- 
814.00, which is not quite one-seventh of the gross business 
of the road of this Company, j The substantial business, 
of the road and the chief elenient of its value is its local 
trade. 

Tlie through business however which is thus added to 
the local trade of the road is, as is seen above, of great 
value presently and is destined to rapidly increase. That 
added by H. and St. J. is more now than half a million, and 
with the extensive connections of that road, now in progress 
and contemplated in the West, may be expected soon to 
become double that amount. The business added by the 
B. and M. road has been during the past year mainly from 
seventy-five miles of road and the country adjacent to it in 
Iowa. Late in the tall twenty -five miles more were added, 
and about this time has been added thirty more. In the 
coming fall anpther section of twenty-five miles will be 
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added, which will make a distance of 156 miles which will 
be in operation this present year. It will probably be safe 
to estimate the addition to our business from that road a]s<» 
the present year at not far from half a million. Liet it be 
considered that both these roads run through a country 
very nearly if not quite as fertile as your road does, and 
that it is much in the same condition as that country was 
ten years since, and a better judgment may be formed of 
the future value to this company of the business to be 
derived from them. The bridges at Quincy and at Bur- 
lington will stimulate freight business, enabling us to take 
corn and grain of all sorts in bulk from Iowa by avoiding 
the expense and delay of ferry and double handling a^ 
the river. In grain and lumber and other articles this ex- 
pense and delay has been so great as to amount to total 
^proh ibition. 

These bridges are both well under way. The material 
for them is mainly ready and as soon as the water returns 
to its ordinary stage the work upon both will be pushed with 
all possible vigor. We hope that by another season these 
very important structures will be ready for use. That at 
Quincy is built by a bridge corporation, but under such an 
agreement with the railroad companies terminating at that 
point, that their traffic can be subject to no exhorbitant 
charges in passing over it. It is to be leased to the railroad 
companies, and the tolls can only be sucli as will yield a 
revenue net of ten per cent, on the bridge stock or cost of 
the bridge. The bridge atBuriington will be built by and 
owned by this Company, and constitute a part of its line 
into that city. It will subject the traffic of the Companj 
passing over it to no separate charge for bridge tolls. Our 
trains will cross it to depot grounds in Burlington where 
all the business of tlie western terminus will be transacted. 
1 he road of this Company and that of the B. & M. R. R. K. 
^o, will occupy the same or rather adjacent grounds— an 
arrangement convenient for both, and subjecting business 
to the least possible expense. 
/ As this company has become largely interested in the

Burlington and Missouri River Railroad, under the con- 
tract made with the company owning it, by which, for a 
period of ten years from its date two years ago, we are to 
become the purchasers of its securities convertible into pre- 
ferred stock to the extent of $120,000 a year, it is not 
deemed inappropriate to bring its condition and business 
and prospects before our stockholders. /Appended therefore 
to this report will be found a detailed report from the 
Superintendent of that road, showing its general condition 
and past and immediatelj' prospective business, to which ref- 
erence is made, and the attention of stockholders especially 
called thereto. That Company has conveyed its road and 
all the appurtenances and lands (near 400,000 acres) to 
trustees, to secure an issue of bonds which shall not exceed 
$18,000 per mile upon the road, and with such provisions 
that none of this sum can be anticipated, that is, the bonds 
intended to be used for the construction of the Western 
portion of the road cannot be used for any Eastern portion. 
The result is that when stock is taken to a sufficient extent 
in connection with the $18,000 per mile to complete any 
section of the road that section may be put under contract 
and not otherwise. From the point where the present con- 
struction contract terminates therefore, there is a mortgage 
security of that amount per mile to aid in the construction • 
of the remaining portion of the line whenever the rest of 
the money in the form of stock or otherwise can be real- 
ized. /The cost of the road is about $25,000 per mile. ) On 
all the mortgage bonds, if the road was all completed which 
is now under contract, and the bonds all sold, that is for 
181 miles, the amount thereof being $3,258,000, the in- 
terest would amount to $228,060. The road the past year, 
with only eighty-eight miles on an average in operation and 
part of it just opened, has earned $473,999.46. At this time 
with only thirty-four miles added it is earning at the rate of 
$600,000 per annum, and more, therefore, than enough to 
pay the interest on its mortgage debt, when fifty miles more 
shall be completed, and enough to pay the whole interest not 
only upon that debt but upon all the securities out, and of 
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which this company is becoming the purchaser at the rate 
of $120,000 per annum. There can hardly, therefore, it 
seems, remain a possibility of doubt of the value of all these 
securities when there shall be a further section of fifty miles 
added to the road. !Nor to those who consider the rapid 
development of the West, and the ease with which its prai- 
ries are subdued and brought under cultivation, and the fact 
that at least nineteen-twentieths of the country along the 
line of that road yet remains unimproved, and yet to be 
settled and made to contribute to the revenues of the road 
would there seem to remain any question either of the 
entire safety of the investment, now making by this Com- 
pany, in its bonds to be converted into a preferred stock, or 
of its great future value in the additions of business it will 
bring to the C. B. and Q. Railroad. 

Since the last annual report important arrangements have 
been made with the Toledo, Wabash and Western, and the 
llannibal and 8t. Joseph Railroad Companies. By tb^e 
terms it is agreed that the T. W. and W. shall have the 
right forever to run over our track twenty-two miles intol 
Quincy, paying half the expense of keeping it in repair, and 
paying a rent equal to the interest on half the cost of 
the road and depot grounds used by it, at 10 per cent, after 
three years from the date of the contract, and in the mean 
time seven, eight and nine per cent, per annum, for the sev- 
eral years, making a rent of that part of our track and grounds 
net of not far from $50,000 per annum in the future. This 
agreement is doubtless of great value to that Company as it 
relieves it of the expense of the construction of a new road 
and the purchase of new grounds either at Quincy or Han- 
nibal, and if at Hannibal also the expense of another bridge, 
while at Quincy it has all the advantage it could acquire 
by another road to either or both points. It was also advan- 
tageous to this Company in as much as the competition being 
inevitable at one point or the other, or at both, it avoids the 
severity which an investment of a large amount of -additional 
capital would impart to it, and at the same time acquires a 
net profit from it of about $50,000 per annum in perpetuity. 
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The agreement is of unquestionably mutual great advantiige. 
The additional provisions for the joint aid in building thu 
bridge, and the bringing the business of the H. and St Jo. 
road into close connection with the Eastern roads, upon the 
grounds of this Company at Qnincy, will be seen by turn- 
ing to the contracts printed herewith. 

The Directors do not anticipate so large a revenue the 
current as in the past year. The failure of the corn crop 
last season, which is the great staple of Illinois, and which 
to a great extent was destroyed by frost, will not only di- 
rectly seriously impair the revenues of the road, but will 
indirectly also greatly affect them, as it diminishes the 
general prosperity of the country, and more or less 
affects every branch of business. It is not easy to estimate 
the full extent to which it may affect the general business 
of the year upon the road, but it is safe to count upon a 
very large falling off' from revenues of the last two, during 
the first six months of this year. 

For more minute details of the business in the several 
departments of management reference is had to the rejiorta 
respectively of the Superintendent, Engineer and other 
heads of them hereto annexed. 

In concluding this report of the year's business and of 
the general affairs of the Company, the Board may a^ain 
congratulate the stockholders upon the present large sue- 
cess and the future prospects of their investment. Vvlth 
their own road in the best condition, in allits appointineiite 
equal at present to all demands of the country upuu it, 
yielding its large revenues at moderate tariffs, and witli a 
local traffic equal to six-sevenths of its whole year's Inisi- 
ness, and with connecting roads from its southerji and 
western termini, extending west through and towards re- 
gions of country which for many hundred miles is of ec^ual 
or nearly equal fertility with that along their own road, 
and fast becoming as populous and productive, and t?oon 
therefore to send over it a large volume of through busi* 
uess, it may be assumed, reasonably, that successful m it 
has Vieen in the past, its usefulness to the country and ite 
3 
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value to the stockholders, has scarcely even yet been fully 
tested. As the country west becomes popnlons, and Iowa 
and Missouri and the country still farther west becomes 
what Illinois has become since this road was constructed, 
it is not difficult to see, or rather predict an immense and 
very rapid increase of business, a much more extended 
usefulness and a continued increase of the value of their 
investment to the stockholders.

Thirty-six and three-fourths miles of track have been relaid 
with new and re-rolled iron, viz : 1 1 J miles between Chicagi* 
and Galesburg, 13f miles between Galesburg and Qaincy, 
and llf miles between Jb'eoria and Burlington, including 
Lewiston Branch. Also 2,^ miles of additional side track 
were laid down in the city of Chicago, and 6^ miles of ex- 
tension of side track on the line of road, and f of a mile 
to Burlington bridge. 

Of this whole length of side tracks extended {^-^ mile:?' 
about 8 miles were required for transacting the constantly i 
increasing business of the road, and 1^ miles for " passinir ' 
track^" between Chicago and Galesburg, which latter may 1k^ 
considered as forming a part of second or double track. Thi^ 
1~ miles, together with what has been previously laid, and 
including double track from Chicago to Lyons, make up an 
aggregate of about 16^ miles of double track between Chi- 
cago and Oalesburg. 

Twenty-nine miles of the road-bed have, during the year. 
been ballasted with good gravel, in places where no work of 
that kind had been done before, viz : Eleven miles between 
Mendota and Oalesburg, and 18 miles between Galesburg 
and Quincy. Of these 18 miles, 8 miles were ballasted 
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with broken stone, no gravel being fonnd at that end of the 
road. The cost of this work has been charged to " con- 
stniction," as more properly belonging to that account.

About nineteen miles of fence have been rebuilt or re- 
paired at a cost per rod of single fence of about 70c — or

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Rbpair8 of Bridges. 
Besides the regalar ordinary repairs of the bridges on the 
line of road, a number of old timber bridges and culverts 
have been replaced by arch and box culvert masonry, both 
on main line and branches, and but few of the original and 
perishable structures now remain on the main line, the new 
ones being mostly built of stone and iron. 

New bridges were built or commenced over Bock Island 
Railroad, and over '' Little Bock'' and '' Somonauk" creeks, 
on the main line, and over '^Littler's Creek," on the Lewiston 
Branch. The cost of these new structures has been charged 
to " construction account," except such portion of the ex- 
pense as would have been required to rebuild the old struc- 
tures on the original plan, and which amounted to $6,858.80. 
« Total amounts charged to this account for the year was 
$36,526.10, or $91.31^ per mile of road, which is less than 
half the amount per mile expended the previous year, 
showing an actual saving in cost of repairs of nearly 53 per 
cent, as compared with that year, and of over 27 per cent, 
as compared with any previous year since repairs became 
necessary.

The new bridge over Rock Island Railroad has been com- 
pleted, consisting of an iron truss bridge on the '' Boliman '■ 
plan. The amount expended this year on this structure 
was $3,267.82. 

The old pile bridge across " Little Rock Creek," west 
of Piano Station, was replaced by a new and permanent 
structure, consisting of an iron tniss bridge of the " Boll- 
man " construction, of 93 feet span, resting on stone abnt- 
ments. This bridge is built entirely of wrought iron, with the 
exception of the top chord, and cost, complete, $19,012.74. 

A similar bridge will be built this season across Somo- 
nauk Greek. The iron work for this bridge was all com- 
pleted last year, and part of the pile foundations put in, at 
a cost, in all, of $7,476.68. 

On the Quincy Division iron girder bridges have been 
procured for Bear and Kepple Creeks, and will be erected 
this season. 

On the Lewiston Branch the bridge near Farmington, 
over " Littler's Creek," was replaced by a 20 feet stone arch 
culvert, and the old bridge partially tilled in by an embank- 
ment over the arch. The cost of this work, for the year, 
was $13,426.60. 
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Only a few l)riflges on the main line, and between Gales- 
burg and Burlington or Quincy, remain to be rebuilt, and 
it ifi believed that after another year the cost of bridge re- 
pairs on that portion of the road will be reduced to its min- 
imum.

Additions and improvements have been made to docks at 
Sonth Branch Station to the amount of $394.67. 

A new passenger house was built at Aurora of brick on 
stone foundation, two stories high, containing, besides 
waiting room for passengers, and ticket office, good and 
convenient offices tor telegraph, and the different officers 
of the road stationed at that place. 

New passenger houses were built also at Avon, Macomb 
and Colchester on the Quincy Branch, and at Neponset on 
main line. 

New passenger and freight liouses combined were built at 
Meriden, Buda, Galva, Altona, and Wataga, on main line, 
the last in place of warehouse destroyed by tire ; and at 
Prairie City, Camp Point and Fowler, on Quincy Division, 
and at Knoxville and Oquawka Junction, on line but ween 
Peoria and Burlington. 
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A small freight house was built at Neponset, and the 
freight honse at Quincj extended. 

New ear sheds were built at Aurora ; also a new oil 
house and small coal house ; also coal houses at Neponset, 
Altona, Buda, Piano, Kewanee, Galesburg, East Burling- 
ton and St. Augustine. 

An addition to engine house at Quincy of brick, and 

centaining eight stalls, was commenced, and small engine 

bouses built at Princeton, Oalesburg and East Burlington. 

An extension of brick and stone, 42x120 ft., was made to 

car shops at Galesburg. 

New water works, with long underground feeders, were 
built at Oalesburg and Kewanee, which promise an abun- 
dant and constant supply of water at each of those places ; 
also a new water house at Kepple Creek was built, and the 
water station at Yates City completed.

Bridge oveb Mississippi Rivbb at Burlington. 

A bridge across the Mississippi River at Burlington has 
been coinnienced. The location of the bridge is at the 
south end of the city of Burlington, at a place sufficiently 
below the steamboat levee of the city, not to interfere in 
any manner with the landing or departure of boats ; and at 
a place where the river is narrower, and the channel con- 
stant and unchanged with at all times sufficient depth of 
water. This bridge will be twenty-two hundred and thirty- 
seven (2,237) feet long, and will consist of six spans of two 
hundred and fifty feet each, one span of two hundred feet, 
one span of one hundred and seventy-five feet, from center 
to center of piers, and one pivot draw span of three hundred 
and sixty-two feet in length over all. The superstructure 
will be constructed on the plan known as the " Pratt Truss," 
and will be built entirely of wrought iron, with the exception 
of the top chord, and supported on piers of masonry carried 
up from or below the bed of the river, and founded partly 
on piles and partly on the solid rock underlaying the sand, 
wherever the same can be reached. 

To reach the bridge on the east side, it is necessary to 
leave the present track about three-quarters of a mile this 
side of the river, and, the ground being low and overflowed 
at high water, an embankment, varying in height from 
fifteen to twenty-four feet, has been built across the low 
ground, and is nearly completed, including a pile bridge of 
about four hundred feet in length, to allow of the free pass- 
age of the water. On the west side of the river, the bridge

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strikes tlie Bhore about two thousand feet south of the south 
line of the depot grounds of the B. & M. R. R. Co., to 
which south line a track has been built, partly on shore and 
partly on trestle work. 

-Nearly all of the materials required for foundations and 
cribbing have been bought and delivered ; and all the ma- 
sonry and iron work contracted for, and is now being built. 
A stream dredge has been built ; also, some large scows and 
small l)oat8, and pile drivers fitted up. A steamboat has been 
bought for the convenient handling of boats and materials. 
The work, though delayed somewhat by the excessive and con- 
tinuous high water of this spring, is now progressing steadily, 
and unless something now unforeseen happens to prevent it, 
I am in hopes that the work will be completed and ready 
for the passage of trains before the end of the year.

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Passenger Coaches Nos. 50 and 51, which were mn out 
daring the past year, are finished in a style equal, I think, 
to any in the country. 

They are extra large, being 61 feet long by 9 fL 6 in. 
wide, and are ventilated on the Rattan principle. Cost 
about $9,200 00 each ; the labor and material of which, 
to a great extent, was included in the previous year's 
acconnt. 

The other three — viz., Nos. 6, 7 and 9, are what may be 
termed " Smoking Cars." The exterior is of the best finish, 
but they are ceiled inside ; one side of seat-back is pan- 
neled, and the other side upholstered. 

They are built in a very substantial manner, with four 
wheeled iron trucks. Cost $5,725.14 each. 

The two new Baggage and Express Gars, Nos. 25 and 
26, are built upon the new principle — viz., the raised or 
s.teamboat deck — from which ventilation and light are ad- 
mitted into the car, instead of the side windows. Thev 
are 49 feet long, with a division in the center, half being 
allowed for baggage and half for express purposes. 

We have now in the course of construction, six coaches, 
two of wjiich are nearly ready for delivery, and two others 
which will be finished early in July. 

The two Sleeping Cars, commenced in February, 1866, 
(known as Field's cars) for the Pullman Sleeping Car 
Company, are now nearing completion, and will be out 
about the first of July. 

The account of repairs of Freight and Platform Cars— 
viz., 246,348.03 — is larger than was anticipated at the coni- 
mencenient of the year, although, as you will notice, when 
compared with the previous year, it has been reduced 
nearly thirty thousand dollars. The following .statement 
will show what may be termed extraordinary repairs, all 
of which, together with the lighter repairs, have been 
charged to this account : 

2 Way Cai-8, completely re-built. 
18 " repainted and varnished. 
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6 Way Gars, re-varnished. 
2 " roofs re-painted. 

74 Freight Cars completely re-built, 61 of which we 
put under new iron trucks and iron transoms, in place of 
the side bearing truck ; 67 partially re-built ; 66 re-painted. 
81 Box Car Roofs re-painted. 

18 Flat Oars completely rebuilt, 12 of which had the 
old style of truck replaced, wfth iron trucks and transoms, 
17 partially re-built, and 40 re-painted. On this account 
we have used in the past year 952 new wheels, 44 axles, 34 
Bemedict roofs,- and 26 Winslow roofs. 

The account of Repairs of Baggage, Mail and Express 
Cars — viz., $12,563.39 includes the following extensive re- 
pairs : 

2 Baggage Cars re-built, and a third one nearly ready 
for painting ; one partially rebuilt, painted and varnished ; 
nine re-painted and varnished, and seven re-varnished. 

The account of repairs of Passenger Cars — viz., $113,- 
755.93 — is considerably larger than any former year. This 
expenditure was rendered necessary by the dilapidated con- 
dition of many of our old coaches at the commencement of 
the year. The following statement will show what has 
been done in addition to the lighter repairs caused by the 
ordinary wear and tear of the road. 

Thirteen coaches rebuilt with raised decks after the most 
modern and improved style ; heated and ventilated on the 
Ruttan principle. Three thoroughly overhauled and fitted 
with Ruttan's ventilators, painted and varnished. Six re- 
painted and varnished. 18 re- varnished, and 6 roofs re- 
painted. 

During the year we have painted 36 locomotives, and 
re-varnished 38. 

There is still a number of our old coaches that need re- 
building, and I would suggest, in view of the prospect of 
increased travel, that as soon as our present facilities will 
admit of it, the following coaches be taken in — viz., Nos. 3, 
4, 5, 14, 17, 20, 23, 29 and 35. 
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With the above exceptions, the rolling stock is now in 
the best of running order, consequently we may exjiect 
that the operating account for the succeeding year will be 
very materially reduced.

ins^ statement of operations on the B. & M. Road, for the 
year ending April 30, 1867 : 

Earnings have been—from passengers $158,506 59 

" freight 805,882 95

Total $476,359 35 

Operating Exi^enses, including taxes and two miles of 

new iron laid down, have been $281 ,690 72 

or 59.2 per cent, of earnings, against 59.7 per cent the year 
before. 

Tonnage mileage shows an increase over the year before 
of 14.44 per cent., while passenger mileage has fallen off 
4.64 per cent. The average length of road in operation 
this year was 88 miles, against 75 miles the year before, or 
an increase of 14.78 per cent. The falling off in passenger 
mileage was in westward going travel. Other roads in the 
west also show a falling off this year in westward going 
passengers. The explanation is probably a considerable 
decrease in general immigration. 

Rates this year for both passengers and freight have 
been somewhat lower than they were the year before. 

A comparison of articles carried dnring this year with 
the same for the year before, shows that we have gained in 
almost all important articles. In cattle we have jnst held 
onr own. In hogs there has been a falling off of a few 
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hundred, but this is made up for many times over by the 
increased shipments of pork and lard eastward. 

In ad(iition to the paying business of the road we hare 
carried duringj the year for construction about 8,600 tons -t 
materials (about one-eliBventh of our whole tonnage) 05 
our regular traffic trains, an average distance of 63.1 mil« 
No account has been taken of this in the Treasurer's W>b. 

Operating expenses during the year have been I?: 
$2,915.44 greater than the year before, or $3,200 per inilr 
of road operated this year, against $3,700 per mile of rixi»i 
last year. 

The general condition of the road and equipment is |>er 
haj)8 better now than it has been at any time for severs! 
years past. 

Tlxp track has been improved by two miles of new ina 
and about 35,000 ties during the year. 

Fourteen bridges east of the Skunk River have bef 
replaced with stone culverts, the excess of the cost of st^i? 
over estimated cost of renewal in wood, has been cliargt^i 
to Permanent Improvement Account. Other bridges h*-'' 
been overhauled and repaired. 

Bridges generally between the Skunk River and tk 
Des Moines will need considerable rebuilding (his eomiii: 
summer. East of Skunk there are but few wooden bridgt- 
and those are small. 

Buildings have required but slight repairs during lU 
year, except to replace losses by fire at Burlington sn^ 
Mount Pleasant, and are now in pretty good order. 

Fences, as far as completed west of Skunk River, are ie 
fair order. East of there considerable repairs are needed 

Rolling stock is in good shape; we have added, during 
the year : 

Four passenger cars, 
Two baggage and mail cars. 

Forty-seven freight and platfprm cars, and have nosr 
on hand- 
Locomotives, 11. 
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PasBenger cars, 12. 
Baggage and way care, 7. 
Freight cars of all kinds, 314. 

The increase in freight-car stock has been made neces- 
sary by the increiised length of road, and to accommodate 
construction. We are not now building cars ; and shall 
probably not re<iuire any addition to our car stock during 
the next year or two, unless we may need a few more plat- 
form and coal cars. 

On September 8th last, the machine shops at Burlington 
were destroyed by fire, which originated in the stationary 
engine room. Most of the machinery was damaged, as 
was also a locomotive in the shop at the time for repairs. 

On January 28th, 1857, the passenger house at Mount 
Pleasant was burned and wholly destroyed. The lire 
originated in the kitchen, probably through the careless- 
ness of a family at the lime occupying the building. This 
house was replaced with a temporary structure, at moder- 
ate cost. 

The buildings at Burlington, excepting blacksmith shops, 
have been rebuilt, with some improvements. We have 
been since the lire, and are now using temporary sheds for 
the blacksmiths. 

The amount expended at Burlington and Mount Pleasant 
tor renewals and repairs on account of tire, w^as $27,341 84, 
about $8,500 of which is covered by insurance, which has 
not yet been collected. 

For purposes of comparison this item has been kept out 
of ordinary operating account. 

During the spring (1867) we have had trouble from high 
water in the Des Moines River, affecting somewhat earn- 
ings as well as expenses. There was no interruption to 
passenger travel, but for several days freight could not be 
ccrried over the Des Moines River Bridge owing to the 
embankment on both sides having been carried away. 

There has been charged during the year to Permanent Im- 
provement Account, $16,258.29, chiefly for stone culverts. 
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There has been expended on Construction Aocoant : 

Old road, east of Ottumwa, new l)undiDg8 and side tracks, 
land at Burlington for Khops, and improvement of 
bamr, &o $25,358 91 

On new road, west (»f Ottuniwa, including telegraph line 

and t quipment 1,124,392 73 

On acoretion-H at Burlington 1,694 64 

We have completed and put in operation during the year 
47 niiles of road, 25 miles on November 1, 1866, and 22 
miles more on April 15, 1867, taking us from Ottuuiwa to 
a i>oint nine miles east of Chariton, giving us 122 miles 
now in use. 

Chariton will probably be reached before July 1st— 131 
miles from Burlino;ton. We have also under way the new 
contract of 50 miles wm^t of Chariton, to Afton, in Union | 

county, which latter point is within one hundred miles of 
the Missouri River, and 50 miles of the centre of our lands. 

It was not expected that earnings would be much in- 
creased by the extension beyond Ottumwa, until we reached 
Chariton. We are now within nine miles of Chariton, and 
earnings for May in the new fiscal year show a large in- | 

crease on last year, and were at the rate of nearly $600,0<X) I 

per annum. 

During the year ending April 30, our earnings were 
about $5,400 j>er mile of rtjad in use. 

Assuming that during the current year beginning with 
May 1, we earn say $5,000 per mile, we have $650,000 for 
the earnings of the road this year. It is possible that we 
may do considerably better than this. 

We expect to open at least 25 miles of the road beyond 
Chariton before winter, making 156 miles from Burlington, 
and this in a country more entirely our own, more free 
from competition than any we have yet reached west of 
Ottumwa. 

It is not thought that the bridge which is now being 
built over the Mississippi Iliver at Burlington, can be com- 
pleted in time to affect our business for the fiscal year 
ending April 30, 1868. 



L 
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Whenever the bridge is finished it will certainly add to 
our earnings, but in the above estimate of $650,000, the 
bridge is taken into consideration. 

Our experience during the year just closed, shows that 
we can operate an increased length of road, and carry an 
increased tonnage, without proportionate increase of ex- 
penses. With the old road in pretty good order, as it now 
is, and two-fifths of the road new and requiring but little 
repairs, it is safe to say that 50 per cent or less of estimated 
earnings, or from $300,000 to $325,000 will operate the 
road to Chariton for the year. 

This will leave, say $325,000, or more than enough to 
pay interest upon the whole amount of our debt when the 
road is completed to Afton, ISO miles from Burlington. 

If we can accomplish this, if we can earn enough on the 
road in operation to pay interest on sufficient debt to get 
the road built 25 or 50 miles further on, our future certainly 
looks well. 

I think this can be done, although fully understanding 
the general worthlessness of estimated earnings. 

The importance of the Mississippi River Bridge to the 
B. & M. road, as well as to the C, B. & Q., is perhaps not 
fully appreciated. 

Besides helping us to transport all freight with greater 
facility and rapidity, and thereby increasing, probably, our 
general business, it will enable us to hold our own in the 
Des Moines Valley, which we could not expect to do 
against the Davenport Road without it. 

It will enable us to carry grain from the line of our road 
towards Chicago, instead of its seeking the St. Louis market 
by the way of Keokuk and the river, as at present. 

Remembering that for corn growing, Iowa, and particu- 
larly that part of the State through which our line runs, 
cannot be excelled, and looking at the business which the 
transportation of corn now gives the Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy Road (eight millions of bushels, or 26,000 car 
loads carried last year), it seems clear that as the country 
along our line is developed by our extension, the grain 
8 
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trade must become an important branch of oar business, 
while adding largely to that of the C, B. & Q. Boad whicb 
is already so immense. 

Attention is called to the accompanying map of our line 
and connections, and of our lands. 

* The map has been carefully made from reliable sources, 
and is correct. A glance at it will show the importance of 
our road as one of the main links in- the line to the Pacific, 
as also the importance of our extension to the C, B. & Q. 
Road. 

An examination of the table of distances will show, that 
when a completed link in the line, we are sure of doing a 
large share of whatever business in passengers and freight 
may pass over the Paciiic Road. 

Our lands cannot be sold until the road is built throagb 
them ; but with the road they would probably sell rapidW 
and at good prices, and unless sold within a very few years 
their value seems likely to be absorbed by local and State 
taxation. 

At Red Oak, the county seat of Montgomery county, we 
have reason to think that a road from Nebraska Citv, 
through Fremont county, may join us. The people of Ne- 
braska city and Fremont county seem to have lately taken 
hold of the matter with considerable earnestness. 

Eastern Nebraska and Fage, Fremont and Mills coanties 
in Iowa, are all well settled and wealthy for agricultural 
communities ; we shall iind there a large local traffic as 
soon as the road is completed. 

There can be no reasonable doubt that after the comple- 
tion of our road to the Missouri River, the improvement of 
both the road and the country through which it passes, will 
resemble the improvement of the C, B. & Q. Road, and 
the country tributary to it during the last ten or twelve 
years.

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ARTICLE^ OF AGREE&fENT made and entered into this Twenty- 
sixth day of October, 1866, by and between the Chicago, Burlixo- 
TOK & QumcY Bailboad Gomfant, party of the first part, and 
the Toledo, Wabash & Westbrn Railway Company, party of 
the second part — Witnesseth : 

Thatf lohereas, The party of the second part desires to run its trains 
into Quincy, the better to facilitate its connection with other routes 
of carriage by the river and railroads west of the river, and thus in- 
crease its business : 

Now, therefore, The said party of the first part, for and in consider- 
ation of the payments, covenants and agreements hereinafter specified, 
as well as for and in consideration of the sum of One Dollar to the 
said party in hand paid by the said second party, the receipt of which 
is hereby acknowledged, hath leased and demised, and doth by these 
presents lease and demise to the said party of the second part, and 
to its successors and assigns, for the period and on the terms and con- 
ditions hereinafter specified, an equal right of possession, enjoyment 
and use of the road, road-bed, track, side tracks, switches, and all 
the appurtenances and fixtures appertaining thereto, of the road of 
the said party of the first part, and a full, unrestricted, and unembar- 
rassed use in common with said first party, of the said first party's 
railroad, between the station known as Camp Point, at the place 
where the road of the first party intersects and connects with the 
road of the second party, at or near said Camp Point, thence westerly 
along said railroad of the first party to the city of Quincy, embrac- 
ing equal right of the second party in and along and upon the depot- 
grounds and tracks of the said first party in the city of Quincy, and 
to the use, in like manner, of certain buildings and structures ; but, 
in all cases, only to the extent and in the manner hereinafter more 
particularly described, and also laid down, as to the city of Quincy, 
on a map hereto attached, and referred to as " Exhibit A," and made 
part of this agreement : 

To have, hold and enjoy the said demised premises, and every part, 
use and ei\)oyment of the said undivided half of the said road and

its appurtenances, from Camp Point to Quincy, unto the said party of 
the second part, its successors and assigns, forever. 

It is further understood and agreed, and this lease witnesseth, that 
the parties hereto shall have, hold, and enjoy, in all respects, equal 
rights in the said tracks, buildings, cattle yards, and improvementss. 
used in common, unless wherein the rights of either party are ex- 
pressly restricted in this lease ; and the trains of the Toledo, Wabash 
& Western Railway shall, in every respect, be treated by the officers, 
agents, and employes of the party of the first ^art, as trains of a 
similar class of the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad, and shall 
have e((ual preference over trains of an inferior class belonging t^ 
either of the parties ; and the said second party shall have a perfect 
right to run all classes of trains — passenger, mixed, freight, gravel 
etc. — over the said twenty-two miles of the said first party's n»l 
from Camp Point to Quincy, subject only to the regulations prescribeil 
or provided for in this lease. And in cases of doubt between the 
trains of the two Companies of the same class, under the published 
rules, the trains of the party of the first part shall be held to have 
preference. 

The main track through the city of Quincy, shall always, so far a5 
practicable, be kept unobstructed for the use of either Company. 

The schedule of time for running the trains of the party of the 
second part, shall be fixed, from time to time, by the Superintendent 
of the second party, who shall give reasonable notice of any change 
thereof to the Sui>erintendent of the first party ; and, in the arrange- 
ment of time tables, the passenger trains of the second party shall 
have preference, as to the right of the road, over trains of a lower 
class belonging to the said first party. 

When the trains of the party of the second part are running be- 
hind time, or as extra trains, or in any way ofi* the schedule time, their 
movements shall be directed by the train-dispatcher of the party of 
the first }mrt, in the same manner as he regulates a similar class of 
trains of the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad when out of 
sche<lule time : it being understood that the regulation shall contem- 
plate their movements as trains having equal rights with the trains of 
the first party — passenger trains being preferred to freight trains of 
either Company party hereto, and regular freight trains of either 
Company are to be preferred to extra, wild, or construction trains of 
either Company. 

The rules and regulations for the government of trains, and of all 
employees of either Company, while running between Camp Point 
and Quincy, and making use of the tracks, buildings and appurten- 
ances, jointly, and also the rules regulating the use of the road, etc., 
at Quincy, shall be those prescribed by the party of the first part for

the government of its own employees ; the men employed 'upon the 
trains, and in charge of the motive power of the party of the second 
part, heing, for the time while moving upon the road of the first 
party, as fully under the direction of the agents, and subject to the 
police regulations of said first party, as if they were in the service of 
that Company, and subject to be suspended or dismissed as such. 

Any unreasonable embarrassment to trains of the second party, 
caused by negligence, willfulness, or incompetence on the part of the 
train dispatcher of the first party, shall be considered cause of com- 
plaint, and, if repeated, the party of the second part may insist upon 
his dismissal from employment on the portion of the n>ad hereby de- 
mised, and said first party shall thereupon dismiss him. 

The men employed upon repairs of the it)a<l, between Camp Point 
and Quincy, and as switchmen, though paid by the party of the first 
part, shall be considered as in the joint employ of the two Companies, 
and may at any time be called upon to assist the party of the second 
part in case of accident, and in placing cars which may be wrecked, 
upon the track, and shall be subject to instant dismissal if they de- 
cline, neglect or refuse to render such assistance and service to said 
second party as repairmen are usually called upon to render to trains 
in the service of the Company of the first part. 

And it is mutually agreed by and between the parties hereto, that 
each Company shall be responsible for accidents or casualties, upon or 
to its own tmins, by reas^m of any imperfection of the track, or mis- 
placement of switch, or from any other cause aside from or except 
collision in any form with the trains of the other ]mrty ; and no 
such accident or casualty shall give it any right of action, or claim, 
against the other party — it being the intention and design that each 
party shall be responsible for its own trains, for the conduct of its 
employees, and generally, except where the other party is in fault. 

In all cases of collision between the trains of the two Companies, 
the party whose men or whose trains are in fault, and are or shall be 
the occasion of the collision, shall be held responsible to the other 
for all the damage done or resulting from the collision. And in case 
the proper ofiicers of the two Companies cannot agree, and settle the 
question as to whose train or men were or was in fault, and were 
the cause of the casualty, or the amount of damage done, then 
the questions shall be referred, in the manner herein provided for 
difierences, and amicably adjusted : and each party shall abide by 
and perform the award, and comply with the decision of the referees 
—which shall, in all cases, terminate the controversy or difference. 

During the time that the party of the second part make joint use 
of the freight buildings and cattle yards at Quincy, the said party of 
the second part shall be considered as joint proprietor thereof, and in 
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Quincy, until there shall be a bridge built acroas the MisBiasippi rirer 
at Quincy for the use of the railroads East and West of the river 
doing business at that point ; after which period it oorenants and 
agrees to run all the trains requisite for the business in like manner 
to and from Quincy. 

And the said party of the first part covenants and agrees to recog* 
nize and transact business with the Toledo, Wabash & Western Rail- 
way Company as a continuous and connecting line at Quincy, and 
that they will regularly forward to and receive and transport from the 
depots that may be used from time to time at Quincy by the party of 
the second part, separately or jointly with other Railroad Companies, 
all passengers, baggage, freight, mails and express matter consigneii 
to or delivered by the said party of the second part ; such separate 
depots, however, to be convenient of access to the trains of the part? 
of the first part with reference to its business with the Chicago, Bar- 
lington & Quincy Railroad : and until the bridge is built and trains 
crossing, such passengers, baggage, freight, mails and express matter 
shall be received and delivered at the depots now occupied by the 
Quincy & Palmyra Railroad Company at West Quincy. 

And for the transportation of persons and property, as above speci- 
fied, over the road and appurtenances of the said party of the first 
part, the same terms as to rates of fare and freight shall be charged, 
and no more, as the said party of the first part forwards to or receives 
and transports such property and passengers for or in connection with 
any other railroad connecting with it at Quincy. 

And it is further covenanted and agreed that all freight and pas- 
senger business arising upon the road of the said party of the first 
part, or at any point or points where freight or passenger business is 
controlled by said party of the first part, shall not in any manner be 
influenced or controlled by said party of the first part, or any of its 
oflicers or agents, to the prejudice of the Toledo, Wabash & Western 
Railway Company, but that the officers of said party of the first part 
and all and singular its agents, shall be directed and instructed at all 
times to contract freight by the road of the said party of the second 
part on as low and favorable terms as to transportation over the said 
Hannibal & St. Joseph Railroad as said road contracts for by any 
other railroad connecting with it at Quincy : leaving the direction of 
the articles, as to the route on which they shall be conveyed east of 
the river, entirely with the shipper ; and it is further covenanted aod 
agreed that the direction of the shipper shall in every instance be 
faithfully carried out. 

And in the sale of passenger tickets, no partiality or preference 
shall be shown by the agents of the party of the first part to the in- 
jury of the party of the second part, but the passenger shall be 
allowed to determine his route to any point reached by the party of 



the second part without influence by the agent selling the tickets ; and 
the selection of such passenger shall be fully respected and faithfully 
carried out by such ticket agent of the first party. 

The said party of the second part shall also at all times be furnished 
with and have the full benefit of as low rates for transportation of 
freight, express matter and passengers, both first-class and emigrant, 
over the road of the party of the first part as the said party of the 
first part furnishes or contracts to any other railroad company con- 
aecting with it at Quincy ; and parties engaged in transportation or 
express business over the road of the party of the second part, shall 
also be entitled to as low rates and equal facilities for transportation 
oyer the road of the party of the first part as the said party of the 
first part furnishes or contracts to parties engaged in transportation 
or express business over any other railroad connecting with it at 
Quincy. 

And the freight brought by the party of the second part to Quincy 
or West Quincy, and delivered to the said party of the first part, 
jshall be received and transported by said first party with all prac- 
ticable dispatch ; and as regards the freight brought by other lines to 
Quincy or West Quincy, either by railroad or boat, it shall have no 
preference in any respect over freight brought by the said second 
party, but all freights brought to Quincy or West Quincy by any 
route shall be moved, as near as may be practicable, in the order of 
its arrival and delivery at Quincy or West Quincy. 

The party of the second part having obtained from the Chicago 
Burlington & Quincy Railroad Company the perpetual right to use 
its road between Camp Point and Quincy, and having thus established 
the terminus of its road at Quincy, it is the object and design of these 
covenants and provisions to arrange for a close and direct connection 
of the trains of the Toledo, Wabash & Western Railway Company 
with the trains of the Hannibal <& St. Joseph Railroad Company at 
Quincy, as well as to establish permanent and intimate business rela- 
tions between the two roads ; it being expressly intended that the 
latter Company shall at all times, in the interchange of business, 
afford equal facilities and privileges to the party of the second part 
as to any other Railroad Company doing business at Quincy. 

It is, however, understood and agreed that the obligations and cov- 
enants herein assumed by the party of the first part to be performed 
by its ofllcers or agents, shall not be held to be evaded by the acts, 
faults or disobedience of any of its officers or agents ; but the said 
party of the first part agrees in good faith to issue promptly orders 
and instructions in accordance with the agreements herein contained, 
and by every means in its power endeavor to exact and enforce strict 
obedience thereto, as they exact and enforce obedience to important 
orders generally. 



the object being to prevent any redaction of rates, by any under- 
standing or arrangement between the Toledo, Wabash and We«t»ii 
Railway Company and any other Railroad Company in oonnecti<ni 
with which it may obtain a line to Chicago, to do business at lew 
rates for similar classes of freight and passengers than those which 
may be charged by the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad Com- 
pany to Chicago^ 

For and in consideration of the said several premises, the party of 
tlie second part covenants and agrees as follows, viz. : The twenty -two 
miles of road from the intersection of the two roads at Camp Point 
to the depots and depot grounds of the first party in the dty of 
Quincy, with all the road-bed, masonry, right of way from the junc- 
tion at Camp Point to and including the grounds of the Company in 
the city of Quincy, the track and sidings within the same limits, the 
fencing now built on same, the ballasting done, siding at Quincy, cat- 
tle yards at Quincy and improvements thereon, the freight baildingi^ 
and tlie land they occupy at same place and improvements thereon, 
the land occupied by the second party as an engine house, the tank 
house at Quincy, the buildings on the line of the road between Camp 
Point and Quincy, the hand-cars, tools, etc., thereon, having been ap> 
praisetl by Messrs. Colbukn & Hakris, in behalf and at the request 
of both Companies, at tlie* sum of EieuT Husdred Thousawd Dol- 
lars, as per schedule of appraisement signed by said Harris and Col- 
burn, and setting out the appraisement aforesaid in detail, a copy of 
which appraisement is hereto attached, and is to be referred to in the 
particulars therein contained as a part of this lease, to pay as rent for 
the use and enjoyment of the demised premises hereinabove described, 
a sum etjuivalent to the interest on one-half the appraised value afon;- 
said, at the rate, for the first year, commencing on the first day of 
March, 186G, of seven per cent per annum ; the second year, on the 
same at the rate of eight per cent. ; the third year at the rate of nine 
per cent, on half the said valuation ; and the fourth year and every 
year thereafter during the period of this lease, ten per cent on said 
half valuation. 

The party of the second part covenants and agrees to pay a rental 
for the use of such portion of the depot grounds used exclusively by 
said second party, on the entire value, on the scale per cent above 
mentiimed, and for rental on the grounds and buildings jointly occu- 
pied and used by the two Companies, the second party is to pay in- 
terest on half the value thereof, according to the scale per cent afore- 
said — but this clause shall be inoperative whenever the party of the 
second pait shall, as it has a right to do notw^ithstanding anything in 
this contract, procure independent depot grounds and buildings for 
itself. 
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All pemument additions to the Talne of any of the property made 
from time to. time as required hy the exigencies of either Company, 
shall be paid by the party of the first part, and an accurate account 
thereof rendered, and upon one-half of said additional value the 
party of the second part shall pay interest according to the scale here- 
inabove provided, and at the same rate as shall be paid for the use of 
the road and premises demised at the time when such improvements 
or additions shall be made. 

An accurate account shall be kept and rendered monthly of all ex- 
penses of maintaining the roadway, fences, buildings and structures, 
etc., used by the Companies in common, and for the first three years 
from the first day of March, 1866, the party of the second part is to 
pay, monthly, one-third of such expenditures ; after the expiration of 
said three years, the party of the second part shall pay, monthly, one- 
half thereof: this shall not include the amount paid agents, clerks 
and laborers employed jointly in loading and unloading freight at 
Quincy and stations on the line ot the road hereby demised, but the 
])arty of the second part shall be at liberty to employ its own agents, 
clerks, eta, notwithstanding anything herein contained; and when 
the two Companies occupy buildings jointly, the party of the second 
part shall pay a reasonable sum per ton for handling and switching, 
the amount to be agreed upon between the parties hereto, and in case 
of disagreement, then the party of the second part to pay the actual 
cost of such handling and switching, as ascertained by dividing the 
whole cost in proportion to the todnage of each road handled and 
switched. 

The amount to be paid for water for the locomotives and other pur- 
poses at Quincy, shall be Forty Dollars per month, so long as the said 
party of the second part uses water from the tanks of the first party ; 
and if at any time water should be required from other water stations, 
the party of the second part shall make to the first party a fair com- 
pensation therefor, to be agreed upon by the Superintendents of the 
two Companies — or the said party of the second part may erect and 
operate their own water stations. 

The said party of the second part agrees to unite with the said 
party of the first part, and with the said Hannibal & St. Joseph Rail- 
road Company, in making such a tariff on goods and passengers over 
the bridge contemplated to be built across the Mississippi river at 
Quincy, as will pay ten per cent, net on the cost of said bridge, above 
expenses of repairs, insurance and reconstruction, and clear of gov- 
ernment tax ; and each of said three Companies is to bear one-third 
of the cost of said bridge, or procure and furnish the means of such 
construction in the foregoing proportion : provided that this clause 
in relation to the bridge shall be inoperative, and not binding, unless

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the Hannibal & St. JcNseph Railroad Company agrees to be bomnd 
thereby, and does procure and furnish its one-third of said cost of 
construction. 

If it shall be found in practice that any right or interest of either 
party has not been properly protected by the terms of this agreement, 
in accordance with its object and intent, then both parties will nego- 
tiate with fairness and candor a new and other clause to obviate the 
injustice or difficulty. 

Any and all matters of difference that may arise under this lease 
and contract, either as to its construction or as to any violation of duty 
under it by either party, may, if it cannot be amicably adjusted bj 
the parties hereto, be by either party submitted to two disinterested 
persons as referees, one of whom shall be selected by each party co 
ten days* written notice of such intention to refer : and if at the ex 
pi ration of ten days the party notified does not make his selection of 
referee, then the party giving the notice may select both referees, and 
they select a third in case they cannot agree ; and their award, made 
after notice to the parties of the time and place of hearing the mat- 
ters referred, and hearing the party or parties that may attend, shall 
be final and binding on the parties, and they hereby expressly agree 
to abide thereby.

THIS AGREEMENT, made and entered into by and between the 
Haknibal & St. Joseph Railroad CoitfPANY, of the State of 
Missouri, of the first part, and the Toledo, Wabash & We8TEr>- 
Railway Company, of the States of Illinois, Indiana and Ohio, of 
the other part — Witnesseth : 

That WhereaSy It is for the mutual interest of the contracting par- 
ties that close running connections and reciprocal business relations 
should be permanently established between them, and to that end 
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that the road known as the Quincy and Palmyra Railroad, in Mis- 
souri, now and for a long time past owned and conl^rolled by parties 
in the interest of the said party of the second part, should be owned 
and controlled and used by the party of the first part, it being for 
the interest of both parties that their business relations and connec- 
tions should be formed at Quincy ; 

And Whereas f For the purpose of promoting these objects of mu- 
tual interest, the said second party have agreed, and does' hereby 
agree, to cause to be transferred to the said party of the first part, or 
its representatives or agents, all the stock and part of the bonds of 
the Quincy «& Palmyra Railroad Company, on the terms hereinafter 
specified, and thus transfer the control of the said road of said Com- 
pany from the said party of the second part to the said party of the 
first part.

The gross earnings of the Road have been in excess 
of the previous year by $658,161.93, notwithstand- 
ing the somewhat diminished rates of fare and freight. 

The aggregate tonnage of freight transported over 
the entire line of the road has been considerably 
larger than in any former year, and the increase over 
that of the last year has been 92,257 tons. The 
increase in number of cattle transported has been 
about 10,000 head, and of hogs about 9,000. While 
the general aggregate of increase in most of the items 
of traffic of lesser importance evinces the continual 
improvement and progress of the country along the 
lines of the Railroad, the increase in the passenger 
traffic has been still more marked, amounting in 
revenues to the Company to nearly $200,000 over 
that of the previous year, though at somewhat reduced 
rates of fare. 

The operating expenses, as compared with the 
earnings, continue to be about the same as in former 
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years, having been, exclusive of taxes, 49,^ per cent. 
as against 49,'?J„ and inclusive of taxes, 53/^5, per cent. 
as against S^Soy as compared with the previous years, 
showing careful economy of management, while at 
the same time the road-bed, track and equipment 
have had careful attention and been kept fully up to 
the standard of any former year. About forty-two 
miles of track have been relaid with new or rerolled 
iron, and all the appointments of the road have been 
kept in good condition. The road-bed and track 
probably have never been as good as at the present 
time. 

For an account of the Capital Stock, the funded 
debt and the financial condition of the Company, 
reference is made to the Statement of the Treasurer 
hereto appended ; and for an account of the present 
equipment upon the Road, to the Report of the 
Superintendent. 

The second track between Chicago and Mendota 
is in progress ; eighteen and a half miles have been 
laid the past year, and the track is going down upon 
about seven miles more, which is ready for the rail. 
This track is fully ballasted, and made as perfect as 
possible before its use for the passage of trains. 
Inclusive of side-tracks, nearly half of this eighty- 
five miles is now double track. This work should 
continue as rapidly as practicable, until that part of 
the road is laid with the double track the whole dis- 
tance. It has long been overtasked, and much delay 
and difficulty occurs there from the numerous trains 
always passing over it. 

There have been also about fifteen miles of new 
additional side-track laid. The work of ballasting 
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has been pushed forward as fast as has been practica- 
ble, with a due regard to both economy and the 
business of the road, and it is hoped that this work 
may be completed during the present year. 
>^It will be observed, by examining the statement 
hereto appended of the amount of business fur- 
nished by connecting roads, that while that business 
is of importance, yet the chief traffic of the road, 
both of freight and passenger, is local. It is fuUy 
five-sevenths of the whole business. Yet that from 
connecting roads is becoming every year more valuable. 
From the Hannibal & St. Joseph Road, the contribu- 
tions to the business of your road have from freight 
$513,775.83; and from passengers $189,199.36; both 
amounting to $702,975.16. From the Burlington & 
Missouri Road we have received from freight 
$396,232.23; and from passengers $75,89i.oi^jX^f 
the business coming from the Hannibal & St. Joseph 
Road, the Cameron Branch contributed $266,870,52. 
Both these roads are destined to become much more 
valuable connections year by year; and with the prog- 
ress of the country west of the Missouri, as well as 
with the very rapid development of the country along 
the lines of those Roads, we can now hardly esti- 
mate properly their great value in the future. The 
freights, for instance, from points west of Quincy to 
Chicago, have nearly doubled in amount during the 
past year. From points west of Burlington, the 
freight transported to Chicago this year is 54,024 
tons, against 39,812 in 1868. The increase in the 
passenger traffic from those sources is perhaps equal 
in proportion. 

The bridge at Kansas City, which is the south- 
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western terminus of the Hannibal & St. Joseph 
Railroad, is now complete, and the running of regu- 
lar trains over it is about commencing. This opens 
an unbroken connection for trains from Chicago to 
all the Kansas roads. The Kansas Pacific runs di- 
rectly west from Kansas City four hundred miles, 
and is soon to be opened to Colorado, at Denver. 
The Missouri River, Fort Scott & Gulf Railroad is 
nearly done to Fort Scott, and will soon be open to 
the southern border of the State. The Burlington 
& Missouri to Omaha is fast approaching comple- 
tion, opening a route as eligible and direct as any 
other between Chicago and the Pacific Road.^^ Both 
this Road and the easy and unbroken connection with 
the Kansas roads, promise large increase to the traffic 
of this Company. It may be added, and will, perhaps, 
remove any lingering doubt in the mind of any stock- 
holder as to the safety and propriety of the aid ex- 
tended to the Burlington & Missouri River Com- 
pany, that as that Road approaches completion its 
stock has risen to par in the market, and with a 
prospect therefore in the future, of a return to the 
Company of full value for the full amount of the aid 
rendered, in addition to the increased volume of busi- 
ness which it will furnish to us, and which was the 
real object of the aid given. 

When the road from Galesburg to Quincy came 
into the hands of this Company several years ago, it 
was in an unfinished state. No part of it had ever 
been ballasted. It was unfenced, and almost without 
proper station-houses. The defects have been, to 
a great degree, remedied, and that portion of the 
property of the Company will in its condition and 
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appointments compare favorably with other portions 
of the road. 

With the progress of the country and of business, 
many of the appointments of the Road, adequate 
when they were planned, had and have become totally 
inadequate to the present state of things. This has 
been especially the case with station grounds, the 
Machine and other Shops for the repair of the 
Engines, and the repair and construction of the Roll- 
ing Stock of the Company, and, in a less important 
degree, with very many of the other appurtenances of 
the Road. 

The construction of Branch Roads, and the in- 
creased business upon the main lines, have made 
necessary large additions to Machinery and Rolling 
Stock, not even now adequate, to the business of the 
country. 

There have been put upon the Road thirteen new 
Locomotives, and four hundred and twenty house 
and platform cars, and twelve way cars, and additions 
to machinery, at the cost of $644,811.72. 

It has been necessary, from time to time, to enlarge 
the grounds at many of the Stations, and at some of 
them at large expense, and this past year at a cost of 
$65,800; to lay additional track at Chicago, costing 
$22,746.88 ; to erect new round-houses at Aurora, 
Galesburg and Burlington, a new blacksmith shop at 
Aurora, stock-yards at Quincy and Burlington, and 
freight and passenger- houses between Galesburg and 
Quincy and on the Lewiston Branch, at a cost in the 
aggregate, of $337,856.57 ; and other works at vari- 
ous points; and for a more full description of which, 
reference is made to the Report of the Chief Engi- 
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neer, under the head of Construction. The aggre- 
gate cost of these various works during the year 
have been $1,237,705.60; a very large amount it is 
certain, and yet it is difficult to see any item of this 
expense which it would have been good economy to 
have omitted. 

By the terms of the agreement between this Com- 
pany and the American Central Railway Company, 
which led to the construction of the road from Galva 
to New Boston, and by which this Company becomes 
the lessee of that Road, this Company became bound 
to advance the necessary money to complete the road 
which might be required before the fund provided by 
the Company owning it should have been realized, 
or after it should have been exhausted. This advance, 
during the year, amounts to $285,875.80; all of 
which, however, is made secure in the value of the 
lease of that Road to this Company. 

The cost of the extension of the Lewiston Branch 
to Rushville, will probably exceed somewhat the 
fund provided for its construction, though to a much 
smaller extent. That extension which is thirty miles, 
is the absolute property of this Company. 

At Burlington, the lands under the bluffs is very 
limited, and to obtain depot grounds it has been nec- 
essary to fill a portion of the Mississippi, and really 
to make them. This was a work of time and con- 
siderable expense, and has been in progress about two 
years. Ample grounds for all present purposes have 
thus been obtained, and have been in use since the 
opening of the bridge. There have been expended 
upon this work and additional lands purchased there, 
the sum of $370,050.48, of which there has been 
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expended in the past year $189,808.87. At that place, 
also, there have been expended for engine-house, and 
passenger and freight buildings, tracks, switches, &C., 
&c., the further sum of $57,023.85. All this expend- 
iture is the necessary result of transferring the terra:- 
nal business from the east side of the river to tbc 
City of Burlington, the real terminus of the Road 
in that direction. 

At Quincy, the change has been from the West 
to the East side, and this Company has been com- 
pelled to enlarge its grounds there, also, by reclaim- 
ing from the river. The cost of filling and thus 
adding largely to our grounds there, and constructing 
enlarged cattle yards, has been, for the past year, 
$73,959.91. The enlarged traffic, both of passenger 
and freight, reaching us at that point from the Han- 
nibal & St. Joseph Road, in consequence of the con- 
struction of roads connecting with it in the West, 
both north and south, as well as west, has not only 
rendered these expenditures necessary in the past, but 
will require considerably greater ones in the near 
future, and especially to accommodate the passenger 
traffic. 

j The bridges have been completed at both Quincy 
and Burlington now some months, and in use. / Both 
are of iron superstructure, built in the most substantial 
manner, and are models of neat and beautiful works 
of the kind. That at Quincy belongs to a Bridge 
Company, and was built without involving the 
finances of this Company, but under such arrange- 
ments as guards its business against exorbitant and 
oppressive tolls. 

By an agreement with the roads terminating at 
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Quincy, such reasonable tolls as will enable the Bridge 
Stockholders to realize permanently lo per cent, div- 
idends only, can be levied upon the traffic passing 
over it, and no more ; a burden not heavy in the pres- 
ent, and in the future with enlarged business will 
become less and less every year. 

^he bridge at Burlington has been built entirely 
from the funds of this Company, and is its property, 
and a part of its line and traffic passing over it is 
subject to no tolls in any form. The 'cost of this 
structure, together with the approaches on both sides 
has been $1,227,044.81, Tof which, however, only 
S3 1 8,708.3 1 has been expended in the past year. For 
other and numerous smaller expenditures, reference is 
made to the Reports of the Superintendent and Chief 
Engineer. The Board are very sensible that the 
aggregate of these expenditures in the past and pre- 
vious years are very large, but they seemed to be 
requisite to enable the Road to meet the exigencies 
of business and keep abreast with the progress of the 
country, though in the aggregate for two years 
past they have more than absorbed all the earn- 
ings of the Road above the interest on the funded 
debt and the cash dividends, and other cash obliga- 
tions of the Company. They could not, however, 
well be omitted or postponed. Happily they are for 
the most part additions to the permanent and fixed 
estate of the Company, and contributing much more 
than their cost to the value of its property. 

It is not easy now to state the amounts which in 
the near future will be required for construction pur- 
poses; but certainly the whole amount necessary for 
the remainder of the double track between Chic^o 
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and Mendota, a passenger-house at Quincy and a: 
Galesburg, and a share in a joint passenger-house 
with the Illinois Central and Michigan Central Com- 
panies at Chicago, and such enlarged power u. 
equipment, and machine and other shops as tt 
increasing business of the Company may require. 
/It has been the policy of the Company in the pas: 
by arrangements familiar to all Stockholders, to aid :: 
the construction of such lateral roads as would bou 
promote the interests of the country and contribute 
to increase the business of its Road. The roads thui 
added the past year are the extension of the Lew- 
iston Branch to Rushville, a distance of thirty miles, 
making that branch sixty miles long; and the Roa: 
from Galva to New Boston, on the Mississippi, fifn 
miles. Both run into sections heretofore destitute of 
railway accommodations and very fertile and produc- 
tive ; and each of them will be valuable auxiliaries to 
the business of the main line of the Road of the 
Company. \ An arrangement of a similar nature has 
also been mlade during the year for the construction of 
the Road from Burlington to Keokuk, to become, how- 
ever, the absolute property of the Company. Eacn 
of these roads, comparatively short as they are, arJ 
of not, perhaps, great value in itsetf, yet contributing, 
as it does, a business which passes a long distance over 
our main line, is of much value to our Road. It is oi 
still greater value to the country through which it is 
built, and which it contributes to enrich and develop. 
Since the close of the fiscal year, arrangements of 
the same character have been made to aid in the con- 
struction of a road from Yates City or Elm wood, to 
Buda, on the main line of the Road of this Cora-

pany ; and also the Carthage & Burlington Railroad, 
being an extension of the Burlington Branch of our 
Road south, through the fertile country on the east 
side of the Mississippi, a distance of thirty miles, 
and commanding, to a great extent, the business of 
that section over the main line for the whole distance 
from the point of junction. The first named Road 
has the double advantage of bringing to our line a 
new business from the well cultivated and rich coun- 
try through which it runs, and also of shortening the 
distance between all that section of country through 
which the Rushville Branch runs, and Chicago, from 
twenty-five to thirty miles. 

This, as well as the Carthage Road, will add 
largely to our business, though the Buda & Yates 
City Road is doubtless the most important. It may 
also be remarked with regard to all these lateral roads 
that the Board have been influenced by the consid- 
eration that while they have been lending aid to these 
Companies of local importance, in a manner not im- 
posing heavy burdens upon the finances of this Com- 
pany, they have been satisfying the wishes of the 
people of rich sections of country, and rendering 
them willing and friendly contributors to our busi- 
ness; while otherwise they would become allies to 
other and rival enterprises, which, perhaps, might be- 
come prejudicial and hostile to our interests. 

It will be seen by the Treasurer's Report that the 
expenditures for construction, including the amounts 
advanced for the completion of the Road from Galva 
to New Boston and to Rushville, the double track 
and bridge, and other improvements above alluded to, 
have exceeded the surplus revenues applicable to 
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them, by about $1,226,207.18, while there are O'her 
large expenditures which should be made as early 
as possible. The double track, as has been stated 
should continue to go down between Mendota a&: 
Chicago. The enlargement of accommodations r 
Galesburg, where the business of the Company ha; 
far outgrown those already there, and the erection, r 
that point, of a new passenger-house, the purchase i-: 
lands and the erection, jointly with Michigan Cec 
tral and Illinois Central companies, of a passenger 
house at Chicago, the increase of power and equip- 
ment, and the enlargement of machine and other 
shops, are so indispensable that the Board has no: 
deemed it best to await the earnings, to enable them 
to do so, before making the required improvements, 
but to provide for both the past and those most im- 
mediately necessary in the future at once. It scarcely 
needs to be said that, with another policy, these ex- 
penditures, in the past and in the future, might not 
have been necessary. But in a country like the 
West, it is impossible to remain stationary. If the 
companies owning and managing roads there do not 
meet the wants of the adjoining country and aid in 
its development, other alliances are sure to be found 
which end in rival roads, and damage to existing in- 
terests. It has, therefore, been the policy of this 
Company, (and the Board are confirmed by its re- 
sults in the past in their convictions of its wisdom,! 
always, so far as has been practicable, to second, by 
aid and influence, the construction of roads which 
might accommodate the country and contribute to its 
))usiness and obviate the necessity of rival projects. 
^It is to this policy that the Company owes much of 
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its prosperity, while, also, it has contributed very 
greatly to the wealth and prosperity of all the region 
where this influence has been felt. While, however, 
the policy has been wise and has resulted in a very 
large and profitable business, destined to become 
still larger, and, we hope, more profitable as well, it 
brings with it the necessity of being prepared at all 
points, with the ability to do it, and, also, with the 
greatest possible facility and economy. Hence, all 
these additions to the property of the Company in 
the past, and presently to be made. They are the 
necessary results of the vastly increased country made 
tributary to its business, both locally and otherwise ; 
and the best and wisest course, in the judgment of 
the Board, is at once to make such necessary expend- 
itures as will bring the capacity of the Company 
fully up to all the demands, in the way of business, 
likely to be made upon it. To provide the requisite 
means for these purposes, they propose to dis- 
tribute stock among the Stockholders at its par 
value, to the extent of twenty per cent, capital stock 
of the Company, as being at once the easiest, and to 
them, most agreeable mode of raising the monej^ 
With this, they believe there will be lacking nothing 
in the future requisite to enable the Company not 
only to maintain its position and reputation, but to 
meet easily and conveniently all the demands which 
the increased business likely to come upon its lines 
may make of it. 

In conclusion, we may remark that the year has 
been a prosperous one, and though it has called for 
large expenditures, as has been seen, and though 
these must continue for some time in the future, yet 
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it is fully believed by all the Managers of the Road 
that they will all be much more than compensated for 
by the enlarged business to be transacted and the 
increased facilities afforded in doing it; and that with 
the basis of prosperity so broadly laid, and witii 
tributary connections extending so widely am 
through sections of country of such extraordinary 
fertility and productiveness, they may still reasonably 
expect a continued and progressive prosperity in the 
future, fully equal in proportion to the capital 
invested to secure it to any which has been realized 
in the past.

The "Miller Platform Coupler and BufFer" has 
been attached to all the Passenger and Baggage Cars, 
and upon several occasions has proved its great value 
in saving life as well as preventing a great destruction 
of property. 

Ninety Stock Cars have been rebuilt throughout. 
One hundred and thirty-nine Box Cars furnished 
with new iron trucks ; eighty with new iron transoms ; 
forty-nine with new grain car bodies complete ; ninety- 
one with new roofs ; and one hundred and twenty- 
six Grain Cars have been altered to Combination 
Cars at an expenditure of $171,000; the balance 
expended on Freight Cars being for miscellaneous 
repairs. 

The Report of the Engineer gives a detailed state- 
ment of what has been done within the year, as to 
extension and renewal of track and buildings; and 
the accompanying statistics from the offices of the 
General Ticket Agent and Freight Auditor show the 
character and amount of business in each of these 
departments, the sources from which it was obtained, 
and its comparative relation to the business of the 
preceding year. 
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There will remain forty-three miles of track to be 
built, in order to make a continuous double track 
between Chicago and Mendota, after that portion 
shall have been laid, for which provision has already 
been made. 

The " Keokuk and St. Paul Railway," from Keo- 
kuk to Ft. Madison, came into our possession Feb- 
ruary loth, and is now being operated by this Com- 
pany. The grading from Ft. Madison to Burling- 
ton is in progress, and the road is to be ready for use 
by the middle of August. It is estimated that to 
place the road from Keokuk to Ft. Madison in good 
order, to fence it, and for necessary buildings at Keo- 
kuk, Montrose and Ft. Madison, will require about 
one hundred thousand dollars (|ioo,ocx)).

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BURLINGTON BRIDGE. 

The bridge over the Mississippi River at Burlington was com- 
pleted early in the year, and the first train crossed on the 1 3th day 
of August, 1868. The bridge was opened for the regular passage 
of trains a few days later. 

An iron truss bridge, 125 feet long, on stone abutments, wis 
built west of the main bridge over Front street, Burlington ; also 1 
small pile bridge over the creek immediately west of the bridge. 

The temporary piling, 700 feet long, at the east end of the main 
bridge, has been filled with earth. A protection pier was built for 
the draw-span when open, extending above and below the bridge 
the full length of the draw. This is of solid timber crib work, 
40 feet wide and filled with stone. As an additional protection 
against damage by ice, ice-breakers of solid timber were built above 
each pier, and filled with stone.

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GALVA AND NEW BOSTON BRANCH. 

That part of the " American Central Railway," lying between 
Galva, in Henry County, and New Boston in Mercer County, has 
been completed. 

The line diverges from tht main line at the west end of Galva 
Station, and runs in a very direct line to New Boston, a distance of 
5 1 } miles, passing through a rich agricultural country. The grades 
are easy, generally under 26 feet to the mile, and not exceeding 35 
feet, except in two or three places, viz. : About one-half mile west 
of Galva, where it is 46 feet for a distance of 2,000 feet, and four 
miles east of New Boston, in ascending the bluffs from the bottom 
lands, where it is 52 feet to the mile, for about a mile and a quarter. 

There are no bridges of consequence on the Road, except at Ed- 
ward's River, which is crossed by a Howe Truss Bridge, in two 
spans of 125 feet each.

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EXTENSION OF LEWISTON BRANCH. 

The Lewiston Branch has been extended to Rushville, in Schuy- 
ler County. Commencing at end of track in Lewiston, the line 
runs south-west 4} miles to Spoon River ; thence west 6 miles to 
Ipavia ; thence south-west through Vermont 8 miles, to near 
Schuyler County line ; thence south-west 5 miles, to Sugar Creek ; 
thence south-west 9 miles to Rushville ; making a total distance 
of 32 J miles. 

The grades in descending from the high prairie lands at Lewiston 
to the bottom lands of Spoon River, and for the corresponding 
ascent on the other side, are steep, as also the grade on either 
side of Sugar Creek; being, in the former place, 57 feet to the mile 
on the north side, for 1 J miles, and 63 feet to the mile on the south 
side, for a like distance. 

At Sugar Creek, descending from Vermont 1 } miles south, the 
grade is 47 feet to the mile for zi miles ; and again ascending to 
Rushville, 42 feet to the mile for i i miles. Aside from these, and 
a short grade north of Vermont of 53 feet to the mile, the grades 
are generally light. The nature of the country, and the fact of a 
large amount of grading having been done previously by the P. & 
H. R. R., rendered these grades unavoidable without great additional 
expense. 

It is expected that the road will be completed to Rushville by 
the first of July next.

It will be seen that, while the earnings have been 
less in amount, the expenses have been considerably 
larger, being, during the past year, inclusive of 
taxes, 6o,*<J, per cent, of gross earnings, while last year 
they were 53,2,. 

This increase in the proportion of the operating 
expenses has been partly owing to the diminished 
revenue, while the expenses could not be reduced in 
proportion; and partly, because there have been addi- 
tional roads brought into use where the business, not 
being fully developed, and comparatively light, the ra- 
tio of expenses upon them has been greater in propor- 
tion to the business than elsewhere. The reduction of 
prices, for both passenger and freight business, has 
also, in some measure, affected the ratio of the expen- 
ses, as compared with the gross earnings. 

There was in operation, including branches be- 
longing to the Company, at the date of last year's 
report, 477 i miles of road. To this has been added, 
during the year, 125! miles.

Of these, the continuation to Quincy, and that to 
Burlington connect with main trunk lines across 
Missouri and Iowa, the one to Kansas, and there 
connecting with its system of roads, and the other 
with Omaha and the Union Pacific, and may them- 
selves appropriately be called trunk, or main lines. 
The average length of road in operation the past, as 
compared with the year before, has been 532 against 
A09i, or 1 22 J miles greater. 

The gross earnings, therefore, have fallen off more 
than the statement in figures would indicate, because 
the extent of territory drained by the road has been 
greater than at any time before. The chief causes of 
this diminished revenue has been the loss of the corn 
crop last year almost entirely, and, to a considerable 
extent, also the two years before. Corn is the great 
staple of the State. A failure in its yield affects the 
business of the railroad in many indirect ways, as 
well as directly. It diminishes the number of cattle 
and hogs exported, and the quantity of lumber and 
merchandize imported into the country. The great 
amount of the falling oflT in this crop will be best 
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seen by comparing the business of the road in its 
transportation for several successive years. Xhc 
amount carried to Chicago over the road in 1867 
was 460,08 1,097 pounds; in 1868 it was 284,981,687; 
in 1869 it was 270,536',62i; in the past year it has 
been 201,532,717, much less than half the amount of 
1867; and 85,000,000 less than in 1868; and about 
70,000,000 less than it was last year, or, in other 
words, about 3,500 car-loads less than last year, and 
upwards of 12,000 car-loads less than in i86'2>/Corn 
is mainly transported during the next year after its pro- 
duction, and furnishes business for the whole of the 
year. The large business of the year of 1 867 was from 
the yield of 1 866. The crop of 1 867, which furnished 
our business for 1868, and also that of 1868, were 
greatly injured by the frosts. The excessive rains of 
last year almost entirely destroyed the yield of the year. 
The business of this spring and the past winter have, 
therefore, been very light in this article, and will 
continue so during this season. Since the first open- 
ing of the road, it is believed that there has been no 
year in which the production of this great staple has 
been so small. 

The business in cattle and hogs has been more 
nearly up to that of the past years, though the num- 
ber of hogs transported has been 40,000 less than 
last year. That this part of our business has been 
so well maintained, however, has been owing to the 
extensions of territory tributary to our road, not 
only in Illinois, but in Iowa and Kansas. Being of 
more condensed value, they can be taken from greater 
distances. All local business has, of course, been 
affected by the loss of the great staple, which also, in 
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itself, is the largest item of purely local traffic, , The 
extension of the roads in Kansas, Iowa and Missouri 
has enlarged the markets for lumber, the quantities 
of which transported from Chicago have steadily 
increased, which, also, may be said of the through 
business in general. The revenue from it, however, 
has by no means been in comparison with the in- 
crease in the amount of the business. There are 
three rival roads from Chicago to western Iowa and 
Nebraska, and three, also, to Kansas across Illinois 
and Missouri/ All business done between Chicago 
and those great sections of country, is carried on with 
great competition, and with consequent reduction of 
prices, and with comparatively small profits. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the local traffic of 
the road has fallen off for the reasons above stated, 
while the long and less valuable business has consid- 
erably increased — the aggregate of both being not 
greatly less than that of the year before — yet the 
aggregate profits have been largely diminished. With 
the usual average crops, it is believed we might rea- 
sonably have expected our large annual increase of 
business, and with the enlarged area for local traffic 
which the road now commands through its branches, 
there seems to be no reason to apprehend that the 
annual increase may not correspond with the increased 
extent of country reached by it. 

The passenger business of the Company has been 
largely in excess of that of 1868-9, ^^^ prior year. 
The revenues from it have been in excess only 
$59,014.77, the fares having been considerably re- 
duced below the average of the former year. The 
whole net earnings for the year, from both freight 
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and passenger business, above all operating expenses 
and interest, and the amount paid for bonds for Sink- 
ing Fund and cancelled, has been about fifteen per 
^x\t. on the average capital of the year. 

It is known to all Stockholders, that since the war, 
and with the ease with which capital has been, and 
still is, obtained for the construction of Railroads, 
and especially with the stimulus of county and town- 
ship aid, generally given as a bonus, several new 
roads have been projected in the sections adjacent to 
and occupied by the road of this Company. Indeed, 
there is now no considerable section of country unoc- 
cupied by a railroad which will consent to remain 
without one. It has been, and still is, a question of 
great importance whether we should aid such as might 
be made tributaries, and control and make them 
friendly allies, or withhold the aid requisite to accom- 
plish this, and allow these new enterprises to seek 
other connections and become the allies of rival roads 
for business. Not so far as would have been judi- 
cious and wise, but so far as at the time when the 
opportunity arose it was deemed expedient to do so, 
we have adopted the policy of rendering the needed 
assistance, and acquired the roads aided as allies and 
friends, or as the property of the Company. In one 
or two cases, it has erred in withholding aid. In the 
several cases where it has been given, though for a 
time it has involved large expenditures, it is fully 
believed that the Company will receive much direct 
benefit, while, at the same time, it has warded off 
much of impending future difficulty and injury to 
its business. Indeed, to two of the roads where 
such aid was given, and which were the occasion of 
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the largest expenditure and embarrassment, it has 
been greatly indebted for its subsequent success and 
prosperity. All these enterprises to which it has 
for three years past been giving aid, are now com- 
pleted, and though one or two of them, at the close 
of the fiscal year, can hardly be said to have been 
open for business, still they all begin to show good 
results. 

The Lewiston Branch, from Yates City to Lewis- 
ton, long since fully paid for itself in the business 
which it brought to the road of this Company. That 
portion of the road formerly styled the American 
Central, between Galva, on our main trunk, and New 
Boston, on the Mississippi, was next opened, a dis- 
tance of fifty miles, about eight months since. It 
has since added to the revenues of this Company 
$184,009.68, with a disastrous year, as it may be 
styled, for business. That from Burlington to Keo- 
kuk has been open about six months, and has added 
to our gross revenues $69,966.26. The Peoria & 
Hannibal, which is the extension of the Lewiston 
Branch to Rushville, about thirty miles, and which 
has been open about the same time, has produced 
179,876. 

The Dixon, Peoria & Hannibal, so called, which 
is about forty-four miles long, is properly an exten- 
sion of the Lewiston & Rushville Branch, northward, 
till it strikes the main trunk at Buda, is not quite 
ready for use, but is doing considerable business. 
This branch from Buda to Rushville constitutes a 
direct line running south from Buda one hundred 
miles, all the business of which will pass over the 
main line to Chicago, about one hundred and twenty 
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miles, and will, for local traffic, be quite as important 
as the same distance on the main line, and constitutes 
the shortest possible line from the country through 
which it runs to Chicago. The Carthage & Burling- 
ton Road, though its main line has been some time 
laid, yet was received by this Company without side- 
tracks or stations, and not in a condition for business. 
It can, therefore, hardly be said to have been opened 
up to the close of the fiscal year. These things have 
now been to a great degree remedied, and we may 
reasonably expect a fair contribution from that road 
in the future. Its traffic will pass two hundred and 
forty miles over our main line to Chicago. It is 
quite possible that the expectations which have been 
formed of business from some of these auxiliary 
roads may not be fully realized, but from the experi- 
ence thus far of their business, and the rapidity with 
which it increases upon those which have been long- 
est in use, it is the full conviction of the Board that 
all the money expended upon them has not only been 
safely expended, but in nearly all of the cases it has 
been a necessity as well as a profitable investment. 
They are all substantially complete, without need of 
any further considerable expenditure. 

There has been laid, during the year, of side and 
double track, thirteen and a half miles, and for the dis- 
tance of eighty-two miles, between Chicago and Men- 
dota, considerably more than one-half is double track. 
The whole track of the lines between Chicago, Quincy 
and Burlington, and most of the branches, are in ex- 
cellent order, generally fully ballasted, and all the 
appointments of the road are in better condition than 
at any former period. 
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There are about six miles of steel rail in our tracks. 
When we first began the use of this rail as an experi- 
ment, there were found a number of rails so brittle 
that quite a number broke, and in one or two instances 
a rail was known to have broken into three pieces by 
the passage of a train. In the Annual Report of that 
year it was stated that the experiment had not an- 
swered the expectations formed from it. Since the 
first year, however, no breakages have occurred, and 
it has become apparent that steel rails are a success. 
At some points on the road, where the wear of the 
rail is very great, the steel is apparently as perfect as 
when it was placed in the track, while fifteen iron rails, 
exposed to the same wear, have been worn out and 
removed. Since the first breakages, when the rails 
were first placed in the track, this is the uniform 
result of our experience thus far. It has been enough 
to prove that economy will require the replacing of 
the iron with the steel rail, as fast as may be prac- 
ticable. 

Our traffic with both the Hannibal and the Bur- 
lington & Missouri is steadily increasing. The latter 
has been but recently opened, and its business is not 
developed, but there is no doubt but that it will be- 
come a very valuable auxiliary to our business. Our 
interchange of business with it the past year has been 
worth to us, in gross earnings, $431,197.17. The 
traffic with thie Hannibal & St. Jo. has been worth to 
us, in gross earnings, in the same time, $1,087,018.97. 

The rapid development of Kansas and Nebraska, 
which States are now being intersected by railroads in 
every direction, the striking improvement in Mis- 
souri, and the opening of all Western Iowa by rail- 
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ways, and the settlement and progress of the Territo- 
ries further west, indicate, not only a continued, but a 
still more rapid increase of business on the roads west 
of the Mississippi than has been the case in the past. 
The completion of the Kansas Pacific to Denver, 
now certain at an early day, as well as a connection 
with the Union Pacific, will give a strong impetus to 
business over the whole line of road from Chicago to 
Kansas City, as well as to Omaha. With bridges over 
the great rivers in that direction, and an unbroken 
and easy connection between ail the roads, and free 
from the annoyance and great expense of transfer by 
ferries on such a river as the Missouri, the route by 
Quincy will, however, have great advantages in the 
contest for the command of business. 

In the report of last year, a very full statement 
was given of the expenditures which had then been 
made, not only upon the branch roads mentioned, 
upon the Burlington bridge and the grounds west of 
the Mississippi, at that point, but also in the im- 
provements and double track along our lines. Those 
expenditures were not then at an end, as they now 
substantially are. 

There has been issued and sold to Stockholders at 
par, during the year, to meet all these extraordinary 
expenditures :

The debt of the Company for which bonds and scrip are 

outstanding, is 4,649,7 5 o 

There remains uncalled for, also, under the decree of the 
Court foreclosing the mortgage on the Northern 
Cross-road, now the road from Galesburg to Quincy, 270,000 
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This money was due to bondholders, and has not 
been called for, and by order of the Court remains in 
the treasury of the Company, subject to the order of 
the Court. 

In addition to this are the indirect liabilities of the 
Company, being the amount of bonds issued by the 
various Companies whose lines, or parts of whose 
lines, this Company has aided to construct as above 
stated, and which have generally, by lease or otherwise, 
become substantially the property of this Company, 
and all of which •portions of road so built are tribu- 
tary roads directly furnishing business to our main 
trunk road to Chicago. 

These bonds are secured by mortgages made by 
the Companies upon the portion of the roads leased 
to our Company, and are liable to be redeemed from 
the net earnings of the business added by those roads 
to the general business of our road. 

These bonds are eight per cent, bonds, and issued 
at different times, and amount in the gross, upon all 
the branch roads, to $3,800,000. 

The business, or net profits to this Company from 
the business furnished to it by those roads, will, it is 
believed, in six or eight years, absorb those bonds 
entirely, leaving the lateral roads the property of this 
Company at only the cost of the money which it has 
advanced to aid in their completion. 
"^"^ The habit, which has become general in the country, 
of aiding in the construction of railroads by county 
or town subscription to stock, or in the way of dona- 
tion, has stimulated the construction of railways to a 
great extent. It has become a system of speculation by 
parties who are engaged in the business, and is leading 
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to the building of many roads which will in themselves 
be unprofitable, while, with the amount supplied by the 
public as a bonus or as stock, the contracting specu- 
lator may make money from the construction. 

These roads thus built will, in many instances, 
yield but little revenue, while also, in many cases. 
they will affect the values of existing railway property. 
At no time in the history of railways in this country, 
it is believed, has there been so great an excitement 
upon this subject, or so universal disposition to invest 
money in enterprises of this nature. It would be 
extraordinary if a revulsion did not follow. ^' 

The territory through which our lines run is not 
exempt from this fever, and, to some extent, the 
revenues of the Company will, in the future, be 
doubtless affected by it. 

On looking over the whole ground, however, the 
Board sees no good reason to suppose that the prop- 
erty of the Company will not, in the future, con- 
tinue as valuable as in the past. 

For more full details of the finances of the Com- 
pany, reference is had to the report of the Treasurer ; 
and for expenditures upon the road, to the report of 
the Chief Engineer; and for its general management 
and details connected with the operating department, 
to report of the Superintendent.

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A fire-proof brick Freight House has been erected 
at Quincy — in place of that burned August 30, 1869 
— at a cost of $28,669,98, being $18,669.98 over 
and above the value of the one burned. 

The Road from Lewiston to Rushville was opened 
for business July 18, 1869. All of the Station 
Houses have been finished, and the Road has been 
thoroughly fenced. The whole amount expended 
on this Road, on account of Construction in the 
year, has been $340,324.27. 

The American Central Branch has been finished to 
New Boston. This Road is also thoroughly fenced, 
and commodious Station Houses have been erected 
at all Stations. The amount expended for the Road, 
on account of Construction in the year, has been 

The Keokuk & St. Paul Road, from Keokuk to 
Ft. Madison, was bought February 10, 1869, and 
completed to Burlington October 27, 1869. New 
ties have been put in between Keokuk and Ft. 
Madison. The Bridges have been rebuilt. Station 
I Houses erected at Keokuk, Montrose and Ft. Mad- 
ison, an Engine House erected at Keokuk, and 
Frost-proof Tanks at Montrose and Ft. Madison. 
The Rail between Keokuk and Ft. Madison is light 
— 45 pounds per yard — but in good order. The 
Rail from Burlington to Ft. Madison is 50 pounds 
per yard. 

It is very necessary that the Fencing should be 
finished, as the Road runs either through cultivated 
farms or where the safety of the Trains is endangered 
by cattle. 
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The whole amount expended during the year in 
renewing the old Road from Keokuk to Ft. Madi- 
son, and in building the new from Burlington to 
Ft. Madison, was $527,516.49. 

The Carthage & Burlington Road was opened 
for business January 16, 1870. There has been 
expended on account of it $562,432.87. Small 
Station Houses are being put up at Shokokon, 
Dallas, Patterson's, Hutchinson's and Carthage; and 
one will be needed at Ferris, where the Road crosses 
the Toledo, Peoria & Warsaw Railroad; also, an 
Engine House for two engines, and a Turn-table at 
Carthage. 

This Road is also through cultivated farms, and 
should be fenced. 

At most of the Stations on this Road facilities for 
handling grain are being created, and we may reason- 
bly look for a compensating business from this 
Branch. 

The Dixon, Peoria & Hannibal Road, from Buda 
to Elmwood, was opened for business February i, 
1870. The whole amount expended on account of 
it has been $895,165.28. 

A large part of this Road has been graveled. 
The Road is thoroughly built, and when it is fencecf 
and the Station Houses are erected, it will be well 
up to the standard condition of the rest of the Road. 

Being through an old and well-settled country, the 
local traffic from it must be equal in bulk to that of 
any other part of the line. 

To finish the Fencing and Station Houses and 
surfacing the Track, an expenditure of about $40,ocx5 
more will be required. 
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Additional shop conveniences at Aurora should be 
provided at an early day; and the large Passenger 
business centering at Galesburg makes it very desir- 
able to have more convenient accommodations at 
that point. 

The growth of the local business of the Burling- 
ton & Missouri River Road, at Burlington, makes 
the continued joint occupancy with that Road, of 
their Freight House, very inconvenient to the busi- 
ness of both Roads, and a Freight House for the 
accommodation of the business of this Company 
should be erected there. 

The unusually high water in the Mississippi River 
this spring — higher than any since 1851 — shows us 
that the embankment across the Bottoms between 
Sagetown and Burlington should be raised about two 
feet, to place the Road beyond the liability of being 
washed away. To do this properly, and secure the 
work with riprap, will cost about $20,000. 

With this exception, and those already mentioned 
in connection with the several new Branch Roads, 
there seems to be no call for any large expenditures 
for the present. 

The great economy in the use of Steel Rail has 
been so fully shown by our own experience, as well 
as by that of other roads, I would recommend that 
a portion of the Track be relaid with it each year.

NEW TRACK AND SIDE TRACKS. 

The double track between West Aurora and Bristol and between 
Earlville and Mendota has been completed and partly ballasted with 
Aurora gravel. 

New side tracks have been laid and old ones extended at the 
several stations and principally at Chicago, Galesburg and Quincy, 
of an aggregate length of something over six miles. Ballasting 
was made principally on the Quincy Division with broken stone. 
Some filling up with sand was also done on Peoria and Rushville

NEW BRIDGES. 

A new bridge has been erected in the city of Chicago for the 
purpose of carrying Halsted street over the railroad tracks of this 
Company. This street crosses the railroad at a point where is 
done nearly all the switching for making up of trains leaving the 
city, and which could not be done without greatly interrupting the 
traffic on the street, which is here great, this street being one of the 
main thoroughfares of the city. 

This bridge is constructed in three trusses, built of iron; is 177 
feet long, divided into two equal spans, and is 57 feet wide. The 
center is supported on large cast iron columns, placed between 
tracks, and the ends rest on masonry. The approaches to the 
bridge are all of walls of masonry on either side of the street, and 
the space between filled in with earth.

At Burlington Bridge the engine and boiler for turning draw- 
span was completed and placed on the bridge. The temporary
